The chief difference between Senator Bacon, of 
Georgia, and Senator Root, of New York, in the debate 
in the Senate on Aug. 14 relative to the former’s pro- 
posed amendment to the Army Appropriation bill pro- 
hibiting the application of appropriations to American 
troops on duty in foreign territory, unless there in cases 
of emergency, was as to whether the sending of our 
troops into foreign countries is an act of war, notably 
in the case of Central and South American countries. 
Mr. Root said it was not, and Mr. Bacon said it was. 
“The history of such invasion within the last few years 
leaves no doubt about that,” said the Georgia Senator. 
“We know that in one of the South American countries 
one government was practically overthrown and another 
set up by reason of the interference of the Government 
of the United States. We know the fact that one of 
those factions held the custom house and that faction 
had given some bond secured by the customs, and some 
of those bonds happened to be held by some of our people 
in the United States; and when the adverse party got 
into power the Navy and marine forces of the United 
States were used, and moved the custom house so that 
they could collect the entries at some other place, and 
the Army and Navy of the United States were used 
for the purpose of maintaining that as a custom house 
in order that tolls might be collected and paid over to 
those bondholders.” Mr. Root in his reply to Mr. Bacon 
said: “There is no law, and I do not believe there ever 
will be a law, to prevent the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy of the United States from rendering 
that service which through all civilization has been 
rendered by every nation that is entitled to the loyalty 
of its citizens in giving them the protection required by 
self-respect.” Senator Bacon throughout his argument 
for his amendment seemed to be in trouble in drawing 
a line between what the President should and should 
not do in the military protection of American citizens. 
He had no doubt that situations would arise in which 
the landing of American troops on foreign soil to protect 
Americans was necessary, but “in these days of the 
telegraph and railroad,” he argued, “Congress could be 
convened in five days to provide the necessary authority.” 
Senator Bacon must know that these South American 
and Central American revolutions spring up over night 
like some of their tropical weeds, and that to go to the 
expense of assembling Congress to obtain authority to 
protect American interests during a little one-horse 
revelution would be inconceivably silly, because after 
granting that authority and adjourning Congress might 
have to be reassembled the next week for another revolu- 
tion. During Mr. Bacon’s remarks he often referred to 
newspaper despatches and newspaper articles which 
described the work of the American troops in those 
movements. Possibly it may turn out that he has had 
his imagination inflamed by sensational journalism more 
interested in making a “story” out of the movement of 
our troops than of printing the exact facts. The amend- 
ment having failed of adoption, Mr. Bacon has since 
introduced the subject matter as an independent measure 
(S. 7468). 





The appeal of “Infantry,” published on page 1586 
of the ARMY AND Navy JourNnat of Aug. 17, for the 
reduction of paper work for company commanders, has 
been anticipated by the War Department. Some time 
ago the General Staff took up the question of reforming 
the paper work required for issuing clothing. A system 
has been devised and is now being tried out at the 
Washington Barracks. Before preparing a tentative 
plan the General Staff not only investigated the method 
of issuing clothing in the Navy and Marine Corps, but 
looked into the systems of the army and navy of other 
nations. Perhaps the simplest and at the same time 
the most satisfactory method of issuing clothing is used 


in the U.S. Marine Corps. If an enlisted man wants a 


pair of shoes he applies to his company commander,: 


and if upon investigation the officer finds that the soldier 
needs the shoes he simply issues an order on the quarter- 
master and charges it up to the soldier. The soldier 
goes to the quartermaster with the order and “pur- 
chases” his shoes as if he were to go to any commercial 
establishment. The General Staff is investigating the 
subject with a view to adopting a system as near to 
the Marine Corps methods as conditions in the Army 
will admit. And there are other reforms under con- 
sideration which will extend to all the branches of the 
Service. As announced in-the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
some time ago, the War Department has undertaken a 
general reduction in the paper work of the Army. It 
is proceeding with great care in this matter, but will in 
due time bring about some great changes in this direc- 
tion. It is the settled policy of the War Department 
to reduce paper work to the minimum, so as to give 
officers in the field more time to devote to real military 
work. All of its plans are submitted to the Cleveland 
Efficiency Board, which has at its disposal a corps of 
expert accountants. In W.D. G.O. No. 23 the War 
Department has dispensed with all ceremonial addresses, 
following the lead of the Navy in this respect. When 
this order goes into effect in all letters the ceremonial 
addresses of “Sir,” “I have the honor” and “Very respect- 
fully” will be dispensed with. In endorsements “Re- 
spectfully forwarded” and “Respectfully submitted,” etc., 
will be discontinued. Antiquated and elaborated briefs 
on letters will be discontinued. In a great many instances 
these briefs have been longer than the letters.

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The excitement over espionage in Great Britain and 
Germany of late has led to a demand in England for 
more restrictions in the use of private cameras, not only 
by visitors, but by officers and men themselves on board 
ships of war. To the London United Service Gazette 
it is easy to conceive a foreign spy who could never do 
such things for himself arranging for an officer or man 
to send his friends an innocent set of pictures which 
would be accessible to a foreign agent, and from which 
most valuable information could be obtained. This 
knowledge would be acquired, not from the innocent 
figures arranged with smiling faces in the foreground, 
but from the surrounding details which formed the back- 
ground and completed the picture. The regulations in 
regard to the use of private cameras in our dockyards 
are of a very severe and far-reaching character, but 
to open the door to photographers when the ships pass 
into the stream and go into the fighting line with a 
pennant at their mastheads appears to be a very stupid 
proceeding. An eye should also be kept on those parts 
of our rivers which skirt the building yards at our 
large shipbuilding centers, for the frequent use of pri- 
vate cameras on constantly passing ferry or excursion 
steamers permits of an accurate record of the main 
progress, and many details of a ship under construction 
on the slips, being sent to foreign governments, which 
in the ordinary way would not be available to them. 
Attention is also being called in HMngland to the secrecy 
with which Germany guards her gunnery records. Every 
item connected with naval shooting is scrupulously kept 
from the public. The failure of the Germans to publish 
their shooting records is seized upon by some excitable 
Britishers as an evidence that the Teutons hopelessly 
outelass the English gun-layers and gun-pointers, whereas 
the exact contrary may as reasonably be inferred. The 
British people are learning that naval shooting is largely 
affected by atmospheric conditions, as is shown by the 
difference in the scores of ships in the North Sea and 
those on oversea stations like Australia and China. 
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It was announced by Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
on Aug. 20 that the name of the battleship authorized 
by this year’s Appropriation bill will be Pennsylvania. 
The name of the armored cruiser Pennsylvania will 
probably be changed to Harrisburg, taking the name of 
the capital of the Keystone State. The Pennsylvania 
will be about 6380 feet long, of about 31,000 tons, with 
twelve 14-inch guns and even heavier armor plate than 
other battleships under construction. The decision to 
make the Pennsylvania more powerful and larger than 
any battleship afloat does not grow out of the fact that 
Congress has authorized only one battleship. If two, 
or even four, had been provided the same design and 
dimensions would have been adopted. Following the 
established policy of the Navy Department, Secretary 
Meyer is authorizing the construction of the Pennsyl- 
vania in line with all of the progressive naval Powers 
of the world. The Secretary, in discussing the action of 
Congress in authorizing only one battleship, said: “Due 
to the force of public sentiment on the battleship ques- 
tion, as demonstrated in the press, irrespective of party, 
the Democrats at the last moment receded from their 
no-battleship program. Freedom of action was allowed 
each member if he wished to vote for no battleship, 
but permission was not granted to vote for more than 
one, thus preventing members from voting according to 
the dictates of their conscience. The action taken this 
year will call for an appropriation for three battleships 
at the next session of Congress if the efficiency of the 
fleet and the present policy of two battleships a year, 
accepted throughout the country, is to be maintained.”

The criticism in our last issue of the Adjutant General 
of Colorado for publishing accusations against the troops 
of other states and our suggestion that he had no better 
information than newspaper reports have been followed 
by a correction in the last official publication from the 
Colorado A.G.O., which says “Full inquiry into the 





charges that the guardsmen of Illinois and Wisconsin 
indulged in drunken brawling and insulted women at 
the recent maneuvers at Sparta shows that there was 
no foundation for the story and that both officers and 
men conducted themselves as soldiers should. The whole 
story was probably the dream of some space writer. We 
are very glad that those states are not in disgrace.” 
It is one of the lamentable phases of modern American 
journalism that stories reflecting upon the conduct of 
soldiers receive the least attention from city editors and 
reporters so far as verification is concerned, and are 
seized upon and spread broadcast before the reading 
public with a wantonness that can be explained only 
on the theory that so far these sheets have been immune 
from legal proceedings for libel. By making the articles 
general in character the papers place themselves just 
outside the law of libel, although possibly some 
righteously indignant commanding officer may yet find 
a way to call such publications to account. 





Vol. I. of the Fifth Census of Canada, dated April 
30, 1912, shows that the total population, according to 
the finally revised figures, is 7,204,838, as compared with 
5,371,315 in 1901, an increase of 1,833,523, or 34.13 per 
cent. At the first census of Canada in 1871 the total 
population numbered 3,689,257; so that the increase 
during the past forty years is at the rate of 95.29 per 
cent. With a total area of 3,729,665 square miles the 
present density of population is 1.93 per square mile. 
Prince Edward Island has a density of 42,91, Nova 
Scotia of 22.98, New Brunswick of 12.61, Ontario of 
9.67, Manitoba of 6.18 and Quebec of 5.69. The other 
three provinces are each below two per square mile. 
The male population of Canada is 3,821,067 and the 
female 3,383,771, so that the excess of the male popula- 
tion is in the ratio of 1.13:1 or 13 per cent. Families 
number 1,488,353, and this number divided into the total 
population gives an average of 4.8 persons per family. 
Division of the population into urban and rural gives 
3,280,444 of the former and 3,924,394 of the latter. The 
increase in the urban population is indeed one of the 
most striking facts revealed by the census. While 
during the past decade the rural population has increased 
by 574,878, or 17.16 per cent., the increase of the urban 
population is 1,258,645, or at the rate of 62.25 per cent. 
Yet of the cities in Canada only four have over 100,000 
inhabitants, these being Montreal (470,480), Toronto 
(376,538), Winnipeg (136,035) and Vancouver (100,- 
401). Winnipeg has grown from 241 in 1871, 7,985 in 
1881, 25,639 in 1891 and 42,340 in 1901 to 136,035 
in 1911, and Vancouver from 13,709 in 1891 and 27,010 
in 1901 to 100,401 in 1911. The present population of 
Canada is about the same as that of the state of New 
York in 1900, which was 7,268,894. The census of 1910 
gives New York a population of 9,113,614, an increase 
of 21.1 per cent., the increase of Canada during the same 
period being 34.13 per cent.

The high standard maintained in the Italian cavalry 
is accounted for in a very interesting letter from an 
officer of the U.S. Army who has recently accompanied 
an officer while he was purchasing remounts for the 
Italian army, and also inspected one of the remount 
stations. With the exception of a few four-year-olds, 
only three-year-old colts were purchased. They weighed 
from 900 to 1,000 pounds and were from fifteen to 
sixteen hands high, and were the finest specimens of 
young horses the observer had seen in any country, with 
nice heads, well boned and short coupled. The prices 
paid were higher than those paid in this country; for 
“distinguished” or officer's mount from $212 to $230 
each; troopers from $154 to $173; artillery horses from 
$193 to $230; mares for officers’ mounts from $154 to 
$212; for artillery $154 to $193, and mares for the 
cavalry $135 to $164. Three years is spent in educating 
horses and colts for the service. They are fed with great 
care and broken gently and slowly. For one year they 
ure given light saddle work, and the third year, before 
they are issued to the service, they are drilled in the 
ranks. 
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The War Department is now engaged in selecting a 
class of about twelve field officers which is to enter the 
Mounted Service School on Oct. 10 and take a course 
which will extend to Dec. 20. The success of the field 
officers’ class at the School had been so gratifying that 
two classes will go through the School annually until 
most of the senior officers have taken the course. The 
regimental commanders have been asked to make recom- 
mendations for the class, and as soon as these are 
received the list selected by the War Department will 
be given out. 
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Either National Guard officers find their time well 
taken up otherwise or are indifferent to the opportunities 
offered, for they have not become members of the corre- 
spondence school of the Army Service School at Fort 
Leavenworth. Last May the Adjutant General of 
Colorado made an urgent request of the officers of the 
state that they join this class, but up to the present only 
seven have expressed a desire to enroll. The cost is only 
one dollar a year, and the advantages offered are the 
best within reach of an officer of the National Guard. 
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There are now thirty-three sergeants on duty with 
the Organized Militia, detailed in 1909, and these will 
be relieved from this duty at completion of their three 
years’ detail. Vacancies will be filled from any eligibles 





as the best interests of the Service dictate, and not 
necessarily by order of precedence in date of taking the 
course of instruction. 
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If there was one thing about the Regular Army’s 
share in the Connecticut maneuvers for which every 
National Guardsman developed a profound admiration 
it was the four-pound loaf of bread cooked in Army 
style in Army ovens. In whatever complaints Guards- 
men had to make of their food during the maneuvers 
this loaf was always excepted. Capt. John H. Ingraham, 
adjutant of the 23d New York, expressed the general 
opinion when he said: “If there is one memory of the 
maneuvers that will always remain with me fresh and 
fragrant, it is the recollection of the Army loaf of bread. 
The Regulars have done a wise thing in perfecting the 
process of making the most important article in a 
soldier’s diet. Meat may fail, vegetables may be lacking, 
coffee may never be issued, but so long as the best of 
bread is within the daily reach of the soldier the inner 
man is not without means of comfort. By this I do 
not mean to say that bread is enough for the soldier, but 
merely that if every other article of the ration were 
taken away and good bread alone were left an army 
could get along better than with any other single food.” 
The return of the National Guard regiments from the 
Connecticut maneuvers was followed by the customary 
complaints of poor food. Militiamen are famous for 
their complaints, and nine out of ten of theirs after 
maneuvers have to do with food. Not a man of the 71st 
Regiment of New York city, however, failed to have all 
he wanted to eat and cooked just to his liking. The 
regiment was provided with movable kitchens, with 
which Commissary Clarence F. True was enabled to 
cook three hundred meals in fourteen minutes with one 
of these kitchens, and there were three with the regiment, 
one for each battalion. If there were nothing else 
learned through the maneuvers, it was a valuable lesson 
to the Guardsmen to ascertain from actual experience 
that there is something more than “carry arms” and 
“right front into line” in the carrying on of a great 
campaign, and that if in time of peace they are so poorly 
equipped both in material things and in knowledge, they 
may look forward to worse eventualities in case of war. 
Every soldier who went back to armory duty after the 
maneuvers was doubtless convinced of the folly of 
attempting to manufacture an army over night, for he 
can plainly see that patriotism makes poor food for an 
army, and that the proper handling of rations or to get 
them to the front on time is an art requiring a consider- 
able time to acquire. The ancient belief that a starving 
army will fight best, as it will be desperately eager to 
get at the enemy’s provender, has long ago given place 
to the understanding that the best fed army will be the 
best army all round, everything else being equal. 
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George Kennan in asking in the Outlook the question, 
“Can We Understand the Japanese?’ compares some of 
the customs of the Japanese with some of ours, and says 
that their morality and their view of life and death 
would appear as sane and rational as ours if we could 
only divest ourselves of our Anglo-Saxon prejudices. He 
cites the case of the recent outcry of the educated 
Japanese against the exhibition of a painting of a nude 
woman in the fine arts hall of Osaka. To the Americans 
and British this outcry seemed absurd in view of the 


fact that women bathe absolutely nude with men in 
Japan. But an analysis of the reason for the protest 
against the picture, Mr. Kennan believes, puts the 
Japanese in the right light. They act on the principle 
of necessity and normality. In bathing nude the women 
do what they believe is normal and necessary to obtain 
the best use of the water, but they can find no reason 
for placing upon a wall the painted picture of a nude 
woman. Mr. Kennan is not so happy when he comes to 
give the explanation of the Japanese justification of the 
suicide of soldiers who have been defeated in battle. 
He quotes a long dialogue with a Japanese officer who 
sought to show him that if the Japanese soldiers thought 
they could by their suicides impress the enemy with a 
sense of the determination of the Japanese to die rather 
than be conquered they would perform as valuable a 
military service as if they took part in a forlorn hope 
in which they knew death was certain to meet them 
and in participation in which they might be said to have 
sought death voluntarily as does the suicide. Of course, 
the more of such soldier self-sacrifices that would be 
made the more the enemy would be impressed, until 
finally the general might call upon the whole army to 
sacrifice itself. This wholesale self-immolation neces- 
sarily would strike terror into the hearts of the other 
army, which, when the last soldier of the enemy had 
stretched himself out dead would. with one wild yell of 
dismay, take to the woods and leave the battlefield 
to the possession of the solitary live general and his 
dead martyrs. ‘The wise commander does not throw 
away his troops for the mere sake of impressing the 
enemy with the courage and patriotism of his people. 
Those qualities are taken for granted. Every forlorn 
hope ordered by an officer of intelligence throughout 
history has had some well defined military purpose behind 
it, and not the desire to impress the enemy with the 
bravery of their foes. If Mr. Kennan were put to it, 
he might find it hard to prove his assertion that Homer 
Lea’s book, “The Valor of Ignorance,” is “mischievous.” 
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In view of the conclusions of the Army Board for 
the Study of Tropical Diseases which has reported that 
the practical disappearance of beriberi from the native 
troops followed the substitution of unpolished rice for 
the polished article of commerce, and the general impres- 
sion that the disease is peculiar to the Tropics, one may 
doubt that the last word has been said on the cause of 
that disease, on reading the paper in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association by Dr. John M. Little on 
fine white flour as the cause of beriberi. He writes of 
observations made during five years in a wheat-eating 
country where beriberi is fairly common—Newfound- 
land and Labrador. He found that when from any 
cause the people were on a diet of overmilled wheat 
(ordinary fine white wheat flour) beriberi developed. 
One patient advanced into complete blindness, who began 
with symptoms of night blindness with paralysis. This 
patient put on a diet of whole wheat flour, beans and 
peas was perfectly well in two months. Others advanc- 
ing from the functional stage of symptoms into the 
paralyzed stage have been made well in two weeks by 
getting a full diet with whole wheat bread, beans, pota- 
toes, macaroni and fresh meat. Dr. Little, however, 
says i ould be unwise to assume, because of the re- 
sults he obtained, that there may not be other causes of 
beriberi. It may be that unmilled grain has the neuritis- 
preventing elements in its peripheral layers removed, 
changed, or dissolved out by dampness, or decomposed 
and removed by heat, or that in certain states the body 
may not cause the metabolism of the proteins of other 
diets in the way necessary to produce the particular 





substance which insures the normal preservative of 
nervous tissue. With a larger knowledge of the causes of 
the disease, the wanting ingredient of the diet may be 
isolated and marketed in available form. This would 
greatly simplify the work of prevention and treatment 
of the disease. 
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One of the most important steps for the study of 
malaria, that may result in the creation of a United 
States commission on malaria, was taken at the last 
meeting of the Southern Medical Association, when a 
commission of nine members was appointed for the study 
and prevention of malaria. The chairman of the com- 
mission is Capt. Charles F. Craig, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
and Assistant Curator of the Army Medical Museum. 


The other members are Dr. Graham E. Henson, Crescent 
City, Fla., secretary; Dr. R. H. von Ezdorf, U.S.P.H. 
and M.H.S., and Dr. Seale Harris, Mobile, Ala.; Dr. 
William Krauss, Memphis, Tenn.; Dr. Creighton Well- 
man and Dr. C. C. Bass, New Orleans, La.; Dr. William 
H. Deaderick, Marianna, Ark.; Dr. W. S. Thayer, 
Baltimore, Md. Dr. Craig is the author of “The Para- 
sitic Amoebee of Man,’”’ published by Lippincott in 1911, 
and has been for years one of the closest students of 
amoebic dysentery, for which researches his service on 
the U.S. Army Board for the Study of Tropical Diseases 
in the Philippines and in the U.S. military hospitals, 
notably in the U.S. Army General Hospital, at the 
Presidio, San Francisco, Cal., has eminently qualified 
him. The American Society of Tropical Medicine has 
passed resolutions endorsing the formation of a national 
commission for the study of malaria and the appropria- 
tion of Federal funds for the prosecution of the work. 
The high professional character of the men composing 
this board places such a commission at the disposal of 
the National Government if the creation of a Federal 
body is decided upon. Each member has had wide ex- 
perience in the study of malaria and the best methods 
for reducing the morbidity caused by it. Possibly the 
addition of some of the medical officers of the Army who 
have seen service in the Canal Zone might strengthen 
the personnel of the commission if it assume national 
duties. 
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The new naval collier Jupiter, now building at Mare 
Island, is likely to hold the attention of the maritime 
world once she goes into commission, for it is to be 
driven by electric propelling machinery, and on account 
of the large tonnage of the ship it will furnish tests 
which will be of great value in determining the ability 
of this method of propulsion to compete with the steam 
driven machinery. The Diesel motor ship Selandia, 
of —‘enmark, which sailed from London on her maiden 
voyage on March 2, returned to London on July 15, 
having covered a distance of 21,086 miles entirely by 
the aid of oil engines. The average speed attained 
was eleven knots on nine and one-half tons of 
coal a day. The total coal consumption for the trip 
was 800 tons. This is the longest voyage ever under- 
taken by a motor-driven ship. No trouble was experi- 
enced with the engines, which maneuvered with absolute 
certainty. The cruise demonstrated that 9,300 tons of 
cargo can be transported a distance of twenty thousand 
miles on a consumption of less than ten tons of coal per 
twenty-four hours, with a total engine crew of ten men 
and three boys. The Marine Review, which in its 
August issue publishes pictures of the machinery of 
the Jupiter, says that the American-Hawaiian Steamship 
Company has abandoned its intention of installing Diesel 
engines in the three latest steamers and_ will install 
geared turbines instead. The sister ships of the Jupiter, 
the Cyclops and Neptune, are driven by steam, the 
Cyclops having two triple expansion engines and the 
Neptune having two turbines, each with gearing. 
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The annual business meeting of the Association of 
American International Riflemen will be héld at Sea 
Girt, N.J., just before the close of the Sea Girt shoot. 
Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, as president of the associa- 
tion, will issue the call for the exact date in time for 
the members to make their arrangements for attendance. 
An interesting meeting is assured, as the present year 
has surpassed all others in its international contests. 
The members of the old Palma and Olympic teams and 
the associate members of the Navy team that met and 
vanquished the best teams in the East during the cruise 
around the world will have an opportunity to talk shop 
with the men who carried the American colors to the 
front this year at Stockholm and down in Argentina. 
One matter that will be presented to the association 
will be the formal election of these teams to active 
membership; while action is also expected in regard to 
the qualifications of the Ohio team which visited Bisley 
and Biarritz this summer. It is also expected that a 
final date for a dinner in New York next month will be 
announced by the committee having that in charge— 
Col. William A. Tewes, of New Jersey. and Capt. George 
W. Corwin, of New York. It is probable that the dinner 
will be a beefsteak dinner at one of the well known 
uptown New York cafés which is famous for this form 
of entertainment. Other details will be settled, includ- 
ing, of course, the annual election of officers and the 
reports of the secretary and treasurer. Capt. Frank E. 
Evans, U.S.M.C., retired, is secretary-treasurer of the 
Association of American International Riflemen. 
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It is such practical work as that done by the men 
of the 2d Battalion, Naval Militia, Brooklyn, N.Y., in 
saving a helpless steamer in Long Island Sound that 
demonstrates the efficiency of the training these young 
men receive as members of the Naval Reserve. The 
steamer in distress was the freighter Mohegan, of the 
New England Navigation Company. Fifty-eight men 
of the 2d Battalion and four officers soon after noon on 
Sunday, Aug. 18, were coming westward on the Sound 
on board the battalion’s ship, the Gloucester, which was 
under command of Lieut. Comdr. Charles O. Brincker- 
hoff, of the 2d Battalion, when the Mohegan, to leeward 
and out of earshot, was seen to be in trouble on account 
of the puffs of exhaust of steam, which indicated that 
whistles were being blown. The Gloucester bore down 
on the steamer, and after four hours of hard towing on 
aceount of the steamer’s cargo putting her low in the 
water delivered her safely in the New Haven harbor, 
despite the heavy sea running and the lack of experience 
on the militiamen’s part in the difficult work of towing. 
However, there was no real hitch from the time the 
hawser tightened between the two ships for the trip to 
the harbor. Most of the men on the Gloucester had been 
on the summer cruise on the U.S.S. Iowa or the 
Gloucester to Chesapeake Bay and were accustomed to 
executing orders promptly and intelligently. It speaks 


well for the development of the Naval Reserve that 
citizen sailors could so effectively demonstrate their 
ability as practical seamen. 
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France, the land of the best military horsemen in the 
world, is suffering from a shortage of army horses, owing 
to the rapid multiplication of the automobile, which has 
led to the neglect of horse breeding. The French army 
is now said to need seventy thousand horses and that 
the shortage for the entire country is in the neighborhood 
of two hundred thousand head. The movement begun 
in this country a few-months ago under the lead of 
August Belmont and officers of the U.S. Army and other 
lovers of horses to awaken an interest in the develop- 
ment of Army mounts, which has resulted in the forma- 
tion of a national organization whose chief object shal! 
be the cultivation of good horses suitable for Army 
purposes, is significant of the need of such action in 
other countries than ours. The extension of motor traffic 
must in the very nature of things cause a diminution 
in the importance of “man’s faithful friend” as a means 
of transportation, and to this extent the mounted portion 
of the armies of the world must suffer, unless steps are 
taken to counteract the influence of the automobile by 
the formation of such horse developing societies as that 
which recently was formed in the United States. 
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Protest has been made by the Adjutant General’s 
Department, Colorado, N.G., concerning the action of 
the Denver police board in adopting the Service uniform 
for the motor cycle squad of the city. It is clearly an 
infraction of the military law of the state, and it remains 
to be seen whether legal action will have to be sought 
to restrain the police board from doing what good taste 
alone should have kept them from doing. It is to be 
hoped that the military authorities will do all they can 
to have the use of the uniform conform to the military 
law. There has been altogether too much indifference 
in the enforcing of respect for the uniform. If at the 
very beginning of the imitative actions of private 
societies and public organizations outside the military 
effort had been made to check the indiscriminate practice 
of wearing military attire, long ago it might have fallen 
into enforced desuetude; but apathy, combined with 
unwillingness tc offend those who have many votes within 
rine _control, has done much to spread the obnoxious 
practice. 
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That the greatest problem in Palawan, P.I., is the 
separation of the Moros from the rest of the population 
of the island is the belief of Olney E. Bondurant, as- 
sistant to the Governor of Palawan. ‘There are only 
8,000 Moros on the islands, as compared with nearly 
35,000 Palawanos,” said Mr. Bondurant recently to the 
Mindanao Herald. ‘But they are of stranger character 
than the Palawanos, and therein lies the danger to the 
other people. The Moros are parasites who live on 
the hill people. They are traders and fishermen, while 
the hil! people are agriculturists. The problem is com- 
plicated by the fact that the Moros and Palawanos inter- 
marry and a race of half-breeds is springing up, occupy- 
ing important places among the Palawano people, but 
sympathizing with the Moros. We are trying to separate 
the two so that Moro ideas may not permeate and 
deteriorate the Palawano. Already among some of the 
Palawanos a hybrid Mohammedanism is beginning to 
replace the old polytheism of the hill people, and the 
Moro influence is having a baneful effect on the Pala- 
wano.” 





The final field entertainment for the officers and en- 
listed men of the Provisional Regiment at Camp McCoy, 
Sparta, Wis., was given near the big recreation tent 
the evening before the breaking up of the camp and the 
regiment. ‘The program consisted chiefly of music by 
the Provisional Regiment band, motion pictures by 
Chaplain Rice and amateur vaudeville under the charge 
of Musician Alfred Perry. Some acrobatic feats were 
introduced by the class of tumblers. An _ enjoyable 
evening was passed. During the six weeks’ tour of the 
regiment in the camp twenty entertainments were given, 
free of all charge, including moving pictures, concerts, 
amateur vaudeville, boxing and smokers.

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The U.S. gunboat Scorpion, Lieut. Comdr. Frank B. 
Upham commanding, guardship at Constantinople, re- 
turned to that city on Aug. 17 from the earthquake dis- 
trict of the Sea of Marmora. The members of the ex- 
pedition reported great suffering and damage due to the 
earthquake. On board were J. Cornell Tarler, Second 
Secretary of the U.S. Embassy, and a special mission 
of four doctors, who estimated the number of killed in 
the various towns and villages at 3,000, while the total 
of those injured reaches more than 6,000. 
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Representative Taggart, of Kansas, according to a 
press despatch, on Aug. 16 filed a protest with the 
Paymaster General of the Army declaring the soldiers 
at Fort Leavenworth were “dead broke.” Mr. Taggart’s 
efforts to relieve the situation appear to have been admir- 
able but misplaced. It would have been more to the 
point had he filed his protest with his colleagues of the 
House and Senate, whose delay in the passage of neces- 
ary — had deprived the Paymaster General 
of funds. 
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A press despatch of Aug. 18 from Honolulu said that 
when the defense board, headed by Lieut. Col. John F. 
Morrison, U.S.A., and Major George Blakely, U.S.A., 
finishes its work it will have covered every inch of the 
island of Oahu and made plans for transforming the 
whole into a vast fort, protected at every point from 
the attack of a possible enemy. The board has almost 
finished the preliminary work, and has started upon the 
task of planning to make Honolulu ‘mpregnable, 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL AS PASSED. 


The Naval Appropriation bill as agreed upon in con- 
ference by the two Houses of Congress Aug. 20 appro- 
priates $123,220,707.48, $4,673,570 more than the total 
of the bill as it passed the House and $10,369,467 less 
than the total of the bill as amended by the Senate. 
An inerease of 4,000 in the enlisted force of the Navy 
is provided, 48,000 against 44,000 last year. The fol- 
lowing legislation appears in the bill: 

The grades of the active list of the Pay Corps of the 
Navy are hereby increased by ten additional paymasters, 
in all eighty-six paymasters; and by twenty additional 
passed assistant and assistant paymasters, in all 116 
passed assistant and assistant paymasters; Provided, 
That the total increase of the Pay Corps of the Navy 
shall not exceed twenty during the first fiscal year. 

The pay of hospital stewards of May 13, 1908, dis- 
allowed by the Comptroller, is authorized. 

The Act of May 13, 1908, relating to the allowance 
of six months’ pay to a Navy widow, is amended so as 
to provide for its payment to a dependent relative 
previously designated when there is no widow or child. 

The bill repeals so much of the Act of June 24, 1910, 
as gives bureau chiefs the shore pay, etc., of rear ad- 


nirals of the lower nine, with rank, title and emoluments 
of bureau chief. 

Retired officers may hereafter be ordered on active 
luty with their consent with pay and allowances of their 
vank, except that in time of peace these are not to 
exceed those of lieutenant commander. 

The act to dispose of useless papers is amended to 
inelude accumulations in the files of vessels of the Navy 
of useless papers over two years old,. excepting corre- 
spondence with foreign governments. 

The amount allowed for clerical, inspection and mes- 
senger service in navy yards and stations and purchasing 
pay offices is increased from the $254,654.25 of last 
year to $280,000. 

The enlisted men of the U.S.S. Georgia are allowed 
$4,300 for the money on deposit with their paymaster 
and stolen from him. The following important provisions 
regarding enlistment are new: 


That the term of enlistment of all enlisted men of the U.S. 
Navy other than those who are enlisted during minority shall 
be four years. 

That the term of enlistment of any enlisted man in the Navy 
may, by his voluntary written agreement, under such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy with 
the approval of the President, be extended for a period of 
either one, two, three, or four full years from the date of ex- 
piration of the then existing four-year term of enlistment, and 
subsequent to said date such enlisted men as extend the term 
of enlistment as authorized in this section shall be entitled to 
and shall receive the same pay and allowances in all respects 
as though regularly discharged and re-enlisted immediately 
upon expiration of their term of enlistment, and such extension 
shall not operate to deprive them upon discharge at the termi- 
nation thereof of any right, privilege, or benefit to which they 
would be entitled at the expiration of a four-year term of 
enlistment. 

That Sec. 1573 of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
as amended be, and the same is hereby, amended to read as 
follows: ‘‘If vom | enlisted man or apprentice, being honorably 
discharged, shall re-enlist for four years within four months 
thereafter, he shall, on presenting his honorable discharge or 
on accounting in a satisfactory manner for its loss, be entitled 
to a gratuity of four months’ pay equal in amount to that 
which he would have received if he had been employed in actual 
service: Provided, That any enlisted man in the Navy whose 
term of enlistment has been extended for an aggregate of four 
years, shall, after the expiration of the preceding four-year 
term of enlistment upon which the extension is made and if 
otherwise entitled to an honorable discharge, be paid the 
gratuity above provided: And provided, That any man who has 
received an honorable discharge from his last term of enlist- 
ment, or who has received a recommendation for re-enlistment 
upon the expiration of his last term of enlistment, who re- 
enlists for a term of four years within four months from the 
date of his discharge, shall receive an increase of $1.36 per 
month to the pay prescribed for the rating in which he serves 
for each successive re-enlistment: And provided further, That 
an extension of the period of enlistment as hereinbefore au- 
thorized, aggregating four years, shall be held and considered 
as equivalent to continuous service with respect to all rights, 
= eges, and benefits granted for such service pursuant to 
aw ” 


That under such regulations as the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe, with the approval of the President, any enlisted 
man may be discharged at any time within three months be- 
fore the expiration of his term of enlistment or extended en- 
listment without prejudice to any right, privilege, or benefit 
that he would have received, except pay and allowances for the 
unexpired period not served, or to which he would thereafter 
become entitled, had he served his full term of enlistment or 
extended enlistment: Provided, That nothing in this act shall 
be held to reduce or increase the pay and allowances of en- 
listed men of the Navy now authorized pursuant to law. 

The Secretary is authorized to transfer lepers from 
Guam to the island of Cullon, in the Philippines. _ 

Transportation is reduced to $800,000 and recruiting 
increased to $145,000. Authority is given to employ 
an advertising agency in recruiting. For aviation ex- 
perimenting $10,000 is allowed, against $25,000 last year. 
Following are the appropriations for navy yards and 
stations: Naval Training Station, Cal., $70,000 ; ditto, 
Rhode Island, $85,000; ditto, Great Lakes, $106,500;

the annual volumes of the American Ephemeris and Nautical 
Almanac may be employed by said office in the duty of im- 
proving the tables of the planets, moon, and stars, to be used 
in preparing for publication the annual volumes of the office: 
Provided further, That Sec. 435, Revised Statutes, is hereby 
repealed. 

For ‘dental outfits and dental material’ $15,000 is 
allowed under ‘Medicine and Surgery,’ $100,000 being 
added to the total appropriation. A Medical Reserve 
Corps is provided for as stated on page 1602 of our 
issue of Ang. 17, and thirty dental surgeons, taking 
“rank and precedence in the same manner in all respects 
as in the case of appointees to the Medical Corps of 
the Navy” and having the same pay and allowances. 
Pharmacists are to be commissioned chief pharmacists 
upon examination after six years’ service, with rank, 
ete., of chief boatswains. 

The manufacture from the wreck of the Maine of 
suitable memorial tablets is provided for. Under “steam 
machinery” $20, is allowed for aeroplane machinery. 
Payment to waiters from the midshipmen’s commissary 
fund is allowed. For the Academy $580,620 is allowed. 

The total for the Marine Corps, exclusive of public 
works, is $7,425,978.78. For the Marine Corps the 
following additional officers are authorized: One major. 
four captains, four first lieutenants and four secon 
lieutenants, and the following additional enlisted men: 
Four sergeants major, four quartermaster sergeants, 
twelve first sergeants, four gunnery sergeants, eighteen 
sergeants, thirty-five corporals, four drummers, four 
trumpeters and 315 privates; and the number of enlisted 
men shall be exclusive of those undergoing imprisonment 
with sentence of dishonorable discharge from the Service 
at expiration of such confinement. Gunnery sergeants 
of the Marine Corps are to have the pay, etc., of first 
sergeants. The pay of chief clerks in the offices of the 
paymaster, adjutant and inspector is increased to 
$2,000. The following disallowances by the Treasury 
against Marine officers are removed: T. C. Prince, $84; 
W. B. Lemly, $1,070, $115 and $240. Following are 
the provisions relating to the increase of the Navy: 


INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 


_ That for the purpose of further increasing the Naval Estab- 
lishment of the United States the President is hereby author- 
ized to have constructed one first-class battleship, carrying as 
heavy armor and as powerful armament as any vesse rs its 
class, to have the highest practicable speed and greatest de- 
sirable action, and to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not to exceed $7,425,000. 

Two fuel ships to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, 
not to exceed $1,140,000 each, and which shall be built in 
navy yards, one to be built in a navy yard on the Pacific coast. 

Six torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest practicable 
speed, to cost, exclusive of armor and armament, not to exceed 
$940,000 each. 

One tender to destroyers to cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, not to exceed $1,315,000. 

Eight submarine torpedoboats in an amount not exceeding 
in the aggregate $4,480,000; and the sum of $1,600,000 is 
hereby appropriated for said purpose, and the Secretary of the 
Navy is directed to consider the advisability of stationing four 
of said submarine torpedoboats at or near the mouth of the 
Mississippi River and the United States seaports of the Gulf 
of Mexico as a proper naval defense thereof,and the other four 
upon the Pacific coast. 

One submarine tender, to cost not to exceed $1,000,000, and 
the sum of $400,000 is hereby appropriated toward said pur- 
pose. 

The Secretary of the Navy may build any or all of the ves- 
sels authorized in this act in such navy yards as he may desig- 
nate, and shall build any of the vessels herein authorized in 
such navy yards as he may designate, should it reasonably ap- 
pear that the persons, firms, or corporations, or the agents 
thereof, bidding for the construction of any of said vessels, 
have entered into any combination, agreement, or understand- 
ing, the effect, object, or purpose of which is to deprive the 
Government of fair, open, and unrestricted competition in 
letting contracts for the construction of any of said vessels. 

The appropriation made by the Act of May 4, 1898, for one 
gunboat to be built on the Great Lakes and to take the place 
of the U.S.S. Michigan (now Wolverine) is hereby made avail- 
able for the construction of a river gunboat, which may, as 
advantage may offer, be built elsewhere than on the Great 
Lakes or their connecting waters. 

Construction and machinery: On account of hulls and outfits 
of vessels and steam machinery of vessels heretofore and 
herein authorized, $9,446,000. 

Increase of the Navy; torpedoboats: On account of sub- 
marine torpedoboats heretofore authorized, $921,647. 

Increase of the Navy; colliers: On account of two fleet col- 
liers heretofore authorized, $581,321.48. 3 

Increase of the Navy; equipment: Toward the completion of 
equipment outfit of the vessels heretofore and herein author- 
ized, $355,000. 

Increase of the Navy; armor and armament: Toward the 
armor and armament for vessels heretofore and herein author- 
ized, $7,265,200. : : 

Total increase of the Navy heretofore and herein authorized, 
$20,569,000. pr ; ; 

The Act entitled ‘‘An Act limiting the hours of daily service 
of laborers and mechanics employed upon work done for the 
United States, or for any territory or for the District of Co- 
lumbia, and for other paresece, approved June 19, 1912, 
shall be in force as to all contracts authorized by this act from 
and after the passage of this act. — F iad 

No enlisted men or seamen, not including commissioned and 
warrant officers, on battleships of the Navy, when such battle- 
ships are docked or laid up at any navy yard for repairs, shall 
be ordered or required to cenge e any duties except such as 
are or may be performed by the crew while at sea or in a 
foreign port. f ‘ 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated shall be ex- 
pended for the purchase of structural steel, ship plates, ar- 
mor, armament, or machinery from any persons, firms, or 
corporations who have combined or conspired to mono olize 
the interstate or foreign commerce or trade of the United 
States, or the commerce or trade between the states and any 
territory or the District of Columbia, in an of the articles 
aforesaid, and no purchase of structural steel, ship plates, or 
machinery shall be made at a price in excess of a reasonable 
profit above the actual cost of manufacture. But this limita- 
tion shall in no case apply to any existing contract. 

That no part of any sum herein appropriated under: ‘‘In- 








crease of the Navy’’ shall be used for the payment of any 
clerical, drafting, pection, or ger service or for the 
pay of any of the other classified force under the various bu- 
reaus of the Navy Department, Washington, D.C. 

That no part of any sum appropriated by this act shall be 
used for any expense of the Navy Department at Washington, 

C., unless specific authority is given by law for such ex- 
penditure. 

In the debate in the House on the Naval bill Mr. 
Gra said: “I am opposed to an appropriation for two 
battleships. I am opposed to an appropriation for one 
battleship. I am opposed to any appropriation for 
battleships. If we are to take our place among the 
nations of the world as first standing for peace and 
against war, then we should declare our position by 
an appropriation for peace and not for battiesh 
[Applause.] But if we must appropriate for one battle- 
ship to appease the insatiable demands of the militarism 
of to-day, let us save at least the principle of the cause 
of meditation and appropriate as much to promote peace 
as we appropriate to build battleships. [Applause.] 
These warships, if built, will fill the world with blcod, 
pe gre and devastation if they are used, and their cost 
will bring want and destitution to the human race, 
whether they are used or not used. And our security 
abroad and our prestige among the nations of the world 
does not depend on warships nor upon naval display 
or intimidation, but upon a policy of equity and justice 
toward all nations—the small as well as the great, the 
weak as well as the strong, the defenseless as well as 
the powerful, the ignorant and beclouded as .well as the 
civilized and enlightened. Let us be faithful to our 
mission and renounce the policy of war and conquest, 
and in its stead hold up our beacon light as an example 
and guidance for the world to follow.” 

Mr. Kinkead, of New Jersey, said: “I hope to see 
the duy arrive when battleships are no longer required. 
I believe that before the battleships which we are now 
about to authorize shall have been built we will have 
taken our place among the nations that are perfecting 
their plans for the development of airships, and I believe 
that the money we are expending now would be better 
expended if we should invite the best minds engaged 
in aerial shipbuilding to this nation and pay them an 
adequate sum for their services. But, gentlemen, I 
hope to see the time come when battleships and airships 
other than those used in commercial activities will be 
thrown into the scrap heap and the money thus saved 
expended upon good roads and the improvement of our 
waterways. hope to see the time when less honor will 
be done to the men who wear the saber and carry a 

un.” 

Mr. Padgett, chairman of the Naval Committee, said 
in reply: “I have no desire to enter into a lengthy or 
elaborate discussion of the question of the naval program. 
I may say that the Navy consists of a great deal more 
than battleships. We have in the Navy ships and guns 
and powder and men, but the greatest of these are the 
men. [Applause.] In this program we are providing 
what we think is a reasonable, proper and adequate 
supply of new vessels to the Navy. We have added 
4,000 additional men to the enlisted personnel. We have 
added 400 marines. We have added thirteen marine 
officers. We have added thirty paymasters. We have 
provided for a world-wide wireless telegraph system for 
the protection and guidance and use of the Navy, as 
well as the service of the American people and the 
service of humanity, to protect it in the time of peril 
and disaster. [Applause.] That wireless system will 
cost a million dollars. We have added a Medical Re- 
serve Corps and a Dental Corps to the Navy to take 
care of the health and eeteeeys the vigor and strength 
of the men who enlist in the Navy for the protection 
of our people. 

“I do not wish to make boasts, but, as the gentlemen 
upon the other side have seen fit to criticise, we are 
willing to lay this bill which will be passed by a Dem- 
ocratic House down beside any bill passed in the last 
twenty years. [Applause on the Democratic side.] It 
has more and better constructive legislation in it. It 
has more in it for the betterment and the real upbuilding 
of the American Navy than any previous bill that has 
had the endorsement of the Congress in the last twenty 
years. [Applause on the Democratic side.]’’ 

In the Senate Mr. Thornton, of Louisiana, said: “It 
seems certain to me that if we expect to retain our 
prestige as a nation and to enforce the policies that we 
have adopted with reference to other nations we must 
be prepared to keep our Navy up to the standard neces- 
sary to maintain that prestige and enforce those policies. 
According to my idea it would be a blow at the honor 
of the national flag if we should take any steps in the 
direction of curtailment of the national defense. 

“But I must not be misunderstood as criticising my 
brother Senators who do not coincide with my own views 
in this particular matter, for I assume that their motives 
are fully as good as my own, and least of all must I 
be understood as trying to place myself on a pedestal 
of patriotism higher than that which they occupy, for I 
assume that their patriotism is fully as great as my 
own. But I am so impressed with the correctness of 
my position in this matter that, although I have not 
seen my home nor my family since last Christmas, and 
although I am sure that I love both as much as any 
Senator here can love his own, I am, if it should be 
necessary, in order to obtain the authorization of two 
battleships, willing to stay here until the term of this 
Congress expires; and holding these views I cannot 
concur in the motion to adopt the report of the confer- 
ence committee.” 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts: “Mr. President, it is 
hardly necessary for me to say that I entirely agree 
with the views and the criticisms made by the Senator 
from Louisiana [Mr. Thornton]. No one can feel more 
strongly than I the necessity of two battleships annually 
for this country while the present condition of affairs 
exists throughout the civilized world. I think, however, 
that the controversy which has arisen on this matter 
at this session has not been without its fruit. I think 
it has demonstrated that the American people, without 
regard to party, are in favor of maintaining the Navy 
at a point where it shall be a complete defense to tlie 
United States. I think it is evident from the almost 
unanimous tone of the press and from everything that 
can be learned elsewhere that the American people do 
not wish their Navy to be made the subject of party 
action by either party. It is a national question purely. 

he Navy is also our great arm of defense. 

“Mr. President, nothing can be clearer than that if 
we do not make up for what we lose this year we shall 
drop back to a place in which we will not be without 
peril among the great naval Powers of the world. If 
we allow only one ship this year we must have three 
next year. The American people will not tolerate neglect 
of the Navy. A few years ago England undertook to 
economize with her navy. To-day, in a panic almost, 
she is striving with feverish eagerness to recover the 
ground then lost. So, after dropping away from what 
she considered essential to her safety—the double 
standard—she has now doubled her program and. is 
building vessels in the utmost haste. 

“But this session has dragged on to such a point, it 
is now so late in the summer, that after the recent action 
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of the House the Senate conferees did not feel that they 
were justified in holding the Congress here longer in 
the struggle for two ships, because the next naval bill 
will be with us in four months, and then, if we do our 
duty, we will make up for what we have lost this year.”

CONNECTICUT MANEUVERS. 


Genera! Headquarters Camp, Stratford, Conn., 
Aug. 18, 1912. 

With the battle of Newtown, Conn., gallantly fought 
Aug. 17, 1912, by the Red army of invasion under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Frederick A. Smith, U.S.A., against 
the Blue army of defense under Brig. Gen. Albert L. 
Mills, U.S.A., with Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., 
as chief umpire, seeing fair play on both sides, the 
Connecticut maneuvers of 1912 came to an end Aug. 16. 
The last of the National Guard troops embarked for 
home Sunday, Aug. 18, within a short march of their 
entraining points, where they had bivouacked for the 
night following the termination of the maneuvers. The 
entraining points were Derby, Hawleyville, Danbury, 
Botsford, Newtown, Danbury Fair Grounds and Bethel. 
Officers and men were a tired but generally happy lot, 
despite some unlooked for hardship, principally due to 
the delay in transportation, in not being able to get 
rations always when they should have been on hand. In 
this respect some commands suffered more than others. 


Generally speaking, the maneuvers were a great suc- 
cess and a benefit to all concerned, despite the hardships 
encountered, which, however, is all in soldiering in the 
field. Officers and men of all organizations showed 
commendable zeal in doing the best they could in a 
difficult problem in a difficult terrain. The health was 
excellent, and the behavior of the troops very commend- 
able with the exception of a few men in a New Jersey, 
a Massachusetts and a New York organization. The 
maneuvers were conducted entirely within the limitations 
of National Guardsmen, and General Bliss and other 
officers of the Army have given them the most valuable 
field lesson they have ever had in every particular. 
Being the largest field maneuvers held in the United 
States, they gave exceptional opportunity for the 
handling of troops. 


OPERATIONS OF AUG. 16. 


In our last issue we gave the operations of the con- 
tending armies up to and including those of Aug. 14. 
The operations of Aug. 16 involved a flank march to 
the north by both divisions, which was from all reports 
well executed by both divisions. The wagon trains, 
however, of a number of organizations were stalled 
several miles away and the commands in many cases 
had nothing to eat in consequence, save the little 
that could be secured from farmhouses or occasional pie 
wagons met on the road. The Blue Cavalry, which was 
made independent by General Mills, seized Newtown 
Aug. 16, but a little later evacuated the town. 

Both the Red and the Blue forces were fairly well 
concentrated by the northward march and were facing 
each other in the vicinity of Newtown. As soon as 
outposts were established all active operations ceased 
for the day. General Bliss, commander of the maneuvers, 
directed that no officers or men of the opposing forces 
cross the outpost lines, except the regularly constituted 
patrols. The energies of both forces were directed toward 
getting up their respective field trains, which actually 
constituted the most difficult problem of the day. 


BATTLE OF NEWTOWN. 
Although large numbers of men had empty stomachs 


on the morning of Aug. 17 they entered into conflict 
with the utmost vim. Scouts of both armies were early 
on the march endeavoring to locate the positions of 
their rivals, and colored and white Cavalry scouts and 
others could be seen moving cautiously along roads, 
keeping screened whenever possible, and were frequently 
put to flight by being surprised by hidden outposts of 
the enemy. The usually quiet town of Newtown was 
early invaded by the mounted scouts of the 7th New 
York under Lieutenant Coy, who managed to locate a 
portion of the Red army and send word to the rear. 
Soon the town was filled with the companies of the 7th 
Regiment, the different units keeping screened behind 
the buildings, quietly awaiting further orders. 

After various affairs of outposts and skirmishes the 
battle soon became general, and the rattle of musketry, 
the popping of automatic and machine guns and the 
heavy firing of the Field Artillery was heard on all 
sides. It was without doubt the most spectacular and 
realistic military event ever seen in maneuvers here, 
and the contest for the possession of Coles Hill was most 
impressive. 

General Mills, of the Blue army, on the night of Aug. 
16 had ordered his Cavalry to camp at Hawleyville and 
seize the heights just west of Newtown. He directed 
two of his Infantry brigades to move north of their 
camps to the west of Dodgeingtown and swing around 
through Hawleyville. The Provisional Infantry Brigade 
was directed to move around the north end of Taunton 
Pond and reinforce the Cavalry, two batteries of Artil- 
lery following this column. The remainder of the Blue 
Artillery was ordered to a position near Taunton Hills, 
where General Mills established his headquarters. 

General Smith, of the Red army, ordered an advance 
by his entire division in two columns, headed through 
Newtown and the Newtown railroad station, to the ridge 
just west of Newtown and southeast of Hawleyville. 
The Red Cavalry was ordered to precede the left flank. 
Each column was composed of two brigades of Infantry, 
and the Artillery was ordered to join the Red column 
at Sandy Hook, first supporting an advance of the 7th 
Regiment. New York, which was ordered to proceed 
through Newtown and seize the hills beyond. 

Colonel! Parker with the Blue Cavalry reached 
Reservoir Hill, just west of Newtown, in time to capture 
one company of the 9th Massachusetts before the 7th 
New York could support it. The latter regiment deployed 
in Newtown, but the Blue Cavalry had entrenched its 
position and the Tth was unable to advance against it. 

The Infantry columns on both sides moved as directed, 
and about 8:40 Captain Foulois, the Army _ aviator, 
for the Blne foree, hovered in the air over the Red side, 
and landed at the headquarters ot General Mills near 
Taunton at 9:10 a.m., reporting the location of all the 
troops of the Red army. The Red army was without 
information from its aviator as he could not ascend. 

At 9:40 a.m. the left column of the Red Infantry had 
deployed in the ravines west of Newtown and was 
vigorously attacking the Blue position on Reservoir Hill. 
The Blue Infantry had reinforced the Blue Cavalry. 
After receiving the report from the aeroplane reconnois- 
sance General Mills directed the movement of all his 
Infantry toward the ridge west of Newtown. The Red 
Cavalry on its advance to Newtown at 8 a.m. was fired 
upon from Reservoir Hill and suffered a loss of fifteen 





per cent. At 9 a.m. it was in position one mile north 
of the town engaging the enemy. 

Generali Smith, of the Reds, by 10 a.m. had deployed 
all but one regiment of the 1st Brigade, New York, 
against the ridges to the west and northwest of New- 
town. The Connecticut regiments of the Provisional 
Infantry Brigade had deployed in the valley to the west 
of Newtown and were climbing the slopes of Reservoir 
Hill. The 2d Brigade of Massachusetts was on the 
Red flank of the Red line, and the 5th Infantry deployed 
and moved northwest toward the southern end of 
Reservoir Ridge. 

Three of the Red batteries had gone into position on 
the small knoll in the north part of Newtown, and one 
a was deployed in the southern outskirts of the 
village. 

Two of the Blue batteries were in the rear of the left 
flank of the Blue line, and later the remainder of the 
Blue batteries were sent to the immediate vicinity of 
Reservoir Hill. They took position in the rear of a 
long row of poplars, and the dust from their carriages 
and the smoke of their guns drew the concentrated fire 
of the Red Artillery, which resulted in the Blue battery 
being withdrawn. This battery, it is also said, was not 
properly supported. A number of troops on both sides 
were ruled out for not observing closely the rules 
prescribed for the maneuvers. 

At 12 o’clock noon both sides were hotly engaged, 
and the issue at that time was officially declared to be 
doubtful. Each army had turned the other’s right flank. 
Recall was sounded and the Connecticut maneuver cam- 
paign was ended, the Red and the Blue armies ceasing 
to exist as organizations, and officers and men started 
for their respective camps to prepare to entrain for 
home at the appointed time. 


TUE PERIOD OF INSTRUCTION. 


The instructionai period of the maneuver campaign 
ended with the operations of Aug. 15. Most of the 
troops were ordered to remain in their bivouacs and 
receive instruction behind the outpost line. This also 
terminated the period during which the movements of 
all the troops and points of contact were prescribed by 
the chief umpire and the results of the combats, thus 
more or less forced, in order that the National Guard 
troops might find themselves in a position to receive 
the maximum amount of instruction. Beginning Aug. 
16 the tw» divisions were ordered to be turned over to 
their respective division commanders, who were left 
free to move their troops according to their judgment, 
under the orders received by them from the commanders 
of the theoretical armies near Springfield. 

The chief umpire early Aug. 16 moved his head- 
quarters to a more central point near Newtown between 
the two divisions. maintaining communication with each 
division by wireless, telegraph, telephone and messenger, 
and the movement of every organization on both sides 
of a battalion or larger unit was promptly reported to 
him and plotted on a large scale map at his headquarters. 
The decisions of the umpires on the ground were likewise 
reported to him, and he was thus in a position to make 
general decisions as to the results of contacts. The final 
period terminated on Saturday, Aug. 17, and the National 
Guard troops marched promptly to their entraining 
points. . 


FAILURE IN TRANSPORTATION, 


The principal lesson of the maneuvers seems to be 
that the problem of supplying troops in the field even 
in time of peace has by no means been solved, and this 
fact offers a fruitful field for study and improvement. 
Everything was apparently done to obviate delay to 
organizations in receiving needed rations and forage, but 
in a number of instances, especially on Aug. 16, troops 
suffered positive hardship for lack of rations. 

The country was a very difficult one for wagon trans- 
portation, being unusually hilly, with for the most part 
very poor roads. To make matters worse, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts had only two animals to 
haul their heavily loaded wagons up the continuous 
range of hills, which was downright cruelty to the poor 
beasts. Another factor in delay of transportation was 
the ponderous motor trucks. These in most cases were 
overloaded, and the small wooden bridges broke under 
their weight or the trucks would get stalled in some hole 
in the road. Some of these trucks weighed with their 
loads no less than ten tons, and one of them which fell 
through a bridge on Aug. 16 delayed wagon trains for 
miles, with rations and forage. ‘The wagons could 
neither advance nor get back on the narrow roads, and 
the result was a hold up for some fifteen hours, until the 
motor truck could be raised and the bridge repaired. The 
1st Brigade of New York was among those organizations 
having its wagons boxed up, and the men of the 7th on 
Aug. 16 had to sleep without their shelter tents, as they 
were on the stalled wagons. It was a cold night, too, 
but officers and men made the best of it around camp 
fires, and sent out parties to purchase any food that 
could be had. Some of these overloaded trucks had un- 
necessary supplies aboard, such as refrigerators, extra 
large tents for officers, and in one case we noticed a 
supply of beer kegs which were evidently full of a 
popular beverage. 

There were supply depots at Derby and Danbury for 
the respective armies, and supplies were sent to points 
nearest the encampment of troops on the railroad. From 
the latter the supplies were transported in wagons of 
the different organizations to the camps. Some of these 
wagons, despite the efforts of the chief Q.M. to give 
as little cartage as possible, had to travel quite a number 
of miles at times, and it has been suggested that a 
train of auto trucks to carry the supplies to some 
advanced base in each army when distances were great 
would have proved very effective. This might be true, 
but with a limited appropriation it was impossible to 
furnish them, and some other things that might have 
been done were for the same reason left undone. 

However, the matter of supplying troops in a land 
of plenty in large bodies is still a problem to be worked 
out. Lack of experience, overloading wagons and trucks, 
incompetent drivers and lack of animals. so far as our 
observations go, are the causes for the failure of supplies 
to reach their destinations when needed. Then there 
were poorly cooked rations in many companies, due to 
inability of cooks and inexperience in the field. Cooking 
at home is one thing, and cooking in the field is quite 
another. All these shortcomings furnish valuable lessons 
for the futrre. and should be heeded. 

Great difficulty was experienced in securing suitable 
camp sites just where they were needed, and one very 
rich broker of New York city. who had a large amount 
of land in a most desired strategical location, would 
not allow one soldier on his property under any con- 
sideration. Owing to such difficulties some sites had 
not the requisite water for either animals or men about 
the middle of the week, and so badly did many animals 
suffer for want of water after their heavy work that 
it was at one time a question whether the maneuvers 
would not have to be called off. What made the matter 
worse was the absence of rains, and brooks which had 
existed when some camp sites were picked out a month 
or more ago were dry when reached by the organization. 


The animals finally managed to pull through, however, 
with one day’s rest, and taken as a whole there was very 
little loss in dead animals. New York, for example, 
which had the sangeet number of animals in the field— 
3,000—may lose thirty, with a few sick horses left in 
Connecticut on a farm to recuperate. Dr. J. Macdonald, 
the veterinarian in charge of the horses of the N.G.N.Y., 
was very active in looking after them, otherwise the loss 
would have been much greater. 

If all commanding officers of organizations had obeyed 
orders regarding the issuing of haversack rations to their 
men in the field for certain emergencies, and if they had 
also obeyed instructions regarding the issue of rations 
on train or boat, there would have been no suffering 
from hunger. Some commanding officers obeyed the 
explicit orders regarding rations and their men suffered 
no undue hardship. With few exceptions officers of the 
National Guard assert that General Bliss and his officers 
took every precaution to provide against any unnecessary 
hardship to troops, and are loud in their praises of the 
conduct of the campaign and its beneficial results. To 
show how hard it is to please some people, however, 
we met several officers who were kicking because the 
company of U.S. Engineers who staked out the many 
camp sites had not removed the poison ivy therefrom. 
The inexperience of National Guard officers figured 
largely in some of the shortcomings. 


VALUE OF FIELD KITCHENS—WATER SUPPLY. 


_ The best fed troops in the field were those of the 71st 
N.G.N.Y. This regiment was fed regularly by its three 
mounted field kitchens, which stood a splendid test in 
the rough country. While the commands with cooks for 
each company had to wait for meals, and sometimes go 
without them, the field kitchens of the 71st provided 
hot, properly cooked rations for all its officers and men. 
It not only did this, but in addition, after the trying 
day of Aug. 16, when many commands were without 
food owing to their stalled wagon trains, the 71st fed 
two companies of the 12th Regiment, whose men were 
badly in need of food, and a number of other men were 
only too glad to dip bread furnished them in the drippings 
from the bacon served to the men of the 71st. Many 
Army officers who examined the 71st Regiment field 
kitchen are highly in favor of it. They declare it to be 
an advance in feeding troops in the field over anything 
yet attempted. Here and there an officer was found 
who did not believe in departing from the old method 
of cooks for each unit, but the majority we met who 
believe in progression favored a change. A field kitchen 
like that of the 7ist New York can go wherever an Army 
escort wagon can go, and this one went where many 
of the escort wagons could not manage to reach when 
rations were needed. 


SOME PERSONAL NOTES. 


Capt. Charles H. Morrow, U.S.A., an umpire with 
the 69th N.G.N.Y., was particularly enthusiastic about 
the work of the 69th on Coles Hill. He said: “The 
G9th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., in an offensive movement 
on the right of the Red wing of the Reds did splendid 
work, and should be given credit for it. The regiment 
saved its brigade from a_flank attack by a quick 
maneuver, standing off two Blue brigades, thus perform- 
ing fine work for the entire Red division.” 

_ Among those captured during the fighting was Lieut. 
Col. C. H. Grierson, 10th U.S. Cav., and some men of 
his command. 

_ Col. William Stephenson, Med. Corps, chief sanitary 
inspector of the general headquarters camp, was greatly 
pleased with the condition of the picket line where the 
animals of the 10th U.S. Cavalry troop, Engineers, 
U.S.A., ete., were quartered. He said it was the cleanest 
he had ever seen in the field. 

Col. James Parker, 11th U.S. Cav., was particularly 

pleased with the make-up of his Provisional Cavalry 
Brigade, composed of two troops of the 10th U.S. 
Cavalry and the 1st and 2d Regiments of New York. 
In speaking to the officers of his command he pointed 
out the value of having intelligent enlisted men who 
could in scouting render concise and valuable reports 
that would mean something, as was evidenced by the 
scouting work of the New Yorkers. He also spoke highly 
of the endurance shown by the National Guard Cavalry 
under his command during the maneuvers. With very 
few exceptions, all the officers and men of the National 
Guard returned home in good condition. 
_ The troops broke their camps and entrained for home 
in a pouring rain, with mud stained clothing. They got 
off for the most part in fairly good time, with some delays 
here and there, due partly to themselves and partly to 
the railroad, which had some seventy-five extra trains 
to handle. Officers and men were cheerful in entraining 
for home, despite the mud and rain. They also realized 
that they had learned many valuable lessons. 

Describing one episode of the Connecticut maneuvers 
Capt. Charles H. Morrow, 18th Inf., one of the umpires, 
is quoted as saying: “The 69th was thrown out as an 
offensive movement by the Reds as an extension of their 
right wing, running north and south. However, they 
developed two full brigades of the Blues, who threw 
them back, in a defensive line running east and west, 
crumpling them up and driving them back like sheep. 
It was one regiment against two brigades, although the 
Red army owes its existence to-night to the gallant stand 
against overwhelming odds made by the 69th.” 


PROVISIONALS AND WISCONSIN MANEUVERS. 


Camp Douglas, Wis., Aug. 9, 1912. 

And now to tell you our impressions of the Provi- 
sional Regiment and of the Wisconsin maneuvers in 
general! We had been fighting those fellows, theoretically, 
for something like a week, trotting or trudging over 
some forty-five miles of Western landscape, catching 
only flitting glimpses, as a rule, of their red-bound hats, 
and only once, as I remember, catching anything more 
tangible (the night Captain Garlock gathered in two of 
their number just back of their camp), unless you count 
the occasion when B and G Companies of the Wisconsin 
~d were sent in over six hundred yards of open field to 





stir up five hundred Provisionals in their scientific 
trenches. We certainly caught something then and 


there that, in the polite and pious circles wherein the 
JOURNAL circulates, is rarely mentioned. 

So we were eager to see them and swap confidences 
with them, and ascertain for ourselves the truth of those 
tales the country folk had been telling us as to their 
being the finest looking lot of men ever seen in the state; 
and so, no sooner had the umpires put an end to the 
carnage that stirring afternoon of July 31, than your 
correspondent started in search of the enemy, and came 
presently on a hot trail through LaFayette Pass, and 
after five minutes’ trot found himself at the heels of a 
column of squads, all in red-banded hats, winding 
joyously away through the thick underbrush and over 
the heavy sandy soil, in which his horse sank every 
step to the fetlocks, and presently the oak openings grew 
broader and more of the column could be seen, three full 
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companies at least, and every company at least fourteen 
squads strong. One would say it was not the most 
favorable time or place in which to study them; but let 
us consider that a moment. 

OUR FINE PROVISIONAL REGIMENT. 


For two months, in all kinds of weather, those fellows 
had been marching and maneuvering all over western 
Wisconsin. Every item of their uniform and equipment 
had been subjected to every test—except freezing—to 
which it could well be subjected in service; every man 
had been “tried out,’? and now here they were, after 
jong hours of exposure to rain, hail, hot sunshine and 
hard marching, after some ten days and nights away 
from their camp and out in the open, skipping for home 
with a step almost as swift as that of the Bersaglieri, 
as light and springy as that of the Corps of Cadets, and 
every file closer in his exact place, every man of every 
squad, subconsciously perhaps, but certainly accurately 
aligned, and every rank closed to its forty inches from 
front to rear of column; every man burdened with his 
rifle, bayonet, belts, bottle—his complete kit, in fact— 
and though moving at route step chatting and laughing 
as they sped over the rough hummocks or ploughed 
through the sand, yet in such perfect “distance,” such 
unconscious discipline, that had ‘Squads left” been sud- 
denly ordered that column would have been transformed 
into line abreast without the loss of an inch in interval 
from right to left. It was the perfection of route march- 
ing, and it was possible because every man seemed in 
the perfection of physical condition. 

“How do you like the new kit?’ I asked the left guide 
of the rearmost company. “Tip top, except for one 
thing,” said he. ‘The straps over the shoulders need 
stiffening. As it is, they wrinkle, and the wrinkles bite 
into the skin.” 

“How about the stiff brim to the hat?” 

The sergeant grinned and glanced about him. Those 
were all stiff-brimmed hats when they came from the 
quartermaster three months ago, but most of them look 
limp as the shirt collars now, and some busybody says 
the men boiled the stiffening out of them early in the 
game. Stiffness even in hat brims seems incongruous 
somehow in our field rig, and a stiff brim is the last 
thing a man wants in a night cap, for which purpose our 
old soft hats served us many a night in the old-time 
Indian campaigns and later in the Philippines. 

Just as the trooper still finds something amiss with 
his saddle (or the trooper’s alter ego, his horse, does), 
so our sturdy foot soldier is not yet assured of his 
footgear. There is still a small number among the men 
who say it is not yet just what it should be, though 
closer to the real thing than any shoe yet tried. 

“Any sore feet? Any lame men?’ I asked. 

“Look at ’em!” said a sergeant file closer. 
isn’t a corn in the column.” 

Indeed the swing and stride were something beautiful 
to see. And when later I galloped ahead and sat where 
[ could study the keen, clear-cut American faces, the 
lean, muscular, athletic forms, and noted that no brow 
was wet, no cheek was flushed, no man was “blown” 
or “winded,” I chimed in with all the country folk had 
said, and more: That Provisional Regiment is the finest

body of soldiery in these United States. I doubt if 
the world could match it. 
A FINE AL FRESCO REVIEW. 
Two evenings later came another chance. The Gov- 


ernor of Wisconsin arrived upon the scene to tell his 
men that, thanks to the reputation they had won in the 
past, the recent criticism of the Chicago Inter-Ocean had 
fallen flat, and one of the first things the Governor did 
was to call on General Hoyt and Colonel Getty to 
congratulate them on the deserved praise the Provisionals 
had received at every hand, and the Governor was 
promptly tendered a review. There had been no salute 
simply because Greene and Westfall, of the Regular and 
Wisconsin batteries, had blazed away the last of their 
blanks in the furious duel of Wednesday afternoon; but 
this review made up for every or any lapse. 

It came off on the spur of the moment, in a field much 
too small for the purpose, but it was a sight never to be 
forgotten, and with all my heart I wished General 
O’Ryan back again, and that Colonel Appleton could 
have left the 7th long enough to see a war strength 
regiment of seasoned athletes, all in field rig and flannel 
shirts, put up an al fresco review that would have made 
his soldierly eyes dance with delight. . 

Forty minutes after the review was tendered the regi- 
ment was in line of masses on the north side of a rough, 
rectangular open space, with the band squeezed in be- 
tween the flank tents of the headquarters party and 
the right guides of the 1st Battalion. General Hoyt, 
with Majors Devore, Cloman and others of his staff, 
escorted the Governor, with Colonel Holway and a brace 
of Army captains serving as aids (Wisconsin Governors 
are limited by law now to a very small and inconspicuous 
military family, chosen from officers that have seen 
service instead of state fairs), all well mounted and 
followed by the usual color bearer and orderlies. They 
backed their horses in among the spectators and moving 
picture operators and implements on the south side of 
the field. Colonel Getty and the Provisionals “presented” 
in most soldierly fashion. The Governor with the escort- 
ing General and their staffs briskly made the round of 
the three big battalions, returned to their station, and 
then began the show of the day. 

Both rough and narrow was the field, as has been 
said, but it never hampered the stride and swing with 
which the capital band of the Provisionals led off at 
the command “March!” and then came thundering down 
the front—drums, trumpets and all, full band and field 
musicians—chorusing Sousa’s own spirited “Semper 
Fidelis.’ There was not room for the big array of mili- 
tary music makers to wheel out of column and face the 
reviewing party. 
end of the quadrangle with never the break of a tenth 
of a second in their perfect rhythm and time; and then, 
stretching almost across the width of the field—almost 
from the allotted “twelve paces in front of the reviewing 
officer” to the line of masses where the colors still stood 
on the left of the 2d Battalion—came the foremost com- 
pany of the 1st Battalion, big in itself as many a 
battalion I have seen in the past. 

Just as they had marched in from the ten days of 
maneuvering, bright, agile and springy, and yet with 
every head high held. every shoulder squared, every 
chest arched and full. in their rough field garb, without 
a sign of glisten or glitter in all their sturdy array, yet 
in magnificent alignment in spite of ridges, furrows and 
hummocks, first one and then another and finally every 
company of this composite command of Infantry passed 
in review before the Governor of the Badger State. 
whose eyes glistened as he admiringly gazed. He had 
seen but one review this summer—that of the 1st 
Wisconsin—and a tip top review it was, but with only 
five squads, or at most six, to the company, and under 
almost ideal conditions as to field, surroundings, etc. ; 
but neither he nor those with him had ever seen a march 
past to equal this. Two of the long fronts of fifteen or 
sixteen squads went by in such absolute alignment that 
a cord stretched from flank to flank would neither have 
missed nor hampered one man by so much as half an 


They kept straight on down to the east ’ 


inch, Even Major Cloman, fresh from the Horse Guards’ 
Parade and the “Trooping of the Color” in the House- 
hold Brigade, could not repress his admiration. “How 
does it compare with the Grenadiers or the Coldstreams?” 
was asked him. 

“Every bit as fine, on the dead level; but if the Guards 
were to try the march past on ground like this they 
couldn’t compare with these fellows.” : 

And later that evening the Provisionals sent their 
band over to the Badger camps and Colonel Getty with 
his staff came to call on the Governor, and were good 
enough to express their hearty concurrence, as did such 
umpires as Majors Reichmann, Wittenmyer and Dashiell, 
Captains Merrill, Black, Coleman, Coffin, Reeve and 
Screws, in one thing especially on which he congratulated 
the officers and men of the Wisconsin 2d, 3d and Battery 
standing silently about him—their high discipline as 
shown by the records of the recent maneuvers. Not 
once had there been an “absent” on part of officer or 
man; hardly once had there been a “late” at formation 
of any kind. Straggling was something unheard of. 
Patrols, detachments, companies or battalions ordered to 
be at a certain point at a certain time had been there 
on the minute, and not until maneuvers were over had 
there been a sound within their lines after the trumpets 
sounded “Lights out.” The night the Governor bade 
them good-bye two or three exuberant youngsters cele- 
brated to the extent of letting off a blank cartridge, but 
the popping that was heard in the Wisconsin camps was 
from another cause. The straw used as bedding by their 
predecessors on the grounds had been carefully raked 
together, but not sifted, and a number of blank cart- 
ridges from the pockets of the men—in some cases even 
filled clips, had been raked together with the straw. 
This when burned, by order, started quite a fusillade. 

It was the only disorder laid at Wisconsin’s door 
from beginning to end of the season. General Hoyt and 
General Boardman both made careful investigation of 
the Inter-Ocean’s stupendous charge of drunken orgie 
on part of one thousand Wisconsin soldiers, and the 
whole thing simmered down to this: One young fellow, 
a member of the 2d Wisconsin, did get drunk, but neither 
noisy nor disorderly. The provost guard took him in 
tow, and the summary court and a subsequent headache 
did the rest. Two men, not members of any Wisconsin 
organization, did get drunk and disorderly in the village 
of Camp Douglas, and did abominantly attack and beat 
a young Regular. They were promptly arrested, tried 
and punished, and can thank God, and “Regular” 
discipline and Wisconsin forbearance, that they were not 
treated to some of their own medicine, for they richly 
deserved it. 

On Saturday morning, Aug. 3, on seven separate 
special trains the Wisconsin troops left for home. 
Exactly on time each detachment left its camp ground, 
after the same had been thoroughly policed, and in 
silence and order marched to the designated cars, and 
without the delay of a second, for horse, for box, bale or 
man, the trains left on schedule time, and the maneuvers 
of 1912, so far as the Badgers were concerned. had 
become a part of their military history. The few points 
on which the Provisionals, the Badger troops, the Corps 
of Cadets and the crack regiments of New York seem 
to differ are not in field service, but rather in ceremonies 
and in close order drill, and they should have a space 
of their own. ae 
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MILITARY HYGIENE AND SANITATION. 


Advocates of the canteen will find in the discussion of 
the value of alcohol as a food by Col. Charles H. Mel- 
ville, Med. Corps, British army, in his just published 
“Military Hygiene and Sanitation’ (Longmans, Green 
and Company, New York) one of the best balanced and 
moderate analyses of the merits and demerits of drinking 


that have appeared for some time. The author begins 
with the assumption that alcohol is a food, since its 
combustion in the body produces a certain amount of 
heat and thus saves for the use of the body an isodynamic 
quantity of fat or carbohydrate. Just as he maintains 
that water is a food, although not generally looked on 
as such; indeed, he calls it the most important of all 
foods, since it is the -_ indispensable daily food. As 
to the statistics of mortality among total abstainers and 
moderate drinkers, the author finds they are not reliable 
since few men given to immoderation will not prefer 
to call themselves moderate drinkers, and thus be placed 
in a class where they have no right to be. To get at 
the real truth about moderate drinking he prefers to 
consider the officers of the British army as supplying 
the best standards of comparison. A large majority of 
these officers consume probably every day more than what 
temperance advocates would call a moderate quantity, 
yet the class to which these officers belong will compare 
favorably as regards health, activity and longevity with 
any other in the country, and that in spite of the fact 
that many of them are handicapped by exposure to 
trying climates. j 

To the young medical officers of our Army, especially 
those about to go to the Philippines for the first time 
probably the most instructive part of this book will 
prove to be the introduction, in which the author warns 
the budding sanitarian not to trust too much to principles 
in handling certain sanitary situations on foreign sta- 
tions, but rather to be governed by the resources at 
hand. The author puts it this way: “There is the 
necessity of recognizing the fact that the rules of sani- 
tation can be applied only through the industrial 
machinery locally available. The ambitious projects of 
the young sanitary officer fresh from home, with the ink 
hardly dry on his hard-won diploma of public health, 
wilt under the cold eye of the native water carrier and 
the low caste sweeper of India. Not infrequently in his 
eyes the senior officer, who realizes the true inwardness 
of the situation, must seem backward and effete. This 
stage of thought we all go through, and in warning 
young officers of its existence I do not do so with any 
vain hope that they will thereby escape the salutary 
experience. It is, as it were, a disease from which com- 
plete immunity can be purchased only by suffering from 
a severe attack, sometimes from several attacks. It 
often takes many years and many rebuffs before one 
realizes that one cannot put the new wine of modern 
sanitation into the old bottles of native custom and 
prejudice.” nS , 

Comparing the United States and British peace-time 
ration the author says that the former is decidedly 
generous, its chief merit being its great variability. Thus 
by choosing certain articles it is possible to increase the 
energy value to more than 5,000 calories, while with a 
different selection it may be allowed to drop to 2,500. 
However, he finds that the difference between the two 
rations is not very great when analyzed all round. The 
greater variety in the scale in the United States is an 
advantage more apparent than real. The less a peace- 
time ration is tied down to definite quantities of definite 
foodstuffs the better. The ratio of fat to carbohydrates 
in the food of the soldier in peace time. varies between 
very wide limits, as follows: British, 1 to 3.7; United 





States, 1 to 5; Germany, 1 to 8; French, 1 te 9; 
Austrian, 1 to 16, and Russian, 1 to.18. The differences 
in these ratios the author finds are due largely to the 
fact that the British and American soldiers are recruited 
more commonly from townsmen; the continental armies, 
on the other hand, to a greater extent from the agricul- 
tural classes. A ratio of 1 to 8 Colonel Melville main- 
tains is a fair average proportion. This is the ratio in 
Germany. A good word is said for the new U.S. Army 
pack, which is Tegarded as furnishing to the armies 
of the world an idea of how escape.can be had from the 
old knapsack principle with which the army experts have 
been struggling for generations. 
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QUESTION OF THE QUARTERMASTER CORPS. 


_During the consideration of the Army Appropriation 
bill in the Senate Senator Lodge offered the following 
amendment to Sec. 4, creating a Quartermaster Corps 
by consolidating the Quartermaster, Commissary and 
Pay Departments of the Army: 

Provided, That eve ermanent o i 
corps on the active list sant below the poe “ os i 
lost in relative rank, through the inequalities of promotion and 
the operation of separate promotion within the three depart- 
ments prior to the passage of this act, may, in the discretion of 
the President and subject to examination for promotion as pre- 
scribed by law, be advanced to higher grades in the consolidated 
corps, up to and including the grade of colonel, in accordance 
with the rank he would have been entitled to hold had promo- 
tions been lineal and on one list throughout the. three depart- 
ments consolidated by this act since the date of his entry into 
the department to which he permanently belongs: Provided 
further, That officers advanced to higher grades under the terms 
of the preceding proviso shall be additional officers in those 
grades, 

This amendment was adopted, and the entire s 
as it came from the House and was thus Seutabenened 
stricken out. The conferees will have this amendment 
before them in considering the adoption of this section. 
The following debate occurred during the consideration 
of Senator Lodge’s amendment above: 

Mr, Lodge: “Mr. President, I offer that amendment 
to this portion of the bill which it is proposed to strike 
out and which I suppose will be agreed to in conference 
as it was before, in some form. I offer it in the hope of 
curing a very serious injustice to three or four officers 
now in the Commissary Department. It affects only 
three or four officers, but it is none the less very unjust 
and should not be allowed to pass without proper con- 
sideration. In the Commissary Department there are 
the three or four officers I have spoken of, one of whom 
is personally known to me and others are personally 
known to the junior Senator from New York [ Mr. 
O’Gorman]. The officer I have particularly in mind 
entered the Army during the Spanish War, was wounded 
in Cuba, and served in the Philippines. He has been in 
the Army ever since and has a most excellent record. 
Two years ago we enlarged the Quartermaster’s Corps 
by some twenty-nine additions, I think. Under the bill 
as it stands, when they are consolidated, owing to an 
enlargement of the Quartermaster’s Corps, these officers 
in the Commissary Department will find themselves put 
back to such an extent as almost to be deprived of pro- 
motion before they are very elderly men. They find 
themselves put back behind men who have entered the 
Army since they have and who have seen no such service 
as they have. The consolidation ought to be so arranged 
as it can be under this amendment—which I did not 
trust myself to prepare, but had it prepared at the 
Department, so that it might be exact—that they shall 
have the lineal rank in the consolidated corps. I have 
been unable to see any good argument against it or to 
hear any. I think it is an injustice that ought not to 
be permitted. I want simply to have it submitted to the 
conferees.” 

Mr. Johnston, of Alabama: “Do I understand the 
Senator to say that four officers are affected by his 
as ag 

r. ge: “I think there are only three or four. 

There may be five. I know the number is very small. 
They are officers in the Commissary Department.” 

Mr. O’Gorman: “Mr. President, I have but a word 
to say in connection with this proposed amendment. It 
is a fact that three or four officers of the Army, who 
have served for many years, believe that a serious in- 
justice will be done to them if the bill is passed as it is 
proposed. I think they have good reason for believing 
that an pos sag is being done them, and the only way 
we can relieve them from suffering the injustice is to 
adopt the amendment proposed by the Senator from 
Massachusetts.” 

Mr. Warren: “I suppose the Senator knows that this, 
with the other provisions, will have to be subject to 
action by the conferees. I said, under one statement 
made ero | these a ga thus Lg oy and others 
are protected accordingly, it wou then amoun

Mr. Lodge: “I have been assured by the War Depart- 
ment that there are no other cases. Of course, it does 
not add $190,000. _It makes no material difference. 
They simply get the lineal rank. They get the promotion 
of other men who entered the Army after them. It does 
not add to the expense, but only gives these men the 
place in rank they are entitled to have.” 


THE SEA SCOUTS. 


An officer of the Navy sends us some particulars as 
to the Sea Scouts, an organization which originated in 
Boston this summer and which it is hoped may be taken 
up by other seacoast cities. The idea of the Sea Scouts 
is closely allied to the Boy Scout movement, but teaches 
and practices at sea the manly traits that are taught 


the Boy Scout in the field. By reason of the life the 
Sea Scouts must lead and the various duties they must 
perform, together with the pleasures the water offers, 
the Sea Scout movement, it is believed, will afford in 
some respects a better opportunity for imparting and 
practicing the manly virtues than even the Boy Scout 
movement does. 

The organization forms the Sea Scouting Section of 
the Boy Scouts of America, and is under the care of the 
Greater Boston Council. Capt. DeWitt Coffman, U.S.N., 
commanding the Boston Navy Yard, and Lieut. William 
R. Furlong, U.S.N., commanding U.S.S. Chicago, are 
on the committee in charge of the Sea Scouts, and 
Arthur A. Carey, president of the Greater Boston Coun- 
cil, is chairman. A Gloucester schooner, the Pioneer, 
has been fitted with berths for twenty boys for cruises 
of two weeks for each lot of boys. The boys are from 
fourteen to sixteen years of age, and it is they who man 
the schooner and sail her. A responsible man of excel- 
lent character and seamanlike qualities is the captain, 
and a graduate of the Massachusetts schoolship Ranger 
is the executive officer. The boys come from good 
families. 

Discipline, cleanliness and etiquette are attained by 
conducting the routine on board the Pioneer in strictly 
man-o’-war fashion. The youngsters fill all the capacities 
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from bosun down, They wear the Navy white uniform, 
and are very proud if they can learn to handle a boat, 
sail, swim and observe the etiquette of a Sea Scout to 
such a degree as to win a coxswain’s badge. The boys 
have boat drill under sail and oars, make bends and 
hitches, are handy with lines, send signals, swim and 
have sports. They scrub their own clothes and are made 
to keep clean. hey salute the colors as they come 
over the ship’s side and learn to respect the flag wherever 
they see it. They learn to say the almost forgotten 
“sir” and to respect'law and order. The Pioneer makes 
a cruise to Plymouth, Provincetown, Gloucester, Marble- 
head or any of the neighboring ports, and the boys get 
an insight into the pleasures of the water that turns 
them toward the sea. The idea is to make gentlemanly 
and honorable little fellows of them and to impart the 
scout virtues. At the same time they have great fun. 
The expenses of the undertaking are so heavy that a 
moderate charge of $4.50 per week is made for each boy. 
Boys are not shipped for a fortnight’s loaf or a “floating 
picnic,” but to acquire all that they can of the scout’s 
virtues and accomplishments through the medium of life 
and practical experience aboard ship. Scouts who cannot 
put up with serious work, simple fare, early hours, 
respectful subordination, and who are not able, willing, 
intelligent, clean-minded and in good standing, are not 
welcome on board the Pioneer.

PEACE IN THE SULU LAND. 


The conditions throughout the Sulu archipelago are 
better to-day than ever before in the history of the 
islands. Lawlessness is rapidly being eliminated, and 
the control of the people is such that if a man is wanted 
by the authorities it is only necessary for the Governor 
to send him word to that effect and he comes in. Hereto- 
fore if a man was wanted a troop of Cavalry was 
usually sent to get him. ‘Thus speaks the Mindanao 
Herald, which goes on to say: “The people are greatly 
increasing their acreage of rice, hemp and other products, 
and an era of prosperity seems to be looming on the 
horizon. The imports at the port of Jolo during the last 
two months have been greater than ever before. The 
North German Lloyd steamer Chowa, which arrived at 
Jolo last week, required four days to unload the immense 
cargo, and the customs revenue from this cargo alone 
was nearly 20,000 pesos. 

“Capt. W. O. Reed, 6th Cav., secretary for the Moro 
Province, who is Acting Governor of Sulu, is largely 
responsible for the great improvement in Sulu. A 
provisional Scout company of 100 men, drawn from 
the 52d, 46th and 34th Companies, has been organized 
for patrol service on Jolo, and is rapidly gathering in 
the few remaining firearms. The company is commanded 
by Lieutenant Jacobs, and Lieutenants Brewer, Oliver 
and McKinney are attached to it.” 





INTERPRETING THE DRILL REGULATIONS. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 12, 1912. 
To THe Epitor OF TIE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your “Answers to Correspondents” it has twice 
been asserted that there is no “count” in the execution 
of squads right (or left) about; that the squads step 
off in the new direction “as soon as the last man arrives 
on the line.” 

In deciding this point your authority quotes the 
language of the Drill Regulations, and furthermore prac- 
tically endorses the method of executing the about which 
is observable in some of our best regiments, say the New 


York 7th and 71st, and even in the Corps of Cadets at 
West Point. 

But suppose that the question had been, How many 
steps should be taken in strict accordance with the Drill 
Regulations and in the execution of squads right (or 
left) about? That, I fancy, is what “S. D.” and his 
predecessor of several weeks ago were driving at. _ 

Figure it out and the student of Drill Regulations 
must see, as have the authors of the system and certain 
of its interpreters (see Cir. No. 2, state of Wisconsin, 
Noy. 1, 1911, and Pamphlet IV.—A, state of Pennsyl- 
vania, Feb. 1, 1912), that no less than ten steps are 
‘necessary before the squad can move off in the new 
direction (to the rear), and that, if steps were counted, 
it would be found that the movement would be completed 
on the tenth and the movement in the new direction 
begun on the eleventh, step or count. All this is made 
necessary by complicated evolution prescribed for the 
rear rank of each squad, which requires more time and 
trouble to teach than all the rest of the School of the 
Squad put together, and which is so much “moonshine” 
after all, and is systematically ignored even in the best 
drilled commands in the United States. 

Watching the 7th and 7ist New York at their work 
last spring I found them easily, but not accurately, 
executing the about in even eight steps. The Corps of 
Jadets at the Point as a rule were following the same 
offhand method, the rear rank men conforming in the 
most convenient way (i.e., sidling) to the movements 
of the front rank. In the field the Regulars on campaign 
or maneuver never think of conforming to the prescribed 
method. : 

Yet to say that there is no count, if count and step 
are here synonymous, misleads our Guardsmen. Ask 
Colonel Morrison, Major Stewart or Captain Bjornstad 
if the movement is mechanically or tactically possible in 
less than ten steps (or counts) and see what he will 
say. Practically, by striding a bit and edging toward 
the pivot, it is easily but improperly done in eight; and 
in that way I have seen it done even in the armory of 
the 7th—even on the plain at West Point. 

Now, while we are at it, here’s another point in the 
new Drill Regulations that needs prompt amendment, 
and it is in this same matter of “squads right (left) 
about.” The old regulations of 1904 sensibly and com- 
prehensively provided that “In all turns about by squad 
file closers take their proper places in most convenient 
way,” ete. (page 69, Par. 180). But in preparing our 
new system the board struck out that provision entirely, 
and on page 52, in Par. 185, they prescribe that in 
marching to the rear in column of squads “the file 
closers face about, close, etc.” There is not another 
instance in the new book where the words “face about” 
oecur in which the board did not mean “about face.” 
If they had only left Par. 180 of the old Drill Regula- 
tions intact we might ignore the positive and uncom- 
promising dictum of the new text, but as matters stand 
we should not. Yet nowhere outside of the state of 
Wisconsin have I seen the faintest attention paid to 
as clearly stated a int as there is in the whole 
“Tactics.” At West Point they adhere to the system 
prescribed in 1904 because ~~ believe that is what the 
board really meant. So do I believe it now, because 
after long delay I have personally or by letter received 
their assurance that “face” was not to be used there any 
more than was “close in to the flank” in the fourth line 
of page 51. . 

But the fact remains that we have no right to be 
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interpreting tactics in this haphazard way. If we can 
say “They didn’t mean it” in the case of Par. 185 we 
can say it anywhere else, and every man be his own 
interpreter and no two companies be drilled alike. 

At best the turn by squad is far more difficult of 
accurate execution than was the wheel of LS pera day, 
and for snap, vim, precision and style neither of the 
methods can compare with the old-time “Face,” either 
right, left or about, we had in the blessed days of Casey.

With reference to the article appearing on page 1424, 
your issue of July 13, 1912, received to-day, I beg to

The article in question, appearing under the caption 
of “Discipline in the Army,” is based upon an editorial 
in the Portland Oregonian dealing with the supposed 
troubles of the Ist Infantry since arrival at Honolulu. 
Now, inasmuch as these troubles are purely imaginary, 
it is greatly to be regretted that the Service journal 
has been led into the error of quoting from a paper 
which has been consistently hostile to the Service in 
general and the organizations stationed in its vicinity 
for the past four years to the writer’s knowledge. On 
at least one occasion the writer forwarded to your office 
one of the Oregonian’s slurs at the Service, which you 
evidently thought deserved your editorial rebuke, for it 
was so treated. The article in question in this case is 
simply what would be expected of a paper which refers 
editorially to the U.S. Army as a “lot of idle, ornamental 
citizens,” ete. 

In the present instance the Oregonian published a 
column under the heading of “Special Correspondence” 
devoted to the supposed troubles of the 1st Infantry 
since arriving at Honolulu. The disorders alluded to 
and charged to the ist Infantry are absolutely false, 
as no member of this regiment was implicated in them. 
The facts are these: Three or four accidental deaths and 
deaths by violence occurred shortly after our arrival 
in these islands, none of which concerned this regiment, 
but all of which were charged to us. The sole fatality 
in the regiment was the accidental drowning of a young 
soldier of B Company while on a practice march. Two 
other members of his company nearly lost their lives in 
an attempt to save him. There were no breaches of 
discipline other than the few minor affairs handled by 
the summary court. These facts can readily be confirmed 
by the official records. The regiment has been well 
behaved and hard at work amid rather uncomfortable 
surroundings, and it was somewhat of a surprise, but 
certainly not a novelty, to read in the Portland 
Oregonian of the deaths, violence and general upheaval 
in the regiment, which we, the members, knew nothing 
about. Then to gild the vill the Oregonian publishes the 
editorial which you quote, and, thereby giving the article 
additional publicity, makes a seeming explanation, which, 
in — of the real circumstances, is but an additional 
insult. 

Now, considering the circulation of the Oregonian in 
the vicinity where this regiment is well known, please 
imagine the impression produced upon its friends and 
acquaintances by such mendacity, even if it were pub- 
lished in good faith; and from a considerable experience 
with the paper in question the writer and several hun- 
dred others do not think it was so published, and our 
private opinion is that the gentleman responsible for 
the publication of this and similar articles in the past 
is a literary skunk. If you think these strong words, 
please remember that they represent strong feeling on 
the part of a regiment. 

After writing to friends and relatives to disabuse them- 
selves of any false conceptions of the morale of the regi- 
ment, gleaned from the articles aforementioned, it is a 
little disconcerting to find the same misinformation un- 
wittingly disseminated throughout the Service through 
the medium of your columns. 

From past experience the members of the regiment 
would consider it useless to endeavor to secure fair and 
just treatment at the hands of the Oregonian, and unless 
higher authority can cause that paper to publish a 
retraction or correction the impression created will 
doubtless remain. In the Service we have every reason 
to believe and expect that the ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL 
will remove us from this false light in no uncertain 
manner.

There is no such thing as spiritual 
error, for Spirit is good and all its manifestations are 





good. 

While Christian Scientists believe in sanitation, they 
sometimes raise the question in public matters as to 
what really constitutes a sanitary practice. To inject 
a poison for the purpose of creating immunity in a man 
who has been perfectly well for ten years, and has thus 
proved that his natural condition is a sufficient protec- 
tion against disease, would be considered by many well 
informed persons, even by many medical practitioners, 
as an unsanitary, not a sanitary practice. Thousands 
of experiments have proved that such practice often 
implants disease in persons who are healthy; and, 
although Christian Scientists believe in obeying a law 
that would demand such a practice, they question the 
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wisdom and the justice of such a law, and would 
earnestly recommend that it be changed. 

We think that Mr. Kapsa, as well as thousands of 
others, has proved that he has a very good preventive, 
and it seems unfair that he should be called upon to set 
it aside and accept a practice which is, to say the least, 
experimental, and is not approved by many eminent 
physicians; that is to say, we believe that a regulation 
which would make such a requirement needs to be 
modified. Mr. Kapsa may have erred in disobeying the 
regulation, but the regulation is also at fault.

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THREE SQUADRONS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have supposed that the object of having three 
squadrons in a Cavalry regiment and three battalions in 
an Infantry regiment was to have during a war one 
squadron at the depot to drill recruits and train horses 
to keep the first and second squadrons in the field well 
supplied with well drilled men and trained horses. 

Of course in time of peace all three squadrons would 

be filled up and on a peace footing, but at the com- 
mencement of a war the colonel would detail from his 
three squadrons one major, four captains, four first 
lieutenants, four second lieutenants, four first sergeants 
and the proper number of duty sergeants and corporals 
for four troops and order this skeleton of a squadron to 
the depot. 
. The colonel would then break up I, K, L and M 
Troops and transfer the officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men to the other eight troops, and organize them 
in accordance with the rank of the troop commanders 
into first and second squadrons, the squadron at the 
depot being third squadron and the troops at depot 
would be I, K, L_and M Troops. 

The third squadron on arriving at the depot would 
be filled up with recruits, and later with horses, and 
after two or three months’ drill it would proceed to 
join the regiment in the field. Previous to its joining 
the colonel should from the first and second squadrons 
detail one major, four captains, four first lieutenants, 
four second lieutenants, four first sergeants and the 
proper number of duty sergeants and corporals, and 
order this new skeleton squadron to the depot. 

On the third squadron joining the colonel immediately 
breaks it up and transfers the officers, non-coms. and 
men to the other troops. It is difficult to find a better 
way to supply troops in the field with recruits and 


horses. 
After 





There are other advantages this method has. 
a captain or lieutenant has been on active service for 
three or four months in the field against an enemy a 
change is desirable, and a detail to the depot supplies 
it ; but in a couple of months he gets tired of the constant 
drills at the depot and goes into the field again with 
renewed energy and ambition. 

It encourages the private soldier to become a corporal 
so he can be detailed to the depot and go home and 
show his new chevrons and be made a hero of by his 
parents and neighbors. 

Of course every captain works hard over his troops, 
and each after a few years believes his troop is the best 
in the Army, and of course relaxes. But a detail to 
the depot would keep the captains keyed up to be 
energetic. Colonels should see that a captain always 
goes to a different troop when transferred; never twice 
to the same one. 

_ This arrangement gives each officer and non-commis- 
sioned officer two or three months’ duty at depot to five 
or six months in the field 

The Grand Army of Napoleon I. seems to have had no 
uniformity in cavalry or infantry. Some regiments of 
cavalry had three, others four squadrons. Infantry had 
three, four and some five battalions.

According to Carlyle’s “French Revolution” the first 
French Republic in the days of the Terror had 1,100,000 
fighters on foot; at one particular moment she had, or 
supposed she had, 1,700,000. The population of France 
at this time was 25,000,000. 
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Brig. Gen. William Crozier, who has been appointed 
to the head of the War College, is one of the ablest 
officers in the Army, and there could not be a better 
choice for this position. He would have been at the 
head of the West Point class of 1876 but for an un- 
fortunate record of demerits which reduced him to No. 5. 
He first served with the 4th Artillery under General 
Crook in the field against the Indians, and was for five 
years instructor in mathematics at the Military Academy, 
continuing one year over his detail at the special request 
of the professor. He then won his appointment to 
the Ordnance Corps in a competitive examination, and 
was selected for the head of the corps Nov. 22, 1901. 
His record during the eleven years of his service as 
Chief of Ordnance has abundantly proved his fitness for 
this position. His work in connection with wire wound 
guns, in the establishment of the gun factory at Water- 
vliet, in the invention and adoption of disappearing 
mounts, in the adoption of improved carriages for field 
and seacoast service is well known. Of his report on 
the fortification of the Atlantic and Gulf coast the 
Secretary of War said: “That report not only marked 
him as a man of extraordinary anit but constituted 
a starting point of renewed and intelligent activity in 
the improvements of the defense of the country.” Of 
General Crozier’s work as a delegate in 1899 to the Inter- 
national Peace Congress at The Hague the Secretary 
said: “We are not without informal evidence that his 
mind and character had a controlling influence upon 
the deliberations of that body.’’ General Crozier was 
included in the list of seven military delegates who were 
especially prominent which appears in Meuerer’s “Haager 
Friedenskonferens.” General Crozier was highly com- 
mended by General Schwann for his part in the cam- 
paign of 1900 in southern Luzon, and General Chaffee 
recommended him for a brevet in recognition of his 
services in the Pekin relief expedition. Nor should 
General Crozier’s work in establishing courses of instruc- 
tion and a merit system of promotion for Ordnance 
officers and his revolutionary changes in the administra- 
tion of the finances of his department be overlooked.

A preliminary report of statistics of the thirteenth 
census made public Aug. 21 shows that in the total 
population of the United States (exclusive of non- 
contiguous territories or possessions) there were in 1910 
20,473,684 males of Militia age; that is, males from 
eighteen to forty-four years, inclusive. Of these 
2,156,361 were in the single state of New York. In 
1900 the males of Militia age numbered 16,182,702. The 
figure for 1910 exceeds that for 1900 by 4,290,982. 
While the total population of the country has increased 
during the decade 21 per cent., males of Militia age 
have in the same period increased 26.5. per cent., and, 
as a consequence, they constituted a somewhat greater 
proportion of the total genes nes in 1910 than they 
did in 1900. Of the total population of both sexes and 
all ages in 1910, 22.3 per cent. were males of Militia 
age, the corresponding percentage for 1900 being 21.3. 
In Wyoming the percentage was 37.4 of the population. 
Other states with high percentages are Nevada 35.9, 
Montana 32.8, Washington 29.8, Arizona 28.9, Oregon 
28.3, and California 28, all of these states being in the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific coast regions. The per- 
centage for North Carolina, 17.8, is the lowest. ‘The 
fact that males of Militia age increased more rapidly 
than the total population is accounted for, in part, by 
immigration, which has been during the last decade, to 
a = tage) degree then in earlier years, predominantly 
male. 
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The battalion of apprentice seamen from the U.S. 
Naval Training Station, Great Lakes, Ill, returned on 
Aug. 20 after a stay of eleven days at the water carnival 
in Chicago. While in Chicago the battalion was on 
duty night and day, with drills ashore and afloat until 


ten o’clock at night. ‘Thousands of people witnessed 
their drills on Michigan boulevard morning and evening. 
They were reviewed by the Mayor of Chicago, who was 
delighted with their appearance, and particularly de- 
lighted with their singing of “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
and “The Red, White and Blue.” The apprentices 
engaged in boat drills and cutter races every day and 
won several races. The conduct of the battalion was 
exemplary; there was but one report among 350 men 
during eleven days, and the authorities expressed their 
admiration of the bearing and morale of these young 
bluejackets. Upon their return to the Naval Trainin 
Station Tuesday morning they were reviewed by Admira 
Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Ten 
cutters and two motor boats from the station were sent 
by water thirty miles to Chicago to assist in the water 
events. This excursion of the battalion from the Train- 
ing Station served as an excellent advertisement for 
the Navy, owing to the splendid appearance and conduct 
of the battalion during their stay in Chicago.

In a letter to Harper’s Weekly James Hay, jr., says 
that contributions to the Woman’s Titanic Memorial 
are being received at the rate of over $300 a day. “At 
present the movement is now receiving the active co- 


operation of more than twenty-eight thousand woman’s 
clubs and organizations, including the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Colonial Dames, the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, every 
big Jewish woman’s organization and the important 
Catholic societies. No religion and no section of the 
country has failed to respond with enthusiasm to the 
appeal for help sent out by the Woman’s Titanic 
Memorial. As an ‘instance of the thorough work being 
done, it may be mentioned that Mrs. Leonard Wood, 
wife of the Chief of Staff of the Army, is writing a 
personal appeal to every woman in the Army posts of 
the United States; the women of the Navy are being 
reached by sub-organizations headed by the wives of 
the commanders of American fleets and the wives of the 
commandants at the big navy yards; the wives and 
daughters of American ambassadors and ministers to 
foreign countries are at the head of the organizations 
located in England, the Continent and the Orient to 
reach American women abroad and women of other 
countries who are interested in the movement.”

A Tribune despatch from London Aug. 17 says: 
“Despite statements to the contrary, fear of war between 
England and Germany is increasing rather than diminish- 
ing. Arrests made of persons accused of espionage by 
the military officers of both nations have inflamed public 
opinion.” The same writer says: “The torpedo arma- 
ment of the new British warships is to be increased. 
With the exception of the Dreadnought and three of 
the Invincibles, which have five tubes each, all the 
vessels of the Dreadnought class now have three and 
the battle cruisers two. It has been decided to provide 








‘five torpedo tubes to the ships of the 1911 program, 


while the torpedo armament of the destroyers is being 
increased from two tubes to four. The reason for the 
increases is that torpedoes of the latest types have a 
range almost equal to that of a gun. Ten thousand 
yards is regarded as quite a practicable distance for 
the British Hardcastle torpedo. As a torpedo carries 
a much more damaging ee than a shell, and strikes a 
vessel in its most vulnerable part, great attention has 
been paid to its development. German Dreadnought 
battleships carry six tubes each and battle cruisers four. 


‘The heaviest torpedo equipment for any Dreadnought is 


on the Japanese battle cruiser Kongo, now building 
at Barrow. 
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In connection with the agitation among the chaplains 
of the U.S. Army for a uniform which is less distinctive 
of their religious office, a very enlightening letter appears 
in another column from Chaplain Waring, of the 11th 


U.S. Cavalry. The arguments he advances against the 
proposed change will be hard to refute. The chief reason 
given for the advocated change is that another kind of 
uniform will make the chaplain’s profession less con- 
spicuous. But why does the chaplain desire this blending 
of his spiritual rank with earthly rank? Do not his 
power and peculiar influence and value in the Army 
depend upon the fact that he is an officer with a Com- 
mander-in-Chief above all mundane ranks and grades? 
Why should he not be proud of a uniform that thus 
singles him out as wearing the insignia of that spiritual 
army whose chief duty is to war against the hidden 
enemies of the soul rather than as one who is enlisted 
to fight the bone-and-blood enemies of his country? To 
seek to change this uniform would seem to proclaim a 
want of pride in the distinction and difference it confers 
and to that extent to argue that a chaplain’s spiritual 
office is the more potent for good the nearer it approaches 
the material. Beyond the purely religious aspects of this 
controversy is the highly suggestive warning of Chaplain 
Waring that this demand for a new uniform may presage 
a general movement for. further changes in the condi- 
tions now so happily governing the service of clergymen 
in the Army.

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Great interest has been shown in the Wyoming state 
primary election, which was held Aug. 20, on account 
of the candidacy for re-election to the U.S. Senate of 
Senator Francis E. Warren, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee and for four years chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee. Incomplete returns 
from this primary election, which was the first one held 
in Wyoming, indicate that Senator Warren has received 
two votes for every one cast for his Democratic opponent, 
John B. Kendrick, a wealthy cattleman of Sheridan, 
Wyo. Senator Warren had no opposition in his own 
party, his opponent in the election being a Democrat, 
and in instances where candidates for the Legislature 
opposed to Senator Warren came before the primaries 
they were defeated and pro-Warren men elected. The 
result indicates that Senator Warren will be returned 
to the Senate by the Legislature which will be elected 
in November, as Wyoming is considered safely Repub- 
lican. Army men are particularly interested in the 
candidacy of Senator Warren, as it is to him perhaps 
more than to any other one individual they owe the 
legislation which in the last Congress increased the pay 
of the entire Army. 








In his account of the trip of the rifle team to Buenos 
Aires in Arms and the Man Capt. James A. Moss, U.S.A., 
says: “It had been estimated that it would cost $6,500 
to send the team to Buenos Aires, and assurances had 
been received from different sources that the necessary 
funds would be forthcoming. However, the assurances 
proved to be only assurances, and nine people could not 
very well be sent on a 12,000-mile trip on mere assur- 
ances. So that, even after the personnel of the team 
had been selected, there was for a time grave doubt as 
to whether the United States would be represented in 
the first international Pan-American rifle match. How- 
ever, in the eleventh hour, the E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
Powder Company patriotically came to the rescue with 
the generous contribution of $4,000, the remaining 
$2,500 being raised by subscription from rifle associa- 
tions, National Guard regiments, business firms and 
individuals.” 
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Tests of a French field gun, which attracted unusual 
attention in military circles recently, following its 
adoption by the Italian government, were completed at 
the Sandy Hook Proving Grounds Thursday for the War 
Department. The guns, called the Deport guns because 
invented by Col. A. Deport, a retired officer of the French 
army, were set up at Sandy Hook, and every day for 
the last three weeks, ending 'Thursday, they were put 
through severe tests. In both the horizontal and vertical 
fire the Herald reports that the testing officers found 
that the guns commanded thirty to forty per cent. more 
territory than the guns in use in either the United 
States, Austria, Germany or England.

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Capt. James H. Reeves, U.S.A., recently military 
attaché to the American Legation at Pekin, China, re- 
turned to Washington on Aug. 21, where he will be on 
temporary duty for a short time previous to being 
assigned to a regiment. Captain Reeves says that China 
is a great country and has a wonderful future. He 
believes it is slowly recovering from its recent revolution 
and that in a comparatively short time the country will 
enter upon a great period of prosperity. 


The Institution of Civil Engineers of Great Britain 
has proposed that the engineering profession erect a 
memorial window in Westminster Abbey to the memory 
of the late Lord Kelvin, the distinguished engineer and 
man of science. In order that this tribute shall be 
world wide it has been determined to present the oppor- 
tunity to contribute to the engineers of the United 
States and Canada, and to this end the various national 
societies have been invited to co-operate, and committees 
representing each of these appointed. In behalf of the 
Society of Naval Architects and Marine Engineers 
Daniel H. Cox, secretary-treasurer, will receive con- 
tributions from its members.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Rear Admiral Abram V. Zane, U.S.N., who was re- 
tired for age Aug. 14, 1912, was born in Pennsylvania 
Aug. 14, 1850, and was appointed a cadet engineer in 
the Navy Oct. 1, 1871. He was promoted assistant 
engineer Feb. 25, 1875; passed assistant engineer Aug. 
21, 1881; chief engineer 1895, and lieutenant commander 
March 3, 1899, captain in 1907, and rear admiral Oct. 
17, 1911. Rear Admiral Zane was a member of the 
party sent to the Arctic to search for the Jeannette in 
1881. He was with the late Lieut. Charles F. Putnam 
when the latter was lost in the ice, drifting out to sea 
on a floe. His first duty after graduation was in the 
old Worcester, of the North Atlantic Station, 1875-7. 
He was also, among other duties, in the Wyoming, of 
the European Station; in the Rodgers, on special service 
in the Arctic; in the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
1882-5, and was with the Northern Alaskan expedition 
of 1885-7. After special duty with the new cruisers 
under construction at Philadelphia, 1887-8, he was_on 
duty with the Omaha out on the Asiatic Station. His 


subsequent service included duty at the Naval Observa-° 
tory, in the Machias and Alabama and in the Kearsarge 
as fleet engineer to Oct. 16, 1900. He was later on 


inspection duty at Philadelphia, was head of the depart- 
ment of steam engineering at Portsmouth, N.H., and his 
last assignment was as president of the board of inspec- 
tions for shore stations, Navy Department. 








RECENT DEATHS. 


Capt. Frederick A. Hinman, U.S.A., retired, died on 
Aug. 16 at his home, 111 Sanford avenue, Flushing, 
N.Y. Captain Hinman had been in ill health for several 
months, but his condition was not thought serious. He 
was stricken with paralysis, which caused his death. 
He was sixty-six years of age, and was graduated from 
West Point in 1867. He was promoted second lieutenant, 
Corps of Engineers, and assigned to the Engineer Bat- 
talion at Willets Point, where he remained until 1872, 
except while detached surveying battlefields. Later he 
served on river and harbor and other engineering work 
at Chicago, Ill., Mobile, Ala., on Lake Superior, in 
northern Michigan, at Fort Macon, N.C., in North and 
South Carolina and in Virginia, and in Norfolk and 
Portsmouth harbors. He reached the rank of first lieu- 
tenant in 1869 and of re ope in 1881. He was retired 
Feb. 26, 1891, for disability contracted in line of duty, 
after having been on sick leave for some time. Since 
retirement he had made his home in Flushing, where 
he was a large property owner, especially in the Broad- 
way-Flushing sectivp. Captain Hinman was fond of 
horses, and he was a familiar figure about Flushing. 
He is survived by his widow, three brothers and two 
sisters. 

Gen. Joseph Hayes, aged seventy-seven years, who 
commanded two brigades of the 5th Army Corps during 
the Civil War, died on Monday, Aug. 12, in a private 
sanitarium in New York city. He was born at South 
Berwick, Me., Sept. 14, 1835, and was the son of Judge 
William Allen Hayes, one of the leaders of the bar of 
the state of Maine. His ancestors upon hoth sides bore 
an active and prominent part in both the Colonial and 
Revolutionary Wars. He rendered distinguished service 
with the Army of the Potomac during the Civil War, 
beiing wounded in the battle of the Wilderness, and 
was leading the van of the 5th Corps when Lee sur- 
rendered at Appomattox C.H. He was brevetted major 
general of Volunteers for gallantry in action on the 
Weldon Railroad, Va., March 13, 1865. After the war 
General Hayes returned to civil engineering, and in 1877 
introduced the American system of hydraulic mining 
in the United States of Colombia. ,Up to a few years 
ago his residence was in New York and Masthope, Pa. 
He was a bachelor. 

Mr. John B. Folsom, father of Mrs. Steele, wife of 
Major Matthew F. Steele, 2d Cav., died of —, at 
his home, Fargo, N.D., on Aug. 6. Major and rs. 
Steele received the news of Mr. Folsom’s death by wire- 
less on board the S.S. St. Paul on Aug. 17. They were 
returning to the States by way of the Trans-Siberian 
Railway and Europe from a tour of more than two 
years in the Philippines. 

Cornelius Cronin, chief gunner, U.S.N., retired, father 
of Lieut. Gerald E. Cronin, 30th U.S. Inf., died at his 
home, 658 Park place, Brooklyn, N.Y., on Aug. 18, at 
the age of seventy-four. He was a veteran of fifty-four 
years’ service, twenty of which had been at sea. He 
was born in Michigan, and retired, through physical 
disability, in 1898. The service of Mr. Cronin was 
particularly distinguished, he being awarded a medal of 
honor for conspicuous gallantry in battle while serving 
on the U.S.S. Brooklyn under Admiral Farragut during 
the passage of the forts at New Orleans, and he also 
served under Farragut ov the Richmond, at the battle 
of Mobile, in 1864. His first service was in 1858-59, 
in the Paraguay expedition, and when the Civil War 
broke out in 1861 he was attached to the frigate Sabine, 
off Pensacola, Fla. After the Civil War he served on 
the Susquehanna, Michigan, Ossipee, Minnesota, Ports- 
mouth, Monongahela, Independence and _ receivingship 
Vermont. For several years he was in command of the 
nayal magazine at Ellis Island before the transfer of 
that place to the United States immigration authorities, 
and was afterward in charge of a similar magizine at 
Take Denmark, N.J. Mr. Cronin was commissioned 
chief gunner, with rank of ensign, by special act of 
the Senate in 1896, and his last term of duty was at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. He was the author of a very 
readable book, for private circulation only, of recollec- 
tions of his varied naval career, and as he was a close 
observer and of marvelous memory his reminiscences 
were highly appreciated by his many friends and old 
shipmates. Mr. Cronin is survived by his widow and a 
son, Lieutenant Cronin, stationed at present at Fort 
Gibbon, Alaska. A requiem mass was said at the Church 
of St. Teresa in Brooklyn on Aug. 21. 

Miss Marie Doniat, daughter of Mr. Franz G. Doniat, 
4129 Kenmore avenue, Chicago, Ill., and sister of 1st 
Lieut. F. A. Doniat, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., was drowned 
on the afternoon of Aug. 15, 1912. Miss Doniat was 
bathing in Lake Michigan with her sister, Leonora, and 
a number of girl friends when an undertow swept her 
out into deep water. 

Samuel L. Williams, whose death at the age of fifty- 
eight years is reported, was for some years connected 
with the editorial department of the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL. He was a thoroughly trained editor and a 
vigorous writer, as his contributions to this paper 
showed. He came to us from the New York Evening 
Mail. and resumed his connection with that paper in 
1910. He was a native of Sharon, Pennsylvania; entered 
journalism at an early age, and acquired a large experi- 
ence in various Pennsylvania towns. Twenty-five years 
ago he joined the staff of the pier mes gen Press, when 
that paper was building up a national reputation, and 
soon made himself known as among the leading editorial 
paragraphers of the country. He possessed an abundance 





of sentiment and a keen and quaint humor—the shafts 
of which always hit the mark but never were tipped with 
malice. He. leaves a wife and daughter.

Brig. Gen. Roy L. Leinster, Adjutant General, North 
Carolina National Guard, died suddenly in Wilmington, 
N.C., on Aug. 14, while en route from Raleigh to Fort 
Caswell, where he was to inspect the North Carolina 
Coast Artillery Corps, in camp of instruction there. 
General Leinster was only thirty-six years of age, but 
had long been connected with the military establishment 
of the state. He was first a drummer boy in the old 
Statesville Company, enlisting in the same company as 
a private in April, 1892. At the time of the Spanish- 
American War he was one of the first to volunteer and 
was a — in his company. Later he was appointed 
regimental quartermaster of the old 1st Regiment. Déc. 
1, 1898, he was commissioned first lieutenant, Company 
I, ist Regiment. He saw active service in Cuba, and 
upon his return was elected first lieutenant and later 
captain of the Statesville Company. He was commis- 
sioned adjutant of the Ist Infantry, and in 1905 was 
promoted and commissioned adjutant of the Ist Brigade, 
with rank of lieutenant colonel. In 1906 he was ap- 
pointed Assistant Adjutant General, and upon the death 
of Adjutant Gen. Joseph F. Armfield was appointed 
Adjutant General, serving from November, 1910, until 
the time of his death.

Chaplain W. R. Minter, 1st Regiment, conducted 
the services in the church, while the services at the 
grave were conducted by the Masons. “General Leinster,” 
writes a correspondent, “as Adjutant General has dis- 
charges his duties with signal ability and rare diplomacy, 
and to his wise administration is due in a large measure 
the present efficiency of the North Carolina National 
Guard.” 

Lieut. Arthur Henry Fletcher, U.S.N., retired, died 
at his home in Washington, D.C., on Aug. 22. He was 
born in England in 1844 and entered the Naval Academy 
in 1861. During the Civil War he served on board the 
Macedonian.

Her remains were taken to West Point by her 
sons, where they were interred in the cemetery beside 
those of her husband, on Aug. 23.

The transport Thomas, in Aug. 13 from the Philip- 
pines, says a San Francisco note, was the most com- 
pletely domesticated vessel of war that ever sailed 
through Golden Gate.

Studer, 18th Co., Coast Art. The child was born on 
the ship. Fellow passengers made up for him a purse 
of $150. 

The War Department has decided to detail a full 
class of twenty-four officers to take the staff course at 
Fort Leavenworth. 

After riding thirty miles a day for three consecutive 
days, the officers of the Regular Army who took part 
in the maneuvers in Connecticut returned to Governors 
Island on Thursday in fine condition. The weather was 
superb for the work, as it rained slightly at night and 
the days were clear, but with no sun. The roads were 
in good condition for the horses, the rain laying the 
deep dust. The first day’s thirty miles were done in six 
hours, the second day’s in six hours and twenty minutes 
and the third day’s in six hours and forty minutes. 
Each ride was made with six short stops of a few 
minutes each and one-half hour for luncheon. The 
officers stood the work well, and not one of the twoscore 
riders suffered the slightest indisposition, the Herald 
reports. 

The 3d Battalion, 9th Infantry, arrived at Fort Sill 
Aug. 19, Captains Reasoner, Med. Corps, and Davis, 
5th Field Art., accompanying. 

In accordance with the practice of the War Depart- 
ment of sending to Europe for special training a limited 
number of young Cavalry and Field Artillery officers, 
Capt. John S. Fair, 4th Cav., now at the War College, 
Washington, soon will be attached to a Prussian regi- 
ment; Ist Lieut. E. F. Graham, 15th Cav., goes to the 
military riding school at Hanover, Germany, and, if the 
Italian government is willing, 1st Lieut. John C. Mont- 
gomery, 10th Cav., will be sent to the Italian cavalry 
school at Tor di Quinto. 

Col. Alexander B. Dyer, 4th Field Art., commanding 
officer of Fort D. A. Russell, has been notified that 
Secretary of War Stimson would visit the post Aug. 25 
to 28. He will witness the field firing and practice drills 
at the Pole Mountain maneuver grounds. 

Sergt. Evan Romig, U.S.A., was accidentally shot and 
killed while acting as a coach for the Rhode Island 
National Guard at Rumford Range Aug. 21. Henry 
A. Duby, of Pawtucket, fired the shot. Romig was 
forty-two years old, and a member of the 6th Field 
Artillery. Duby lost hold of his revolver, and his efforts 
to recover it discharged the weapon. The shot entered 
the neck of Romig, who was standing by the side of 
Duby, causing almost instant death. 

Sergt. Frank Hook, of Co. I, Engrs., who failed to 
show up at the termination of a furlough granted him 
in 1911 and was later dropped as a deserter, the Fort 
Leavenworth News reports, has been found in a hospital 
in Chicago. He secured employment while on furlough, 
and in the course of his work met with an accident that 
deprived him of his reason for several months and the 
authorities were unable to learn anything of his home, 
relatives or connections in life before the accident until 
his reason returned. His case has been taken up with 
the War Department, and it is believed that without 
doubt he will be restored to duty.

MOUNTAIN ARTILLERY TEST MARCH. 


Col. Edwin St. J. Greble, Field Art., has returned to 
Washington from Wyoming, where he represented the 
Feneral Staff at the Mountain Artillery experiment made 
by a battalion of the 4th Field Artillery in command 
of Col. E. A. Millar and Major William S. McNair. 
In the opinion of Colonel Greble the experiment was one 
of the most useful as well as interesting that has ever 
been made by the Field Artillery. One result will be 


the adoption of the aparejo pack for Mountain Artil- 
lery. Important data relative to firing in a high altitude 
were developed by the target practice. The battalion, 
which had attached to it regimental headquarters, left 
Fort D. A. Russell on June 20 at war strength, having 
580 enlisted men. It was marched over the big divide 
four times, covering 850 miles through the most moun- 
tainous country on the continent. It had only pack 
equipment carried by mules. Experiments were made 
with various methods of carrying ammunition and 
organization. The line of march extended through 
Hayden Pass to an elevation of 10,600 feet, Cotton 
Wood Pass, Vermont Pass and Argentine Pass. In the 
Argentine Pass an altitude of 13,400 feet was reached, 
where target practice was conducted. The battery was 
over 200 feet above the snow line when it was engaged 
in target practice. It was found that the air at that 
altitude had an important effect upon the range of 
the guns and the burning of the fuse. In the practice the 
instrument showed 3.300 yards while the guns were 
laid at a range of 2,900 yards. The guns had a range 
of about 400 yards more at that altitude than under 
erdinary conditions. A great difference was also found 
in the burning of the fuse. Fuses were cut at six 
seconds for ranges which were given at ten and .75 
seconds under ordinary conditions. One of the most 
curious features of the experiment was that the guns 
were on the Atlantic side of the great divide while the 
target was on the Pacific side. In other words, the 





battery.shot from the Atlantic slope to the Pacific slope. 
The test march was completed on the morning of Aug. 
21, when the battalion marched into Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo. The command, except for halts on Sundays and 
holidays, have hiked every day. The route followed by 
the troops was south via Denver to Walsenburg, Colo. ; 
west to Creed, north via Lake City, Gunnison, Leadville, 
and over the Argentine Pass to Denver and back to 
Fort D. A. Russell. Practically all the route lay 
through a mountainous country, and the altitude was 
so great that much discomfort was experienced from 
exposure to cold. Near Gray’s Peak the mule 
carrying the regimental records in a small field desk, 
and the bedding of the colonel and his adjutant, 
fell 1,500 feet into a ravine. The records and bedding 
were recovered, but the mule was beyond recovery. 
Upon leaving the post June 20 each officer and man 
was equipped with one suit of outer clothing, two suits 
of underwear, six pairs of socks and three pairs of shoes. 
When the command arrived at Dillon, Colo., on the 
return trip, they were furnished with a new lot of 
clothing that had been sent to that place upon a requisi- 
tion, the men being practically in rags. olonel Millar 
commanded the troops on the test march, Major McNair 
commanded the battalion, Lieutenant Divins was the 
surgeon, Colonel Greble, Field Art., and Major Reno, 
Med. Corps, accompanied the command as observers. 
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WHY MANEUVER TRANSPORTATION WAS POOR 


OVERLADEN WAGONS, TWO IIORSES TO WAGON AND POOR 
STOCK DELAYED TRAINS. 


There are no valleys in Connecticut. In this respect 
Connecticut differs from every other state in the Union. 
Usually it takes two hills to make a valley, but not so 
in the Nutmeg State. There the hills mount in ever 
increasing heights until deciduous trees give way to 
conifers, conifers to lichens and eidelweiss and then 
comes the snow line, beyond which ibexes and chamois 
lightly skip from crag to crag. 

The above statement may appear to the lay mind to 
be a bit strained, but to the quartermasters of the Blue 
army who navigated wagon trains up, and once in a 


great while down, the precipitous and sinuous roads of 
Connecticut during the maneuvers of last week the state- 
ment fails far short of being the truth. 

Every time a war game is played everyone engaged 
learns something. Probably no lesson has been ever so 
well learned as was the lesson of transportation, studied 
last week. Company wagons, which in the Regular 
Establishment would have been laden not to exceed 
1,500 pounds, were sunk to the Plimsol mark with loads 
aggregating 3,000 pounds. To these wagons were hitched 
one team of horses, not always in the best of condition, 
and in consequence the entire campaign—so far as trains 
were concerned—-was one of delay and suffering on the 
part of draft animals. 

In the great majority of instances company wagons 
were loaded at the armories of the various units. There 
was little supervision. Enlisted men were permitted to 
put what they would into the wagons. Field ovens were 
taken complete, instead of the gratings, which would 
have served every purpose. Heavy canvas was piled in, 
and with a wagon weighing 1,700 pounds and a load 
of approximately 3,000 pounds the result might have 
been foreseen—but it wasn’t. 

There were horses attached to these wagons which 
never should have been passed by the veterinarian. There 
were 950 and 1,200 pound animals hitched side by side. 
There were broken down equine wrecks which should 
have been sent to the knackers, and with these animals 
the problem was placed on the blackboard to move loads 
of two and a half tons up hills where the grades were 
occasionally ten per cent., often six per cent., and many 
times four per cent. 

Wagons were so laden with company equipage that 
forage in sufficient quantities could not be carried. Every 
pound of rations carried was an additional weight. Men 
put their blanket rolls in the wagons as they tired, and 
men able to walk rode in the wagons. 

To add to the difficulties, it was nearly impossible to 
buy oats within the theater of operation. It is a country 
of worn-out farms on which Hebrews, Slavs and Poles 
do a little truck gardening. These people buy small 
quantities of oats as they need them, but they had none 
for sale. The hay obtainable was very poor. The U.S. 
quartermasters made heroic efforts to get forage to the 
various camps. Auto trucks were hired and laden to 
capacity, requisitions were honored on sight, but the fact 
remains that throughout the campaign animals were 
insufficiently fed. 

Still another cause of defective handling of trains 
were the civilian teamsters. Many did their work 
cheerfully and well. Many did not. They were careless 
and indifferent, and refused to help out teamsters who 
were stuck on side hills because the horses on the stalled 
wagon did not come from the same stable as did theirs. 
Occasionally teamsters added to the gayety of strenuous 
occasions by refusing to do as they were directed by 
officers in authority. 

One fact that looms large, now that the maneuvers are 
ended, was the cheerfulness of the men. After a long 
and dusty tramp over the never ending hills they would 
come singing into camp. There was little complaining, 
little fault-finding, and the good humor of the enlisted 
men during rainy weather and occasional food shortages 
was deserving of comment. It was rare to find a man 
with a grouch. It was rare to find a man who did not 
move swiftly and energetically to carry out an order. 
Officers of the Regular Establishment commented upon 
the unfailing good nature of the men. There was no 
lack of willingness and “try.” 

When the transportation question is better understood 
and closer supervision is kept when company wagons 
are laden the Militia forces will have made another step 
forward along the route that. leads to efficient soldiering. 


TRANSPORT. 
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A NOTABLE INTERVIEW. 


Considerable comment has been provoked among 
European journals by the remarkably frank talk of the 
German Minister of Foreign Affairs, Herr von Kiderlen- 
Waechter, with a correspondent of the Paris Figaro. 

Reverting to the subject of the Yellow Peril, a favorite 
topic of his master the Emperor, the German Minister 
expressed his amazement at the fact that European 
nations failed to recognize the need of solidarity—and 
then paid the United States the doubtful compliment of 
joining it with China as a European peril. The awaken- 
ing of China, he suggested, was preliminary to a return 
to the old migratory movement from East to West, the 
birth of a new America, a tremendous fact which would 
be achieved at the expense of Europe. 

On the subject of peace and disarmament the views 
of Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter reflected the ‘ordinary 
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German notion that this dream is a “Utopia.” Wars 
are made by minorities, he declared, after conceding that 
a plebiscite might favor peace. How enforce disarma. 
ment if two Powers agree and a third refuse, he inquired, 
What ratio of forces would be accepted by a nation 
of 63,000,000 and by one of 40,000,000 if a_limitation 
of armies were agreed to, he demanded. Finaily he 
agreed that such disarmament or limitation could only 
be thought of after a permanent Franco-German recop. 
aaa but would still remain impossible-—New Yor}, 
un. 




















FINE SHOOTING AT WAKEFIELD. 


A despatch from Wakefield, Mass., Aug. 20, reports 
that Musician George W. Chesley, of New Haven, a 
member of the 2d Company, Governor’s Footguards of 
Connecticut, established a new world’s record when he 
made twenty-three consecutive bull’s-eyes at the 1,000 
yard range while competing in the annual shoot of the 
New England Military Rifle Association. The Wip- 
chester Individual Match, open to all comers, called for 
fifteen shots at the 1,000 yards range, slow fire. Chesley 
made a bull’s-eye each time, winning the match, and 
was then allowed to continue for a record.

P.A. Surg. Sankey Bacon, U.S.N., was allowed by | 
the Auditor pay at the rate of only $1,496.

UNIFORM OF CHAPLAINS. 
Office of the Chaplain, 11th Cavalry, 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., Aug. 16, 1912. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
The scheme fostered by certain members of the 
Chaplains’ Corps to make chaplains’ uniforms less 





clerical and more military is again being agitated. The | 


most recent circular letter emanating from the head- 
quarters of the promoters urges that stronger efforts 
be made in view of the pamphlet which I wrote recently, 


and which was published by the War Department. 
chief spokesman assures the rest of us that we are 
degraded by not being bedecked more gaudily in gold 
lace, and that on that account our usefulness is seriously 
retarded. 

I appeal to you, Mr. Editor, and through you to the 
Army, for an expression of sentiment in this matter, 
for I am greatly mistaken if the general sentiment of 
tue Army is not utterly opposed to changing the uniform 
of Army clergymen from the present semi-clerical dress 
to a complete disguise from their profession and calling. 
Herewith I enclose a slip which has been sent to me, 
and similarly to all the other chaplains, requesting 
authorization for the writer to represent us all at the 
War Department in urging that chaplains be given 
everything in dress like all other staff officers, except 
the saber. I am glad to say that many chaplains are 
not in sympathy with the movement; for some of us, at 
least, want to be looked upon in the Army as clergymen, 
and not as military men. 

The present uniform is entirely satisfactory, because 
it is sufficiently distinct in appearance from that of all 
other officers to make us promptly recognizable as 
chaplains. To say that it will help a chaplain in his 
work if he wears a more military uniform is entirely 
incorrect. On the contrary, the uniform is, even as it 
is, a hindrance to the chaplain, and quite often an 
embarrassment to the soldiers; for soldiers cannot easily 
dissociate an officer’s uniform from the authority which 
it represents, und hence they cannot be as free with a 
chaplain so attired as they can and will be if he appears 
before them in the garb of his profession. No matter 
how desirous a chaplain may be of winning the confidence 
and good-will of the soldiers, if he is decked out with 
emblems of official authority soldiers will mistrust his 
interest and sincerity. And naturally so, for who can 
look upon a man as a clergyman when he is doing his 
utmost to appear to be something else? No good reason 
has been or can be set forth showing why a chaplain 
should wear more gold lace than at present, and the 
War Department ought not to pamper his vanity at 
the expense of his usefulness. 

I would much prefer to see the law changed so that 
we would be employed on a contract basis rather than 
that our success among the soldiers should be imperiled 
by having a barrier of this kind erected between us. 
And, furthermore, I firmly believe that this uniform 
question is merely an opening wedge, and that its 
acquisition will lead its advocates to further attempts 
to increase the rank, pay and uniform of chaplains; 
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every fad and fancy will continue to be fostered and 
nourished, while individual efficiency will die of neglect. 
I earnestly. hope that the War Department will put so 
firm a veto on the scheme that the chaplains who are 
advocating these fads will definitely put aside their vain 
ambitions and will set themselves to labor earnestly to 
do the things which will reflect credit upon their pro- 
fession and upon themselves.

A most satisfactory record was made by the Division 
Bakery No. 1 during the recent maneuvers. Preliminary 
reports from officers in the maneuvers indicate that the 
field bread turned out by the bakeries was uniformly of 
a superior quality. Several specimens forwarded to 
the War Department after it was five days old were 
fresh enough to go on any table. Even then it was 
pronounced to be superior to most of the bread baked 
at commercial bakeries. Over 250,000 pounds of field 
bread was turned out by the bakeries during the 
maneuvers. The detachment at Mt. Gretna baked 76,907 
pounds, Section B at Anniston 86,614, the detachment 
at Danbury 42,250, and at Derby 50,265 pounds. 
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A report has appeared in the press that the fourth 
class of midshipmen at the Naval Academy admitted 
during the year 1913 would enter in February. This 
is a mistake. The first examination will be held in 
February and the second examination in April, but no 
medical examination will be held until early in June, 
so that no midshipman of that class will enter until 
June. It is hoped, however, that the entire class may 





be installed by the first of July, in order that all may 
have the full benefit-of three months’ instructions before 
the beginning of the academic term in October. 
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SERVICE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


The long agony of apprehension and expectation for 
the Services is ended this week by the agreement of 
conferees of the two Houses upon appropriation bills 
which their colleagues and perhaps the President can 
accept. It has been a prolonged and stubborn fight in 
which the members of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
promised to be the victims whichever side won. As 
half a loaf is better than no bread, the Navy may 
congratulate itself on getting at least one battleship, 
and the time is not so far away when we shall have a 
new Congress, which may be less ill disposed to the 
Navy and which will at least be free for a time from 
the disturbing influence of an approaching quadrennial 
election. ‘The allowance for one battleship certainly 
permits us to set afloat the latest type of Dreadnought, 
and the bill provides for eighteen lesser vessels, while 
the personnel gains an increase of thirty paymasters and 
4,000 enlisted men, and the Marine Corps has added 
to it thirteen officers and 400 men. The graduates of 
Annapolis are to be congratulated upon their immediate 
transfer to the list of ensigns, and there are amendments 
to éxisting laws which should somewhat improve the 
status of enlisted men. Navy ordnance is to be inproved, 
a werld-wide radio system is provided for, a dental corps 
and a medical reserve corps. Altogether the Navy has 
much occasion to thank Mr. Padgett, of the Naval Com- 
mittee, who has made a good fight on their behalf under 
adverse conditions. Nor should Sulzer, Hobson and 
other good friends of the Navy in the ranks of the House 
majority be forgotten. They have developed a popular 
sentiment for “Uncle Sam’s web feet” which may inure 
to their profit in the future. 

The Army must feel somewhat as does one who has 
been sentenced to death who secures a reprieve. So 
much was threatened against them that they may con- 
sider their position after the passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill as a fortunate one. The strength of 
Cavalry remains unchanged, the General Staff is reduced 
by fifteen officers and an Army reserve is provided for. 
The consolidation of the Q.M., Subsistence and Pay De- 
partments is an experiment which it is to be hoped will 
prove a success, as is the substitution of enlisted men 
for the civilian employees of these departments. The 
other features of the bill speak for themselves. 

All officers below the grade of major who have not 
been actually on duty with companies, batteries or troops 
for two out of the past six years will be ineligible for 
pay. Detached service will include in the Cavalry, In- 
fantry and Field Artillery regimental, squadron and 
battalion staff officers, and in the Coast Artillery all 
staff officers of Coast Artillery districts. Changes will 
be so extensive as probably to necessitate the closing 
of the Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe. The 
wording of the law will class an officer sick at the station 
of his organization or an officer in the hospital from 
wounds as absent on detached service. The provision 
for omitting service as student officer at the Service 
schools in estimating detached service has been left out, 
so that many officers at these schools will have to be 
relicved at once, as will a considerable number of General 
Staff officers. ‘The law is so worded as to make the 
present heads of the supply corps, Pay, Quartermasters 
and Subsistence, permanent officers. The captains in 
the Subsistence Department have all been taken care of 
by immediately making them majors. This jumps them 
over sixty-one captains of Cavalry and 104 captains of 
Infantry who had service prior to their (captains of 
Commissary Department) appointment in the Regular 
Service in 1901. The phraseology concerning the reserve 
is such as to provide for only one class of reserve instead 
of three as proposed. 

President Taft and Secretary Stimson are going over 
the bill carefully, and it is possible that the President 
may veto the bill again, as quite a number of provisions 
were slipped into the conference report at the last 
moment that are not satisfactory to the President. 
Whether these provisions are of such a serious nature 
to warrant the President’s disapproval and thus hold 
Congress in session a day longer is not yet decided.

URGENCY FOR CANAL GOVERNMENT. 


There can be little doubt that President Taft will 
sign the measure providing for a system of government 
for the Panama Canal, even though it does not meet 
with his complete approval. The President’s message 
to Congress on Aug. 20 suggested that a joint resolution 
be passed by Congress providing for an appeal to Amer- 
ican courts by foreign ship owners who may feel 
aggrieved at the discrimination in favor of American 
ships by toll exemption. Such a resolution, the Presi- 
dent believed, would show that Congress does not intend 
to repeal the Hay-Pauncefote treaty or to violate its 
provisions by the canal toll legislation. Even if this 
resolution is not passed by Congress, as it is not likely 
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to be, it is unlikely the President will veto the main 
pill, as it embraces many excellent features, and, the 
chief merit of all, settles matters that need immediate 
adjustment. 

Before the canal is open for ships and before tolls are 
charged the Canal Zone will need a permanent govern- 
ment different from that of the Commission under which 
the construction has proceeded. Hence urgency demands 
that these matters be attended to first. The tolls can 
wait. The first thing to do is to arrange for the govern- 
ment of the canal, and there is not too much time now 
for working out all the details for the control of the 
greatest canal in the world. After that task is finished 
the question of tolls can be taken up with other coun- 
tries. To hold up all the canal government features of 
the bill because the measure does not settle once and for 
all the -~problems of the tolls would be most unwise, as 
it would be making urgency wait upon leisure. 

The provisions for the government of the canal are 
altogether admirable. They place .the control of the 
canal entirely within the jurisdiction of the Executive, 
giving to the President the right not only to appoint 
the Governor of the canal from any class of citizens, but 
also, in the event of war or imminence of war, to substi- 
tute for the civil governor a military governor chosen 
from the Army of the United States, who during the 
continuance of such condition of war danger shall be 
the chief administrator of the government of the canal. 
The measure also empowers the President to acquire by 
treaty with the Republic of Panama additional land that 
may be deemed necessary for the operation or mainte- 
nance of the canal. The existing courts in the Zone 
are authorized to continue in operation until the new 
courts are established. ‘The Commission of Arts may 
report to the President their recommendations regarding 
the artistic character of the structures of the canal. 
The details of the civil government, such as the appoint- 
ing of magistrates, ete., are covered by the bill. 

In fact, scarcely a better measure could be brought 
out of the Congress in the year of a Presidential election 
than that which has been laid before the President and 
which ought to receive his signature. There is nothing 
in the bill that can be conceived as clashing with treaty 
obligations save in the matter of exempting from tolls 
coasting vessels, which discriminates against the foreigner 
only as the present law now does. As we have shown 
this subject can later receive a better balanced and less 
partisan attention than in a year of election excitement, 
there would seem to be little reason for expecting the 
Chief Executive to mark it with his dissent. President 
Taft, having the judicial mind, is well aware of the 
necessity of providing a government first, so that all 
matters pertaining to the operation of the canal shall 
have the highest legal sanction, leaving the details of 
ihe traffic on the canal to subsequent adjustment. The 
anti-trust features of the bill, which are most drastic, 
ure subjected to amendments before they become opera- 
tive. The coming election of November next may set 
some things in a new light before our legislators. 

The fighting between the government and the rebel 
forces in Nicaragua the last few days shows the wisdom 
of this Government in hurrying a battalion of marines 
from the Canal Zone to Managua to reinforce the blue- 
jackets already on the ground. When they arrived the 
joy of the natives, as well as of the foreign residents, 
fully justified the actions of the War Department and 
made ridiculous such criticisms as those of Senator 
Bacon, to which reference is made elsewhere in this 
issue. At the same time come sinister reports of whole- 
sale assassinations in China by orders of President 
Yuan-Shih-Kai. Here, too, President Taft has come 
in for criticism for keeping the American troops on guard 
for railway protection, but again his action has been 
approved by the march of events. The Chief Executive 
of the nation in Washington with his manifold sources 
of information may be expected to have far better 
knowledge of the actual condition of affairs in a seething 
country like China than the Man in the Street, or even 
a United States Senator, and the country has no reason 
to be alarmed by his maintenance of a few hundred 
American soldiers in a country where the rebels of to-day 
are the recognized government of to-morrow. That 
Senator Bacon’s idea of keeping American troops out of 
such a country as China or Nicaragua till Congress 
consents is fantastic in the extreme the present events 
in’ the latter republic bear ample testimony. The revolu- 
tion broke like one of the sudden rainstorms of that 
country. There had been hardly any premonitory 
rumblings. ‘That is the way of those revolutions. The 
five days required to get Congress together might have 
been just enough of delay to prevent reinforcements from 
arriving in time to protect the inhabitants. And it 
must be observed that, even if there were many signifi- 
cant signs of an impending revolution, it would be 
manifestly improper for the U.S. Congress to assemble 
especially for the purpose of discussing what it should 
do in the event of a rebellion that might never develop. 
Very properly the republic in question might protest 
against the impudence of the United States in assuming 
that the existing government was about to be overthrown 
or even attacked. So that with Senator Bacon’s pro- 
posal of not sending troops where Americans are en- 
dangered till Congress gave authority this country’s last 
condition would be worse than the first. Whatever the 
justice of Senator Bacon’s contentions, it is pointed 
out in the ease of Nicaragua that in 1909 Zelaya, then 
President of Nicaragua, was hostile toward the United 
States, was opposed to the entry of Americar troops 
and the government did not consent to it. In the present 
instance, however, President Diaz and the government 








authorities have admitted their inability to protect 
Americans and other foreigners, and in reality have 
requested American aid for this purpose. 

Since his return to the Department after his recent 
illness Secretary Meyer has been giving considerable time 
to the assignment sheet. The assignment of captains 
and rear admirals under the new policy of the Depart- 
suent is made by the Secretary on the advice and recom- 
mendation of the Aids for Operations, Material, Personnel 
and for Inspection, meeting in council. Mr. Meyer re- 
gards this as one of the most important duties of the 
aids. Officers of a lower rank than captain are still 
assigned by the Bureau of Navigation. In the new 
scheme all commandants of the larger navy yards will 
have at least three or four years’ service at such sta- 
tions, and the officers now on duty at these places will 
not be relieved until they have completed at least a 
three years’ tour of duty. Most of them will be at their 
present posts four years before they are relieved. Of 
course this assumes that Mr. Meyer’s successors will 
follow out the policy that he has adopted. A compre- 
hensive scheme of assignments of officers of grades of 
captain and rear admiral has been worked out as far 
in the future as 1925, subject to changes resulting from 
deaths, retirements before sixty-two years of age and 
other circumstances. But for these the assignment sheet 
in its present form would show the station and the com- 
mand of every officer up to 1925. One of the most 
striking features of the plan of assignment is that it 
places in command of the large fleets and divisions com- 
paratively young flag officers who are now serving afloat. 
After duty in these important commands they are 
scheduled to be ordered to the General Board and other 
important shore stations, where their experience at sea 
will do much in assuring efficient co-operation with the 
fleet. In about six years, according to the assignment 
sheet, there will be ashore at all times: at least twelve 
officers who have been in command of a division or fleet 
at sea. This will give available for war a large reserve 
list of captains and admirals with the necessary experi- 
ence in divisional and fleet command. In the past officers 
have searcely ever been placed in command of a fleet 
until just previous to retirement, so that those in condi- 
tion for actual war service have had no experience as 
commanding officers. The officers now being commissioned 
as captains will have eight or nine years in that grade, 
during which they will serve at least two cruises of two 
years each. As far as possible the assignment sheet 
is so arranged as to give these young captains important 
commands. 
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Before the battle practice, probably on Sept. 3, some 
of the naval vessels will engage in experimental practice, 
using as a target the San Marcos, on which have been 
erected masts with cages exact reproduction of the 
upper works of a man-of-war. Shells are to be fired 
so that they will explode in the cages to determine just 
what the effect on cages and masts the firing of a broad- 
side will have. The entire upper works of the San 
Marcos, which now rests on th» ground, will be sub- 
jected to a severe fire from the battleships to be selected. 
A number of the Atlantic Fleet now in the yard will be 
unable to participate in the battle practice of Sept. 5. 
The New York, Michigan, North Dakota, South Carolina, 
Minnesota, Idaho, Georgia and possibly the Vermont 
and Virginia will conduct their practice in November 
before they go into the grand review at New York, in 
which it is expected that practically all of the ships 
in the Atlantic Fleet will be in condition to participate. 
Orders have been issued to Lieut. Comdr. Thomas T. 
Craven, U.S.N., Director of Target Practice, to join 
the fleet on Sept. 3, going after witnessing the practice 
to the torpedo flotilla and accompanying it to the 
Southern Drill Grounds to witness its gun practice. 
Lieut. Donald C. Bingham, U.S.N., and Lieut. Husband 
E. Kimmel, U.S.N., Assistant Directors of Target Prac- 
tice, go to Provincetown to join the destroyers on Sept. 
5, when they begin their torpedo practice. According 
to a telegram received at the Navy Department on Aug. 
21 the fleet in the Asiatic waters have completed their 
elementary target practice. The destroyers on the west 
coast have completed their torpedo practice. The Mary- 
land, on account of its trip to Japan, and the Colorado, 
which has been ordered to Central America, will not hold 
target practice this year. 








The battleship provided by the Naval Appropriation 
bill, the Pennsylvania, will not only be the most heavily 
armored and armed battleship, but will be the fleetest 
ship of her class. While the Navy Department does 
not intend to adopt the battleship cruiser idea of 
sacrificing armor to speed, the tentative plan will call 
for a faster ship than any of the heavily armored super- 
Dreadnoughts. It is possible that a speed of twenty-five 
knots per hour may be attained by increase in length 
and draft over those of battleships now under construc- 
tion. The Pennsylvania will be, according to the an- 
nouncement of the Secretary, 630 feet in length, or 
fifty-five feet longer than the Oklahoma and Arizona, 
the largest ships now building, with little, if any, 
increase in beam. With greater draft the new vessel 
will have more room for machinery to develop increased 
power, and thus greater speed. Her armor plate, it is 
understood, will not be thicker than that of the Okla- 
homa and Arizona, but the 16-inch plate will extend 
over a larger proportion of her hull. She will also have 
additional protection below the water line, but there 
will be nothing like the increase in the weight of the 
armor plate carried that would be called for if the plans 
of the Oklahoma class were followed, increased speed 


being obtained without sacrificing the supremacy of the 
American Navy in the strength of its armor. The beam 
of the Oklahoma is 95 feet 25-8 inches, and it is not 
thought to be safe to build a ship with a beam much 
in excess of 100 feet, because of the limitations of the 
Panama Canal. With the width of the Panama locks 
110 feet it would scarcely be safe to attempt to navigate - 
a ship of a greater breadth of beam than 100 feet 
through the waterway. Even if the Navy Department 
should desire to increase the beam of the Pennsylvania, 
it could not add five feet to the plans of the Oklahoma. : 
There are only three docks in existence that would be 
able to take care of the Pennsylvania. They are No. 4 
at. New York, No. 3 at Norfolk, and No. 2 at Puget 
Sound. The Pearl Harbor dock, which will be the first 
1,000-foot dock, will probably be completed as soon as 
the Pennsylvania, which will give the Navy Department 
four docks for the new ship. 
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Although not all the orders have been issued making 
the changes in the assignment of the general officers, , 
mentioned in our last issue, the changes will be made, 
it is expected, within a week. Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, will have the same status 
as President of the War College that the late Major 
yeneral Corbin had when he was commander of the 
troops in the Philippines. He will retain the title of 
Chief of Ordnance, although the Acting Chief of Ord- 
nance will discharge all of the duties of that position 
as if he was regularly appointed Chief of Ordnance. 
The transfer of Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills to the head of 
the Division of Militia Affairs will be made as soon as 
Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans returns from his trip to the 
Pacific coast. General Evans, as already stated, suc- 
ceeds Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon in command of 
the Department of the Gulf. General Wotherspoon, 
when promoted to major general, will succeed on the 
General Staff Major Gen. William H. Carter, who, ac- 
cording to previous announcement, becomes commander 
of the Central Division. Under orders of Aug. 19 
Major Gen. Thomas Barry, upon being relieved at West 
Point by Col. C. P. Townsley, will assume the command 
of the Eastern Division, temporarily held by Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, who remains in command of the De- 
partment of the East. The original plan of assigning 
Col. Henry O. S. Heistand, A.G. Dept., to the Central 
Division to succeed Col. William A. Simpson, has been 
changed. Colonel Heistand succeeds Col. Henry P. 
McCain as Assistant A.G. Colonel Simpson goes to the 
Eastern Division, as previously announced.

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Chairman Padgett, of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
has demonstrated that he is equal to the task of presid- 
ing over this important committee of the House. No 
chairman has ever been confronted with a more difficult 
situation than was Mr. Padgett at the opening of the 
session. ‘The Democratic leaders of the House had 
agreed upon an economy program which not only ex- 
cluded battleships from the Navy Appropriation bill, 
but made the allowance for the Navy so small that it 
would have been seriously crippled in other respects. 
After carefully canvassing the sentiment of the House 
Mr. Padgett announced his intention of supporting a 
one-battleship program. He did not do this with the 
blare of the trumpet or announce his policy in a way 
that offended the leaders of the House and his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues who were advocating an economy 
program which seriously threatened the efficiency of the 
Navy. He simply took the stand for the one-battleship 
program, and through five caucuses worked quietly but 
effectively with this end in view. On the floor of the 
House he was ever ready to defend his position when 
attacked either by Democrats or Republicans. Eventually 
he won, and while the failure of the Democrats to keep 
up the two-battleship policy is a disappointment to the 
advocates of an adequate Navy, it was generally recog- 
nized that Chairman Padgett handled the situation with 
a display of ability that places him among the leaders 
of the House. 
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The bill (H.R. 16571) to give effect to the convention ' 
for the protection of fur seals and sea otter in the North 
Pacific suspends their killing for five years, except the 
killing at the VPrililof Islands of male seals needed to, 
supply the natives with food, clothing and boat skins. 
From 1917 to 1926, inclusive, 5,000 of the most perfect 
seals are to be reserved annually for breeding. The 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor is given authority to 
carry out the other requirements of the international 
convention of July 9, 1911. The passage of the biil 
was delayed by a difference between the Senate and 
House as to the length of the closed season.

With the passage of the General Deficiency bill, which 
will probably become a law not later than Aug. 24, the’ 
Pay Department will take immediate steps to pay the 
amount due the enlisted men for June. The money for 
this is all in the hands of the paymasters of the Army, 
and they will be advised by wire to begin paying the 
June pay. Until the Deficiency bill is signed by the Presi- 
dent the department is not authorized to make the dis- 
bursement.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill as finally agreed upon 
by the conferees of the two Houses Aug. 22 carries 
$89,133,403.16, which is $3,454,382.81 less than the 
appropriation of last year. As passed by the Senate the 
appropriation was $94,128,380.98, but this was reduced 
in conference $4,994,977.72. The reorganization features 
of the bill are as follows: 


REORGANIZATION FEATUBES AS ADOPTED. 


Sec. 2. That, for the purpose of utilizing as an auxiliary to 
the Army Keserve hereinafter provided for the services of men 
who have had experience and training in the Regular Army, in 
time of war or when war is imminent, and after the President 
shall, by proclamation, have called upon honorably discharged 
soldiers of the Re r Army to present themselves for re-en- 
listment therein within a specified period, subject to such con- 
ditions as may be prescribed in said proclamation, any person 
who shall have been —. honorably from said Army, with 
character reported as at least good, and who having been 
found physically qualified for the duties of a soldier, if not 
over forty-five years of age, shall re-enlist in the line of said 
Army or in the Signal or Hospital Corps thereof within the 
period that shall be specified in said proclamation, shall receive 
on so re-enlisting a bounty which shall be computed at the rate 
of $8 for each month for the first year of the period that shall 
have elapsed since his last discharge from the Regular Army and 
the date of his re-enlistment therein under the terms of said 
proclamation; at the rate of $6 per month for the second year of 
such period; at the rate of $4 per month for the third year of 
such period; and at the rate of $2 per month for any subse- 
quent year of such period, but no bounty in excess of $300 
shall be paid to any person under the terms of this act. 

And that on and after Nov. 1, 1912, all enlistments in the 
Regular Army shall be for the term of seven years, the first four 
years in the service with the organizations of which those enlist- 
ing shall form a part, and, except as otherwise provided herein, 
the last three years on furlough and attached to the Army Re- 
serve hereinafter provided for: Provided, That at the expira- 
tion of four years’ continuous service with such organizations, 
either under a first or any subssquent enlistment, any soldier 
may be re-enlisted for another period of seven years, as above 
provided for, in which event he shall receive his final discharge 
from nis prior enlistment: Provided further, That any enlisted 
man, at the expiration of three years’ continuous service with 
such organizations, either under a first or any subsequent 
enlistment, upon his written application, may be furloughed and 
transferred to the Army Reserve, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, in which event he shall not be entitled to re- 
enlist in the service until the expiration of his term of seven 
years: Provided further, That for all enlistments hereafter ac- 
complished under the provisions of this act, four years shall be 
counted as an enlistment period in computing continuous-service 
pay: Provided further, That hereafter the Army Reserve shall 
consist of all enlisted men who, after having served not less than 
four years with the organizations of which they form a part, 
shall receive furloughs without pay or allowances until the ex- 
piration of their terms of enlistment, together with transportation 
in kind and subsistence as provided for by this act in the case 
of discharged soldiers, bui when any soldier is furloughed to 
the reserve his accounts shall be closed and he shall be paid in 
full to the date such furlough becomes effective: Provided 
further, That any enlisted man, subject to good conduct and 
physical fitness for dutv. upon his written application to that 
effect, shall have the right of remaining with the organization 
to which he belongs until the completion of his whole enlist- 
ment, without passing into the reserve: Provided further, That 
except upon re-enlistment after four years’ service or as now 
otherwise provided for by law, no enlisted man shall receive 
a final discharge until the expiration of his seven-year term of 
enlistment, including his term of service in the Army Reserve, 
but any such enlisted man may be re-enlisted for a further 
term of seven years under the same conditions in the Army at 
large, or, in the discretion of the Secretary of War, for a term 
of three years in the Army Reserve; and any person who may 
have been discharged honorably from the Regular Army, with 
character reported as at least good, and who has been found 
physically qualified for the duties of a soldier, if not over forty- 
five years of age, may be enlisted in the Army Reserve for a 
similar term of three years: And provided further, That in the 
event of actual or threatened hostilities the President, when so 
authorized by Congress, may summon all furloughed soldiers 
who belong to the Army Reserve to rejoin their respective or- 
ganizations, and during the continuance of their service with 
such organizations they shall receive the pay and allowances 
authorized by law for soldiers serving therein, and any enlisted 
man who shall have re-enlisted in the Army Reserve shall re- 
ceive during such service the additional pay now provided by 
law for the soldiers of his arm of the service in their second 
enlistment period. Upon reporting for duty, and being found 
physically Rt for service, they shall receive a sum equal to 

5 per month for each month during which they shall have 
belonged to the reserve, as well as the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and subsistence from their homes to the places at which 
they may be ordered to report for duty under such summons. 

Sec. 8. That the office establishments of the Quartermaster 
General, the Commissary General and the Paymaster General 
of the Army are hereby consolidated and shall hereafter consti- 
tute a single bureau of the War Department, which shall 
known as the Quartermaster Corps, and of which the Chief of 
the Quartermaster Corps created by this Act shall be the head. 
The Quartermaster’s, ‘Geieitene and Pay Departments of the 
Army are hereby consolidated into and shall hereafter be known 
as the Quartermaster Corps of the Army. The officers of said 
departments shall hereafter be known as officers of said corps 
and by the titles of the rank held by them therein, and, except 
as hereinafter specifically provided to the contrary, the provisions 
of Sections 26 and 27 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 
1901, entitled, “An Act to increase the efficiency of the perma- 
nent military establishment of the United States,” are hereby 
extended so as to apply to the Quartermaster Corps in the man- 


ner and to the extent to which they now apply to the Quarter- 
master’s, Subsistence and Pay Departments, and the provision of 
said sections of said Act relative to chiefs of staff corps and 


departments shall, so far as they are applicable, apply to all 
offices and officers of the Quartermaster Corps with rank above 
that of colonel. The officers now holding commissions as officers 
of the said departments shall hereafter have the same tenure of 
commission in the Quartermaster Corps, and as officers of said 
co shall have rank of the same grades and dates as that now 
held by them, and, for the purpose of filling vacancies among 
them, shall constitute one list, on which they shall be arranged 
according to rank. So long as any officers shall remain on said 
list any vacancy poring | therein shall be filled, if possible, 
from among such officers, by selection if the vacancy occurs in 
a grade above that of colonel, and, if the vacancy occurs in a 
grade not above that of colonel, by the promotion of an officer 
who would have been entitled to promotion to that particular 
vacancy if the consolidation of departments hereby prescribed 
had never occurred. Provided, That on and after the first day 
of January, 1917, any vacancies occurring among officers of 
the Quartermaster Corps with rank above that of colonel may, 
in the discretion of the President, be filled by selection from 
among officers who shall have served by detail in said corps for 
not less than four years: Provided further, That not to exceed 
six officers holding commissions with the rank of captain in the 
Quariermaster Corps and who have lost in relative rank through 
irregularities of promotion and the operation of separate promo- 
tion within the three departments hereby consolidated, may, in 
the discretion of the President and subject to examination for 
promotion as prescribed by law, be advanced to the grade of 
major in the Quartermaster Corps, and any officer who shall 
be advanced to said grade under the terms of this proviso shall 
be temporarily an additional officer of said grade but only until 
a@ vacancv shall occur for him on the list of officers of said 
grade as hereafter limited; and no officer shall be detailed to fill 
any vacancy on the list of majors of the Quartermaster Corps 
until after all additional officers authorized by the proviso shall 
have been absorbed. The non-commissioned officers now known 
as st quartermaster sergeants and post commissary sergeanis 
shall hereafter be known as quartermaster sergeants; the Army 
paymaster’s clerks shall be known as pay clerks, and each of 
said non-commissioned officers and pay clerks shall continue to 
have the pay, allowances, rights and privileges now allowed him 
by law: Provided further, at no details to fill vacancies in 
the grade of colonel in the Quartermaster Corps shall be made 
until the number of officers of that grade shall have been re- 
dueed by three, and thereafter the number of officers in that 
shall not exeeed twelve; and no details to fill vacancies 

the grade of lieutenant colonel in the Quartermaster Corps 
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shall be made until the number of officers of that grade shall 
have been reduced three, and thereafter the number of 
officers of that grade shall not exceed eighteen; and that no 
details to fill vacancies in the grade of major in the Quarter- 
master Corps shall be made until the number of officers of that 
grade shall have been reduced by 9, and thereafter the number 
of officers in said grade shall not exceed 48; ana no details 
to fill vacancies in the grade of captain in the artermaster 
o—_ shall ve made until after the number of officers of that 
er: shall be reduced by 29, and thereafter the number of 
officers of said grade shall not exceed 102; and whenever the 
separation of a line officer of any grade and arm from the 
Quartermaster Corps shall create therein a vacancy that, under 
the terms of this proviso, cannot be filied by detail such separa- 
tion shall operate to make a permanent reduction of one in the 
total number of officers of said grade and arm in the line of the 
Army as soon as such reduction can be made without depriving 
ahy officer of his commission: Provided further, That whenever 
the Secretary of War shall decide that it is necessary and 
practicable, regimental, battalion and squadron quartermasters 
and commissaries shall be required to perform any duties that 
junior officers of the Quartermaster Corps may. properly be re- 
quired to perform, and regimental and battalion quartermaster 
and commissary sergeants shall be required to perform any 
duties that non-commissioned officers or pay clerks of the Quar- 
termaster Corps may properly be required to perform; but such 
regimental, battalion and squadron quartermasters and commis- 
saries shall not be required to receipt for any money or property 
which does not pertain to their respective regiments, battalions, 
or squadrons, and they shall not be separated from the organiza- 
tion to which they belong: Provided further, That such duty or 
duties as are now required by law to be performed by any offi- 
cer or officers of the Quartermaster’s, Subsistence or Pay De- 
partments, shall hereafter be performed by such officer or officers 
of the Quartermaster Corps as the Secretary of War may desig- 
nate for the purpose: Provided further, That there shall be a 
Chief of the Quartermaster Corps, who shall have the rank of 
major general while so serving, and who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, from among the officers of said corps and in accordance 
with the seqnivemants of Section 26 of the Act of Congress 
sunreces Feb. 2, 1901, hereinbefore cited: Provided further, 
That when the first vacancy in the grade of brigadier general 
in the Quartermaster Corps, except a vacancy caused by the 
expiration of a limited term of appointment, shall hereafter 
oécur that vacancy shall not be filled, but the office in which the 
vacancy occurs shall immediately cease and determine: Pro- 
vided further, That the Quartermaster Corps shall be subject 
to the supervision of the Chief of Staff to the extent the de- 
partments hereby consolidated into said corps have heretofore 
been subject to such supervision under the terms of the existing 
law: And provided further, That for the purpose of carrying 
into emect the provisions of this section the President is hereby 
authorized to appoint, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, the Chief of the Quartermaster Corps herein pro- 
vided for immediately upon the passage of this act, and it shall 
be the asty of the said chief, under the direction of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War, to put into effect the provisions 
of this section not less than sixty davs after the passage of 
this act. 

Sec. 4. That as soon as practicable after the creation of a 
Quartermaster Corps in the Army not to exceed four thousand 
civilian employees of tnat corps, receiving a monthly compensa- 
tion of not less than $30 nor more than $175 each, not in- 
cluding civil engineers, superintendents of construction, in- 
spectors of clothing, clothing examiners, inspectors of supplies, 
inspectors of animals, chemists, veterinarians, freight a pas- 
senger rate clerks, civil service employees and employees of the 
classified service, employees of the Army transport service and 
harbor boat service, and such other employees as may be re- 
quired for technical work, shall be replaced permanently by 
not to exceed an equat number of enlisted men of said corps, 
and all enlisted men of the line of the Army detailed on extra 
duty in the Quartermaster Corps or as bakers or assistant bakers 
shall be replaced permanently by not to exceed two thousand 
enlisted men of said corps; and for the purposes of this Act 
the enlistment in the military service of not to exceed six thou- 
sand men, who shall. be attached permanently to the Quarter- 
master Corps and who shall not be counted as a part of the 
enlisted force provided by law, is hereby authorized: Provided, 
That the enlisted force of the Quartermaster Corps shall con- 
sist of not to exceed fifteen master electricians, six hundred 
sergeants (first class), one thousand and five sergeants, six hun- 
dred and fifty corporals, two thousand five hundred privates 
(first class), one thousand one hundred and ninety privates, 
and forty-five cooks, all of whom shall receive the same pay 
and allowances as enlisted men of corresponding grades in the 
Signal Corps of the Army, and shall be assigned to such duties 
pertaining to the Quartermaster Corps as the Secretary of War 
may prescribe: Provided further, That the Secretary of War 
may fix the limits of age within which civilian employees who 
are actually employed by the Government when this Act takes 
effect and who are to be replaced by enlisted men under the 
terms of this Act may enlist in the Quartermaster Corps: Pro- 
vided further, That nothing in this section shall be held or 
construed so as to prevent the employment of the class of civilian 
employees excepted from the provisions of this Act or the con- 
tinued employment of civilians included in the Act antil such 
later employees have been replaced by enlisted men of the Quar- 
termaster Corps. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter the General Staff Corps shall consist 
of two general officers, one of whom shall be the Chief of Staff, 
four colonels, six lieutenant colonels, twelve majors, and twelve 
captains or first lieutenants, all of whom shall be detailed from 
the Army at large in the manner and for the periods prescribed 
by law: Provided, That hereafter, except as otherwise provided 
herein, when any officer shall under the provisions of Section 
26 of the Act of Congress approved Feb. 2, 1901, be appointed 
to an office with rank above that of colonel, his appointment 
to said office and his acceptance of the appointment shall create 
@ vacancy in the arm, staff corps, or staff department from 
which he shail be appointed, and said vacancy shall be filled in 
the manner prescribed wv existing law, but he shall retain in 
said arm, staff corps, or staff department, the same relative 
position that he would have held if he had not been appointed 
to said office, and he shall return to said relative position upon 
the expiration of his appointment to said office unless he shall 
be reappointed thereto; and if under the operation of this 
proviso the number of officers of any Reetonns grade in any 
arm, staff corps, or staff department, shall at any time exceed 
the number authorized by law, no vacancy occurring in said 
grades shall be filled until after the total number of officers 
therein shall have been reduced below the number authorized by 
law; but nothing in this proviso shall be held to apply in the 
case of any officer who now holds a four-year appointment to 
an office with rank above that of colonel and whose return to the 
relative position that he would have held if he had not been 
appointed to said office is not possible under existing law. 

Sec. 6. That hereafter the service of a cadet who may here- 
after be appointed to the United States Military Academy or to 
the Naval Academy shall not be counted in computing for any 
purpose the length of service of any officer of the Army. 

Sec. 7. That the appropriations herein provided for the several 
departments consolidated under this Act shall be available for 
the consolidated corps herein created. 

Sec. 8. That nothing in this Act shall be held or construed 
so as to separate any officer from the Army or to diminish the 
rank now held by. him, and that all laws and parts of laws, so 
far as they are inconsistent with the terms of this Act, be, and 
they are hereby, repealed. 


The details of the routine appropriations were given 
some months ago from the Treasury estimates, and the 
chapars made since then have been noted from time 
o time. 

The Signal Corps gets finally $375,000, “of which 
$100,000 is to be used for the purchase, maintenance, 
operation and repair of airships and other aerial 
machines.” Under “Pay” is the following: 


Provided, That hereafter in time of peace whenever any 
officer holding a permanent commission in the line of the Army 
with rank below that of major shall not’ have been actually 
present for duty for at least two of the last preceding six years 
with a troop, battery, or company, of that branch of the Army 
in which he shall hold said commission, such officer shall not 
be detached nor permitted to remain detached from such troop, 
battery, or company, for — of any kind; and all pay and 
allowances shall be forfeited by any superior for any period 
during which, by his order, or his permission, or by reason of 
his failure or neglect to issue or cause to be issued the proper 
order or instructions at the proper time, any officer shall be 
detached or permitted to remain detached in violation of an 
of the terms of this proviso; but nothing in this proviso shall 
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be held to apply in the case. of any officer for such period as 
shall be actually necessary for him, after having been relieved 
from detached service, to join the troop, battery, or company to 
which he shall belong in that branch in wnich he shall hold 
permanent commission, nor ‘shall anything in this proviso be 
held to apply to the detachment or detail of officers for duty 
in the Judge Advocate General’s Department or in the Ord. 
nance Department, or in connection with the construction of 
the Panama Canal until after such canal shall have been for. 
mally opened, or in the Philippine Constabulary until Jan. 1, 
1914, or to any officer detailed, or who may be hereafter de. 
tailed, for aviation duty. And hereafter no officer holding a 
permanent commission in the Army with rank below that of 
major shall be detailed as assistant to the Chief of the Bureay 
of Insular Affairs with rank of colonel, or as commanding 
officer of the Porto Rico Regiment of Infantry, or as chief or 
assistant chief (director or assistant director) of the Philip- 
pine Constabulary, and no other officers of the Army shall 
ereafter be detailed for duty with the said Constabulary ex. 
cépt as specifically provided by law; that no officer or enlisted 
man in active service, who shall be absent from duty on ac. 
count of disease resulting from his own intemperate use of 
drugs or alcoholic liquors, or other misconduct, shall receive 
pay for the period of such absence from any part of the ap- 
propriation in this act for the pay of officers or enlisted men, 
the time so absent and the cause thereof to be ascértained 
under such procedure and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of War. 


The Hospital Corps gets an increase of eight clerks 
and five messengers over the number in the House bill. 
With reference to retired enlisted men it is— 

Provided, That in computing length of service for retire- 
ment credit for double time for foreign service shall not be 
given to those who hereafter enlist; and provided further, 
That nothing in this provision shall be so construed as to 
forfeit credit for double time already accrued. 


The Superintendent of the Nurse Corps is to receive 
allowances for quarters, subsistence and medical care. 
The age limit for the retirement of Army paymaster’s 
clerks is to be the same as for the retirement of com- 
missioned officers of the Army. It is 

Provided, That hereafter when an enlisted man is discharged 
from the Service, except by way of punishment for an offense, 
he shall be entitled to transportation in kind and subsistence 
from the place of his discharge to the place of his enlistment, 
or to such other place within the continental limits of the 
United States as he may select, to which the distance is no 
greater than from the place of discharge to place of enlist- 
ment; but if the distance be greater he may be furnished with 
transportation in kind and subsist for a dist equal to 
that from place of discharge to place of enlistment, or, in lieu 
of such transportation and subsistence, he shall, if he so elects, 
receive two cents a mile, except for sea travel, from the place 
of his discharge to the place of his enlistment. 

Provided, That hereafter the laws allowing increase of pay 
to officers and enlisted men for foreign service shall not apply 
to service in the Canal Zone, Panama, Hawaii or Porto Rico. 

Appropriation is made for the monthly payments 
authorized by Congress to the widows of Drs. James 
Carroll and Jesse W. Lazear, and to John R. Kissingcr, 
late of the Hospital Corps, 

Provided, That Sec. 3620, Revised Statutes, as amended by 
the Act of Congress approved Feb. 27, 1877, shall not be con- 
strued as precluding Army paymasters from drawing checks in 
favor of gota or institution designated by endorsement made 
on monthly pay account by any officer of the Army, if the pay 
account has been deposited for payment on maturity in con- 
formity with such regulations as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe: Provided further, That payment by the United 
States of & check on the endorsement of the endorsee specified 
on the pay account shall be a full acquittance for the amount 
due on the pay account, 

The following provision for the Organized Militia is 
made: “There is hereby made available and the same 
shall remain available until the end of the fiscal year 
1913, the unexpended balances of any appropriations 
heretofore made for dummy guns and mortars; mounts 
for dummy guns and mortars; dummy ammunition; 
loading appliances; range and position finding equip- 
ment; aiming and laying devices; subcaliber tubes and 
mountings therefor; labor and material necessary to 
instal dummy guns and mortars; and to provide 
appliances and devices for instructional purposes in 
armory buildings provided by states for Coast Artillery 
companies of the Organized Militia.” 

It is provided that hereafter the provisions of Sec. 5, 
Act of June 30, 1906, shall not be construed to apply 
to the Subsistence Department. It is provided— 


That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, authorized, 
in his discretion, to sell and convey to the state of Texas, on 
on before July 1, 1913, for the purposes of a state tuberculosis 
sanitorium, the military reservation of Fort Clark, Texas, or 
such portion of it as in the judgment of the Secretary of War 
may be sold, at a price to be fixed by a board of three ap- 
praisers, one of whom shall be designated by the Secretary 
of War, one by the Governor of Texas, and the third to be 
agreed upon by the two appraisers first designated; And pro- 
vided further, That no part of the appropriations contained 
in this act shall be expended for permanent improvements at 
any Army post which has been abandoned, or which may be 
ordered abandoned by the President of the United States, 
$1,700,000; Provided that of the sum herein appropriated not 
exceeding $10,000 may be expended for construction of a build- 
ing for instruction purposes for the post of Fort Leavenworth, 

as, 


Under the appropriation of $925,350 for “roads, walks, 
wharves and drainage’ appears the following: 

Provided, Tnat $25,750 of the amount herein appropriated 
may be expended for the purchase of lands necessary and suit- 
able for a target range for Vancouver Barracks, ash.; Pro- 
vided further, That $22,000 of the amount herein appropriated 
may be expended to macadamize the roadway upon the govern- 
ment property between the U.S. Government experimental farm 
and the Arlington National Cemetery, in the county of Alex- 
andria, Va.; Provided further, That $44,000 of the amount 
herein appropriated may be used for constructing a public 
road from a point near the southern end of the new Highway 
Bridge across the Potomac River to a convenient point on or 
near the southern boundary line of the Arlington ervation, 
and, following said boundary line, as near as practicable, to 
the old country road, which passes centrally through the 
Arlington Reservation; thence along said road, improving and 
repairing it, to the northern boundary of the reservation; and 
that tne Secretary of War is hereby authorized and directed 
to purchase or acquire by condemnation such piece or parcel 
of land as may be necessary for the construction of said road 
from the new Highway Bridge to the Arlington Reservation, 
said piece or parcel of land not to exceed four acres; Provided 
further, That $3,600 of the sum herein appropriated may be 
used for completing the macadamizing of the road between the 
city of Vancouver and the barracks at Vancouver Military 
Post; Provided further, That $30,000 of the amount herein 
appropriated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, may be 
used for draining and filling swamps within the government 
reservation on Constitution Island, U.S. Military Academy, 
West Point, N.Y.; And provided further, That $50,000 dollars 
of the amount herein appropriated, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, may be used for filling in the ponds and lowlands 
of the Fort Taylor Military Reservation at Key West, Fla. 

Provided, That not exceeding $1,000 of the sum herein appro- 
priated, together with the unexpended balance, which is hereby 
reappropriated, of the appropriation in the Army Appropriation 
Act approved March 3, 1911, for the improvement oF the Crow 
Creek or Fort D. A. Russell Target and Maneuver Reservation, 
Wyo., may be expended by the Secretary of War, in his dis- 
cretion, in the acquirement by purchase or condemnation pro- 
ceedings of certain tracts of land required for the maneuvering 
of troops and other military purposes lying within the limits 
of the aforesaid reservation. 

For the construction, repair, and maintenance of military 
and post roads, bridges, and trails in the District of Alaska, 
to be expended under the direction of the board of road com- 
missioners described in Section 2 of an act approved Jan. 27, 
1905, as amended, and to be expended contormanty to the 
provisions of said act as amended, $125,000. 

For settlement of claims for damages to and loss of 
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Secretary of War is authorized to consider, ascertain, adjust, 
and determine the amounts due on all claims for damages to 
and loss of private property when the amount of the claim does 
not ex the sum of $1,000, occasioned by heavy gun fire 
and target practice of troops, and for damages to vessels, 
wharves, and other private property, found to be due to 
maneuvers or other military operations for which the Govern- 
ment is responsible, and report the amounts so ascertained and 
determined to be due the claimants to Congress at each session 
thereof —— the Treasury Department for payment as legal 
claims out of appropriations that may be made by Congress 
therefor. ; 

For the payment of claims of Indians and other claimants 
for the value of improvements made by them upon lands subse- 
quently included in the Fort William H. Seward Military 
Reservation, $2,384. 

For reimbursement to one officer and certain enlisted men 
of the Army the money value of clothing worn out by them in 
the summer of 1910 while fighting forest fires in the Northwest, 
$15,862.08. 

Provision is made for the compensation of, civilian 
lecturers at the Engineer School, Washington, and the 
payment of tuition fees of student officers at civil 
technical institutions. The D. is. to be reimbursed 


for its loss of articles loaned to the Post-Office Depart- , 


ment. For national trophy and medals for rifle contests 
$10,000 is allowed; $150,000 for automatic rifles; for 
field artillery for Organized Militia, $1,000,000; for 
reserve ammunition for it. $100,000. The “Belvoir” or 
“White House” tract of 1,500 acres in Virginia is trans- 
ferred to the War Department.

THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The Senate on Aug. 15 passed S. 7267, “That the age 
limit for admission to the Pay Corps of the U.S. Navy 
be, and it is hereby, waived for one year in the case of 
Evan Urner Rinehart in consideration of his previous 
naval service.’ Mr. Smith explained: “The bill is to 
extend the age limit in the case of a young man who 
has served in the Navy for six years, and has been 
disabled on account of his hearing. The Department 
wants to put him in a position where he can be appointed 
in the Pay Corps, and the limit is only a year from 
last February.” 

The Senate on Aug. 15 passed S. 7461, construing 


the provisions of Section 8 of the act entitled “An act 
to improve the efficiency of the personnel of the Revenue 
Cutter Service,” approved April 16, 1908. The bill 
proposes that in computing the length of service which 
shall entitle a warrant or petty officer to longevity pay 
under the eighth section of the act approved April 16, 
1908, entitled, “An act to improve the efficiency of the 
personnel of the Revenue Cutter Service,” all service 
rendered under the official designation of “pilot” in the 
Revenue Cutter Service shall be included. 


The Senate on Aug. 15 passed without amendment 
H.R. 24026, to incorporate the Naval History Society. 

The Senate on Aug. 15 passed H.R. 13566, for the 
relief of soldiers and sailors who enlisted or served under 
assumed names, while minors or otherwise, in the Army 
or Navy of the United States during any war with any 
foreign nation or people. It authorizes the Secreturies 
of War and Navy to issue certificates of discharge or 
orders of acceptance of resignation, upon application and 
proof of identity, in the true name of such persons as 
enlisted or served under assumed names, while minors 
or otherwise, in the Army or Navy during any war 
between the United States and any other nation or people 
and were honorably discharged therefrom. 


The Senate has passed S. 1774, to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to erect a suitable monument over 
the remains of Rear Admiral Charles Wilkes, U.S.N., 
in the National Cemetery at Arlington, Va. 

Favorable report was made in the Senate Aug. 15 on 
S. 7288, to authorize the transfer of Ist Lieut. Sydney 
Smith from the retired to the active list; also on S. 
6166, for protection of national military parks. 

The Senate on Aug. 19 passed S. Res. 160, “Resolved, 
That the Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate 
or a sub-committee thereof, be instructed to make full 
investigation of the condition and affairs of the branch 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers at Santa 
Monica, Cal., and particularly to determine the nature 
of the treatment given at such home to the members 
thereof; and to report the facts and their findings to 
the Senate. * * *” 

The Senate on Aug. 20 concurred in the House amend- 
ments of S. 4301, authorizing the Secretary of War to 
lease to the Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound Rail- 
way Company a tract of land in the Fort —— Military 
Reservation, in the state of Montana, and for a right 
of way thereto for the removal of gravel and ballast 
material. 

Senator Bacon, August 21, introduced a resolution to 
inquire into the use in Nicaragua of sailors and marines 
of the Navy. 


PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. 


The following act, approved April 14, 1912, changes 
the name of the Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service to the Public Health Service and increases the 
pay of officers of said service: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Public Health and Marine Hos- 
pital Service of the United States shall hereafter be known and 
designated as the Public Health Service, and all laws pertaining 
to the Public Health and Marine Hospital Service of the United 
States shall hereafter apply to the Public Health Service, and 
all regulations now in force, made in accordance with law for 
the Public Health and Marine Hospital Service of the United 
States shall apply to and remain in force as regulations of and 
for the Public Health Service until changed or rescinded. The 
Public Health Service may study and investigate the diseases 
of man and conditions influencing the propagation and spread 
thereof, including sanitation and sewage and the pollution either 
directly or indirectly of the navigable streams and lakes of the 
United States, and it may from time to time issue information 
in the form of publications for the use of the public. 

Sec. 2. That beginning with the first day of October next 
after the passage of this Act the salaries of the commissioned 

ts of the Public Health Service shall be at the 
following rates per annum: Surgeon General, $6,000; Assistant 
Surgeon General, $4,000; senior surgeon, of which there shall 
be ten in number, on active duty, $3,500; surgeon, $3,000; 
passed assistant surgeon, $2,400; assistant surgeon, $2,000; 
and the said officers, excepting the Surgeon General, shall re- 
ceive an additional compensation of ten per centum of the 
annual salary as above set forth for each five years’ service, 
but not to exceed in all forty per centum: Provided, That the 
total salary, including the longevity increase, shall not exceed 
the following rates: Assistant Surgeon General, $5,000; senior 
surgeon, $4,500; surgeon, $4,000: Provided further, That there 
may be employed in the Public Health Service such help as 
may be provided for from time to time by Congress. 

REAPPOINTMENT OF LIEUT. R. N. CAMPBELL. 

The Committee on Military Affairs, to which was re- 
ferred the bil! (S. 6877) to reinstate Robert N. ‘gia ve 
as a first lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Corps, U.S.A., 
reports it favorably, with the recommendation that it do 
pass, with amendments as shown in the Senate’s calendar 
print of the bill S. 6877. The bill prososes: 

* ‘That the President of the United States be, and he is hereby, 
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authorized to appoint Robert N. Campbell a first lieutenant in 
the Coast ee Corps, U.S. Army, to take rank next after 
Ist Lieut. John G. Hotz, C.A.C., the said Robert N, Campbell 
having served for a period of eight years and six months, from 
June, 1902, to December, 1910. 

Sec. 2. That the said Robert N. Campbell shall receive no 
pay or emolument except from the date of his appointment, and 
e shall be additional to the number of officers prescribed by 
law for the grade of first lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Corps 
and to any grade to which he may hereafter be promoted, and 
that for the purpose of computing his pay his longevity shall 
be considered the same as if he had never been out of the 
Service. 

Mr, Campbell resigned Dec. 31, 1910, for family 
reasons, and without discredit to himself or any blur 
upon his excellent record as an officer of the Army. 
Circumstances have so adjusted themselves since his 
resignation that Mr. Campbell is now desirous of again 
entering upon service as an officer of the Army, and 
inasmuch as he has been graduated from the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy and had such good service as an officer 
it is believed to be in the interests of the Government 
and si — Army to take favorable action upon the pend- 
ing bill. 


CASE OF LIKUTENANT RB. C. SMITH. 


In the Senate on Aug. 17 Mr. Smith, of Michigan, 
submitted the following resolution (S. Res. 382), which 
hes since been referred to the Committee on Naval 

airs: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Naval Affairs or a sub- 
committee thereof, are hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to investigate the charges preferred against Lieut. Roy 
C. Smith, formerly with the Asiatic Squadron, upon which his 
resignation was demanded after threatening trial by court- 
martial. The said committee or subcommittee are, for this pur- 
pose, authorized to sit during the sessions or recesses of Con- 
gress at such time and places as they may deem desirable or 
practicable, to send for persons and papers, to administer oaths, 
to summon and compel the attendarice of witnesses, to conduct 
hearings, and have reports of same printed for use, and to em- 
ploy such clerks, stenographers, and other assistants as shall 
be necessary, and any expenses in connection with such inquiry 
shall be paid out of the contingent fund of the Senate upon 
vouchers to be approved by the chairman of the committee or 
subcommittee. 





The House on Aug. 19 passed H.R. 20193, authorizing 
the Secretary of the Navy to pay a cash reward for 
suggestions submitted by civilian employees of the Navy 
Department for improvement or economy in manufactur- 
ing processes or plant. 


_ The House on Aug. 20 passed H.J. Res. 349, authoriz- 
ing the Secretary of War to loan certain tents for the 
use of the Confederate Veterans’ Reunion, to be held 
at Ada, Okla., in September, 1912. 


The House on Aug. 19 passed H.R. 22209, providing 
for the disposition of effects of deceased patients of the 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service and of 
certain deceased officers and men connected with the 
Army. 

The House on Aug. 19 passed H.R. 24865, providing 
for the taking over by the U.S. Government of the Con- 
federate cemetery at Little Rock, Ark., Sec. 1 of which 
is amended to read: 

That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to accept a 
conveyance to the United States of the Confederate cemetery at 
Little Rock, Ark., which adjoins the national cemetery at that 
place, and when so accepted the Government shall take care 
of and properly maintain and preserve the cemetery, its monu- 
ment or monuments, headstones, and other marks of the graves, 
its walls, gates and appurtenances, and preserve and keep a 
record, as far as reasonably practicable, of the names of those 
buried therein, with such Litery of each as ¢an be obtained, 
and to see that it is never used for any other purpose than a 
cemetery for the graves of men who were in the military or 
naval service of the Confederate States of America: Provided, 
That organized bodies of ex-Confederates or individuals shall 
have free and unrestricted entry to said cemetery for the pur- 
pose of burying worthy ex-Confederates, for decorating the 
graves, and for all other purposes, which they have heretofore 
enjoyed, all under proper and reasonable regulations and restric- 
tions made by the Secretary of War. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs favorably 
reports the bill (H.R. 25623) to authorize the transfer 
of Lieut. Sydney Smith from the retired to the active 
list of the Army. 

The House on Aug. 17 passed as a substitute for S.J. 
Res. 138 the following: “That out of the money appro- 
priated by Senate joint resolution 129 (public resolution 
No. 49) providing for transportation for American 
citizens fleeing from threatened danger in the Republic 
of Mexico there may be expended, until Dec. 10, 1912, 
in the discretion of the Secretary of War, not to ex 
$20,000 for the subsistence of American citizens who 
shall have fied or who may hereafter flee from the 
Republic of Mexico into the states of the United States 
bordering on the Republic of Mexico and who are now 
and who may hereafter be unable to pay for their own 
subsistence.” Mr. Hayden, who moved the passage of 
this substitute, said: “Mr. Speaker, I realize that this 
is not the proper time to discuss the failures of American 
diplomacy nor what, in my judgment, is the proper 
course to pursue in order to bring peace into Mexico. 
I have strong convictions on this subject, and hope that 
on another occasion I may have an opportunity to 
present my views to this House. I wish to add only 
that if the same course had been pursued by the Amer- 
ican Government on another occasion Arizona, New 
Mexico and California would not now be a part of the 
United States, nor would the Texans have any cause to 
remember the Alamo.” 

The House on Aug. 16 concurred in the Senate amend- 
ments (see page 1505, our issue July 27) of H.R. 17483, 
amending Section 1998 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States and to authorize the President, in certain 
cases, to mitigate or remit the loss of rights of citizenship 
imposed by law upon deserters from the military or 
naval service. The bill as adopted amends also Secs. 
1420 and 1624, Rev. Stats., relating to enlistments. 

The House Committee on Rules favorably report the 
concurrent resolution (S. Con. Res. 24) providing for an 
inquiry as to the purchase of the home of Thomas Jeffer- 
son at Monticello, Va. 

The Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
to whom was referred the bill (H.R. 13563) to provide 
for the construction of four revenue cutters, having con- 
sidered the same, report thereon with a recommendation 
that it pass.

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THE REVOLT IN NICARAGUA. 


Press advices from the latest Nicaraguan revolution 
teem with references to the great loss of life in the 
rebels’ attempt to get control of Managua. The rebel 
forces, under the command of Generals Mena and 
Zeledon, on Aug. 11 began fighting which lasted four 
days and resulted in the defeat of the rebels with a loss 
of “several hundred in killed and wounded.” The govern- 
ment troops were commanded by Gen. Emilio Chamorro. 


Many native non-combatants, includi women and 
children, lost their lives during the shelling of the city 
which opened the rebel attack on the capital. The 
fighting ended on the ht of Aug. 14, when the rebels 
retreated to Masaya. he battalion composed of three 
companies of U.S. marines, under command of Major 
Smedley D. Butler, which arrived at Managua on the 
morning of Aug. 15 from Panama by way of Corinto to 
reinforce the smaller detachment of erican bluejackets 
landed previously to protect the lives and property of 
Americans, was the cause of great relief to the Nicara- 
guan government as well as to the Americans and other 
fore residents of the city. The arrival of the American 
reinforcements turned the despondency of the populace 
into rejoicing. The commanding officer of the American 
troops in Nicaragua telegraphed to Camp Blliott, Canal 
Zone, on Aug. 17, requesting the despatch of twenty 
tons of flour, three 3-inch guns with ammunition, and 
eight Colt automatic guns, with ten thousand rounds of 
ammunition. 

Incendiary attempts by the rebels at Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, led to the landing of a force of fifty-four 
officers and men from the U.S.S. Tacoma, according to 
a despatch received at the State Department on Aug. 20. 
Minister Weitzel notified the Department that additional 
forces are needed at Corinto and San Juan del Sur. 
Corinto, like. Managua, is on the Pacific side, and Blue- 
fields on the Caribbean side. The opus and subsequent 
release of Lieut. E. H. Conger, U.S.M.C., by the rebels 
was reported in the despatches of Aug. 20. Traveling 
under a flag of truce as an envoy of the American 
Legation, and bearing a note from Minister Weitzel to 
General Mena, the officer was detained by General 
Zeledon at Masaya or Barranca. His release followed a 
protest sent by special messenger to the rebel general. 
In this note General Mena, the rebel commander, was 
urged to fulfil his pledges and restore American property. 

ollowing the reported threat of Nicaraguan rebels 
to resist American marines and bluejackets and bombard 
Managua, orders were issued on Aug. 20 for the armored 
cruiser California, flagship of Rear Admiral W. H. H. 
Southerland, U.S.N., commander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet, to be hurried to Corinto, Nicaragua, with 700 men 
aboard, including sixty marines. The Prairie, with 750 
marines aboard, will leave Philadelphia Saturday for 
Panama to land the marines on the Isthmus, from which 
point they will be conveyed to Managua. The United 
States will have 2,100 bluejackets and marines at 
Managua within ten days. As a reserve force the 10th 
Infantry at Panama, numbering 1, American troops, 
is being held in readiness for action. This number will 
be sufficient to keep open the railroad and also to keep 
details at Corinto and San Juan del Sur. These stations 
are important because of their cables. At the Navy 
Department it was said that the California should reach 
Corinto by Aug: 28. The Denver, in command of Comdr. 
Thomas Washington, U.S.N., is expected there on Aug. 
26. <A landing party will be sent from Corinto to 
Managua. The Annapolis, in command of Comdr. 
Warren J. Terhune, U.S.N., is at Corinto, together with 
the collier Justin, which brought marines from 
Panama to Nicaragua. The collier Prometheus has been 
ordered to Corinto from San Diego, Cal. On the Atlantic 
side, at Bluefields, is the cruiser Tacoma, in command 
of Comdr. Edward H. Durell, U.S.N. Reports of Aug. 
21 stated that fifty-four of the Tacoma’s bluejackets had 
gone ashore at Bluefields to protect American lives and 
property.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Atlantic Submarine Flotilla has been detached 
from duty with the Torpedo Flotilla, Atlantic Fleet. 

The U.S.S. Beale has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Philadelphia, as soon as prac- 
ticable after delivery by the contractor. 

The contract for building the gunboat Sacramento 
was awarded to the William Cramp and Sons Company, 
of Philadelphia, on Aug. 17, at $492,000. 

The mail address of the California, Glacier and 
Prometheus has been changed from “Pacific Station, via 
San Francisco, Cal.,” to “In care of the Postmaster, 
New York city.” 

The U.S.S. Prairie, which recently returned with 
marines from Cuba and Panama, left the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard Aug. 19 for Portsmouth, N.H. Two weeks 
later she will visit the various navy yards along the 
Atlantic coast and pick up marines and sailors for the 
first cruises of the battleships Arkansas and Wyoming. 
Soon after her return to Philadelphia the Prairie is to 
go to Weymouth, England, for a supply of torpedoes to 
be used by the G-4, the submarine launched at Phila- 
delphia last week. 


By order of the Commander-in-Chief the U.S.S. Dela- 
ware hoisted the pennant at 11 a.m. Aug. 23 with appro- 
priate ceremonies, which included the delivery of a 
letter of congratulation from the President to Captain 
Hood, who is directed to submit the names of nine officers 
of his ship who in his opinion had contributed most to 
the success of his vessel. The Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Mr. Beekman Winthrop, accompanied by 
Engineer-in-Chief H. I. Cone and Lieut. Comdr. T. T. 
Craven, Director of Target Practice and Engineering 
Competitions, left Washington on Aug. 22 on board 
the U.S.S. Mayflower for Hampton Roads to attend the 
ceremonies. In his letter of congratulation to Captain 
Hood the President wrote: “As the U.S.S. Delaware, 
under your command, in competition with all the other 
battleships in the Navy has obtained the highest com- 
bined final merit in gunnery and engineering for the year 
ending June 30, 1912, and has been awarded the battle 
efficiency pennant, I take great pleasure as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Navy in announcing this award to you.” 

Flying the flag of Rear Admiral Alfred Reynolds, 
U.S.N., the cruiser Maryland reached Seattle from the 
Puget Sound Navy Yard on Aug. 21, to await Secretary 
Knox and party, due next day. Admiral Reynolds 
relinquished command of the Pacific Reserve Fleet to 
Rear Admiral V. L. Cottman, U.S.N., commandant of 
the navy yard, who installed Comdr. G. B. Bradshaw, 
U.S.N., of the receivingship Pennsylvania, as his chief 
of staff. The Maryland goes under command of Capt. 
J. M. Ellicott, U.S.N. She is expected to reach Yoko- 
hama Sept. 10. The Maryland received word by wire 
on Aug. 20 that she was awarded the palm as an 
economic coal consumer. <A large letter “E” in red 
paint, signifying “Excellent,” was placed on her smoke- 
stack. 

Battleships of the Third and Fourth Divisions of the 
Atlantic Fleet passed in through the Virginia Capes 
on Wednesday, a Herald despatch announces, ending 
their war game along the coast and demonstrating that 
an attacking fleet of lesser numbers than the defenders 
might find its way to a given strategic point without 
detection. The vessels which arrived off Fort Monroe 
were the battleships New Jersey, Rhode Island, Missouri 
and Ohio, in command of Rear Admiral Cameron McRae 
Winslow. These, with the fourth group of destroyers, 
which left Rockport, Mass., last Saturday, formed the 
attacking fleet, the vessels of the First and Second 
livisions, the defending fleet, leaving Newport at the 
same time. The second group of destroyers also aided 
in .the defense. These vessels went north, separating 
from the fleet, and being theoretically annihilated by the 
enemy, thus allowing the attacking fleet to make a 
detour to sea without detection. The fact that New 
York was endangered in the problem prevented the 
defending fleet from proceeding south too soon, and 
the delay in waiting for word from the scouts allowed 
the enemy to slip into a position to enter Hampton 
Roads. 

The ramming of the battleship New Hampshire by 
the steamer Commonwealth in Narragansett Bay on 
July 7 was considered by a naval court of inquiry aboard 
the battleship Florida at Newport, R.I., on Aug. 16. 
Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, commander of the First 
lDivision of the Atlantic Fleet, is president of the court. 
Those who testified were Capt. William B. Appleby, of 
the Commonwealth; Rear Admiral Cameron McR. 
Winslow, U.S.N., who was in command of the Second 
Division of the fleet at the time of the accident; Lieut. 
Comdr. Francis I. Chadwick, U.S.N., executive officer 
of the New Hampshire, and Lieut. Harry Campbell, 
U.S.N., who was officer of the deck when the accident 
occurred. 

A despatch from Newport, R.I., Aug. 15, says: “The 
officers of the battleship Nebraska were not mistaken 
when they reported last week that their ship had touched 
and damaged her hull on an uncharted shoal off Point 
Judith. The shoal was found in the position reported 
by the Nebraska, about four miies west by south of 
Point Judith light, by the mine laying cruiser San 
Francisco. Water varying from twenty-seven to twenty- 
nine feet in depth was found to cover the shoal.” 

One hundred*years ago on Aug. 19 occurred the famous 
sea battle between the U.S. frigate Constitution and 
the British ship Guerriere. On Monday, says a Boston 
press despatch, Old Ironsides, as the Constitution is 
popularly known, swung lazily at her moorings in the 
Charlestown Navy Yard, without any reminder of the 
anniversary of the event. But that night thé silence 
and lack of observance which marked the day was 
broken impressively. Within the cabin of the frigate a 
toast was drunk by a small band of Navy officers to 
Capt. Isaac Hull and his good ship Constitution by 
officers comprising the staff of the battleship Nebraska, 
then at the navy yard undergoing repairs, and Ensign 
L. P. Warren, commanding the submarine D-1. Capt. 
Spencer S. Weod, of the Nebraska, was the senior officer 
present and proposed the toast. The gathering was 
entirely impromptu. 

The U.S. gunboat Nashville arrived at the New York 
Navy Yard on Aug. 20, coming direct from Port-au- 
Prince, and reported that the city was quiet, in spite 
of the recent blowing up of the palace and the rumors of 
revolution. The Nashville has been cruising the coasts 





of Cuba, Hayti and San Domingo for nearly nine months. 
She was in the harbor of Guantanamo, Cuba, when a 
eable message reached the commandant of the naval 
station asking that a warship be despatched to Port-au- 
Prince with all speed. With characteristic naval me 
the message omitted to state the reason for the cal 
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It was not until the officers of the vessel landed on 
Haytian soil that they knew whether they had been 
called to quell a revolt or succor the survivors of an 
earthquake. Henry W. Furniss, American Minister to 
Hayti, told the Nashville’s officers that the explosion 
was the result of storing twenty tons of gunpowder in a 
small shanty against the walls of the palace. Why 
the President chose such a place to keep his munitions 
or what set them off was a puzzle which will probably 
never be explained. Having reported no disturbances 
worthy of the name during four days in the harbor of 
Port-au-Prince the Nashville was ordered to New York. 

The Bureau of Navigation is in receipt of telegram 
from commanding officer, U.S.S. Michigan, at Brooklyn, 
N.Y., reporting that the body of. Harry EB. Smith, seaman, 
was found floating in the water alongside the ship 
about 6:30 p.m., Aug. 13, 1912. He is thought to have 
fallen overboard and drowned Aug. 10, 1912, as he had 
been missing since that time. The body was delivered 
to the Naval Hospital at New York in accordance with 
the wishes of the next of kin. The bureau has also 
received a telegram from the commanding officer of the 
U.S.S. Denver at sea, via San Diego, Cal., reporting 
that Thomas F. Snodgrass, coal passer, was lost over- 
board from that vessel between 10 and 12 p.m., Aug. 
12, 1912. No further information received. mith had 
been in the Service about six years. He was twenty-four 
years old. He gave as his next of kin, Thomas B. 
Graham, uncle, McKinleyville, New Brunswick. Snod- 
grass had been in the Service about two months. He 
was twenty-one years old. He gave as his next of kin 
i. P. Snodgrass, father, Council Grove, Kas. The 
bureau is in receipt of a ee from the commanding 
officer of the U.S.S. Hannibal, at the navy yard, Ports- 
mouth, N.H., dated Aug. 16, 1912, reporting that John 
Costing, fireman, first class, attached to that vessel, was 
found drowned. No further information received. Costing 
had been in the Service two and one-half years, and 
was twenty-four years old. His father, Charles Costing, 
is said to reside at 15 Locust street, Freeport, Ill. 

During 1911 as many as 442 rocks and shoals 
dangerous to navigation were reported in various parts 
of the world. Of these thirteen were discovered by 
vessels striking on them, 108 by British Admiralty 
surveying ships, eight by other British warships, ten by 
various British and foreign authorities; the remainder 
were reported to the British Hydrographic Service by 
colonial and foreign governments. During the same 
period thirty-six dangers, which appeared in former 
charts, were discovered to be non-existent, and were 
expunged.—Shipping Illustrated. 
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Lieut. Theodore G. Ellyson, U.S.N., at Annapolis on 
Aug. 22 broke the aviation altitude record of the Navy 
and for the clsss of machines, hydro-aeroplanes, in 
which the ascent was made, by reaching a height of 
over 3,200 feet.

AYMASTERS’ CLERKS: Advanced pay; authority of Sec- 

of the Navy necessary. An advance of pay to a pay- 

master’s clerk which has not been authorized by the Secretary 

of the Navy is illegal; and the purchasing pay officer who 

made the advance payment is ag er for any loss to the 
Gevernment resulting from such oa ayment. 

ACTING ASSIST. SURGEONS: Pay; commutation of 
quarters; heat and light allowance. Following the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Plummer case (published in Bureau 
Memoranda No. 134, p. 2031), an acting assistant surgeon is 
entitled, for his entire service, to pay at the same rates al- 
lowed to assistant surgeons. 

HEA GHT ALLOWANCE: Officer living in imme- 
diate vicinity of his station; commutation therefor. The pur- 
chasing pay officer, Navy pay office, Norfolk, Va., is authorized 
to pay the commutation for allowance for heat and light in 
the case of an officer on duty at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., 
who maintains a residence at Willoughby Beach, Va. 

LEAGE: Travel performed prior to date specified in or- 
ders; not allowed. An officer, under orders to proceed to his 


, home when a vessel is placed out of commission, who obtains 


leave and proceeds to his home prior to that date, is not en- 
titled to mileage, since the travel was not performed in obedi- 
ence to orders but by permission. 

SUBSISTENCE: Enlisted men, Marine Corps; traveling on 
Army transports. Under the Army Regulations, when sub- 
sistence is furnished the employees of another executive de- 

artment of the Government, payment therefor shall be made 
y the proper disbursing officer of the department concerned 
directly to the proper officer or officers of the Subsistence De- 
partment of the Army. 

PAY, OFFICERS, NAVY: Promoted, new pay begins. An 
officer of the Navy suspended from promotion for one year, 
and upon a sunenenert examination found qualified for promo- 
tion, is only entitled to the pay of the higher grade from the 
date of the first vacancy after the expiration of one year from 
the date of the President’s approval of the action of the first 
examining board. 

PAYMASTERS’ CLERKS: Mileage. A paymaster’s clerk 
under orders to proceed to his home after the settlement of 
the accounts of the paymaster with whom he was appointed to 
serve, who proceeds to his home by permission of the paymas- 
ter and arrives there on the date of the completion of the set- 
tlement of the accounts, is entitled to mileage for the travel 
so performed. Mileage cannot be allowed for travel per- 
formed for the purpose of determining one’s physical fitness 
for appointment as a paymaster’s clerk. 

HEAT AND LIGHT ALLOWANCE: Additional payment 
therefor to landlord on account of promotion of officers. The 
subsequent promotion of officers with retroactive effect from the 
date of rank does not confer on their landlords any right to 
increased pay for heat and light which was furnished these 
officers in the lower grades.

Under date of Aug. 14, Randolph Ridgley, jr., first lieutenant, 
commanding the cutter Woodbury, stationed at Eastport, Maine, 





* reports that on that date he received a telephone call from the 


general manager of the Maine Central Railroad, asking for as- 
sistance for the steamer Norumbega, ashore on Clark’s Point, 
Southwest Harbor, Maine. The Woodbury went to the reported 
location of the wreck, but was obliged to anchor off Bakers 
Island until the fog lifted. When the wreck was found it was 
decided that nothing could be done toward pulling the steamer 
off the ledge. The superintendent of motive power of the 
Maine Central Railroad, then in charge, said that he deemed 
further wrecking operations necessary, and that the services of 
the Woodbury would not be required, He expressed his ap- 
preciation of what had been done. 

The Woodbury went from assisting the Norumbega to the 

assistance of the British schooner Arizona, which was reported 
ashore off Little Cranberry Island. It was found on arrival 
that the schooner had gone over on her starboard side and 
several holes had been broken in her hull by the rocks. It was 
decided by the master of the Arizona that nothing could be 
done without further wrecking operations, and as the schooner 
was old and would not be worth salving, he decided to dispose 
of her as she stood. 
. W. W. Wiley, first lieutenant, commanding the cutter Acush- 
net, stationed at Woods Hole, Mass., reports that early on the 
morning of Aug. 18 fire was discovered in one of the buildings 
of the Massachusetts Biological Laboratory at Woods Hole, 
about 200 yards distant from the cutter’s anchorage. The 
crew were sent to the scene of the fire, which they extinguished

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Aug. 22, 1912. 

The presentation to former Mdsn. Charles B. Hazeltine, of 
the First Class, of a watch by the Fourth Classmen was a 
pleasant incident that has an undercurrent of interesting sug- 
gestion in it. In plain words, Midshipman Hazeltine was hon- 
ored for not molesting Fourth Classmen, and the presentation 
naively admits that running, at least, is practiced upon the 
neophytes of the Navy to such a degree that its absence is worthy 
of honorable mention and substantial reward. Since the Act 
of Congress abolished the absolute necessity of trying hazers by 
court-martial and gave the accused the choice of having it 
treated as a disciplinary offense, naturally, as the midshipmen 
accused desired little publicity, they selected the hand of disci- 
pline rather than the open court. A number of cases have been 
settled in this manner, and penalties were heavy, often a num- 
ber of demerits large enough to carry the guilty ones over the 
allotted number in a year, and they have been dropped from 


the Navy. Rather than abandon the custom, there are found 
some midshipmen who will run to extremes in bringing the 
Fourth Classmen to the point of understanding how humble is 
their position in the Navy. The Fourth Classmen seldom rebel, 
and follow meekly the rates, customs and usages established 
and ordained by the upper class Deficient midshipmen left 
behind from the practice cruises, with the chance of saving their 
professional careers in a re-examination, will hazard their last 
opportunity to remain in the Navy by a series of annoyances to 
the new Fourth Classmen. One single, deficient upper classman 
is able to rule with a rod of iron the whole two hundred and 
over of the new class. 

The plebe goes into the Naval Academy in the full expectancy 
of being run, finding consolation in the fact that next year he 
will do to others what others have done to him. Superintendent 
Gibbons has informed members of the Fourth Class that, when 
he discovers any of them submitting to indignities, he will punish 
the one who submits as well as him who commands it. fficers 
of the Navy who condemn the system are generally agreed that 
it was always the fag ends of their classes who indulged in cruel 
hazings, and that these midshipmen were never known to stay 
in the Navy. 

The system of hazing or mages, © = the Naval Academy was 
unknown before the Civil War. hen the Academy was re- 
moved from Annapolis to Newport in 1861 only the Third Class 
remained in the Academy. The other classes were sent to ships 
of war. The Third Class not knowing the traditions of the 
Academy thoroughly could not maintain its best customs, and as 
new midshipmen were admitted horse-plays were inaugurated 
upon them, which finally grew into a system of law and codes 
by which one upper classman can command a troop of plebes to 
do his bidding. . ’ 

In less than two weeks the annual summer practice cruise of 
the midshipmen will come to an end. The officials of the Naval 
Academy are already making preparations for the return of the 
battleships of the Atlantic Fleet, on which the young men have 
been making the cruise, for, upon their arrival, nearly all of 
the five hundred and odd midshipmen of the First, Second and 
Third Classes will disembark, be paid off and start on their 
annual September vacations. For eleven weeks the future offi- 
cers have been cruising about on the most modern and formid- 
able vessels of the Navy, getting a real taste of the sailor's life, 
the ships have frequently put into Newport, which has been the 
base of operations, and other places along the New England 
coast in accordance with the itinerary as mapped out from week 
to week by Rear Admiral Hugo Ostérhaus, the fleet commander, 
and shore liberty was granted. There have been no deaths or 
serious cases of illness reported. According to advices received 
the ships are due here on Aug. 29, and the following day the 
midshipmen will disembark. 

Arrangements will be made in a few days for bringing the 
thirty-odd members of the football squad to Annapolis shortly 
after the ships steam into the bay. These midshipmen will start 
on their leave at once, as they are expected to return a week in 
advance to begin football practice. } ! 

That the new Fourth Class will be allowed to participate in 
the regatta to be held on the Severn River on Saturday after- 
noon under the joint auspices of the Severn River Improvement 
Association and the Severn Boat Club, of this city, has been 
announced by Comdr. Louis M. Nulton, Acting Superintendent. 
The class of races in which they will compete is much in line 
with their instruction in handling small boats. The “plebes’’ 
will engage in races in rowing cutters, catboats and knock- 
abouts, the events to be exclusively for the four divisions of the 
battalion. The prizes will consist of silver cups offered by the 
management of the regatta. For the accommodation of other 
midshipmen and their friends desiring to witness the regatta the 
Government tug Standish will be anchored along the course. 

Back from Sweden, where as a member of the team of Ameri- 
can athletes he participated in the Olympic games at Stockholm, 
Ensign Mare W. Larimer, captain of the Naval Academy fencing 
team last year, and who was graduated in June, is in Annapolis. 
He will receive an assignment to temporary duty here, probably 
as an assistant in coaching the midshipmen fencers this season. 
Ensign Larimer was one of the fourteen swordsmen selected to 
represent the United States at the Olympic games. 

With the arrival recently of several additional officers of the 
Marine Corps, together with a large detachment of the enlisted 
force, the authorities at the Marine Barracks are now engaged 
in the organization of several detachments of officers and men to 
be distributed among the different ships of the Navy. Marine 
detachments for the Wyoming and Arkansas, to be placed in 
commission in September, are being organized. The enlisted 
men came from Cuba, where they were ordered several months 
ago to protect American interests. Capt. W. A. Pickering is the 
latest arrival at the local barracks.

NEW YORK. 


The closing of the tour of the Coast Artillery organization 
of the New York National Guard at Fisher’s Island on Aug. 17 
was marked by interesting incidents. Unfortunately no brigade 
review was given for the Regular Army officer commanding 
Fort H. G. Wright, Lieut. Col. Richmond P. Davis, 0.A.0. (ol. 
Charles O. Davis, commanding the 13th Regiment, of Brook- 
lyn, the last organization to bring the season to a close, offered 
a review to Lieutenant Colonel Davis, who, with that pune- 
tiliousness for courtesy which is customary among Army offi- 
cers, promptly passed the invitation on to Brig. Gen. Elmore F. 
Austin, commanding the Coast Artillery of New York, who, 
with a very large staff, was at the fort during the regimental 
tours. General Austin at once accepted the review, which 
came off per schedule, and the 13th had to leave camp with 
their dearest wish ungratified, that of showing with a review 
their appreciation of the many courtesies extended by the 
Regular Army commandant. At the final reception given to 
the Army officers of the post by General Austin’s staff there 
were present no field officers of the 13th Regiment, and it is 
understood that this was due to a failure to extend invitations. 

The officers of the visiting National Guard organizations were 
much interested in the large staff with which General Austin, 
of New York, was attended. Counting the General himself 
there were fourteen altogether. Some of these officers were on 
duty on the Island as much as six weeks at full field pay. 
Taking the Regular Army details, there would have seemed to 
be a surplusage of officers on the brigade commander’s staff. 
Inspectors of the New York Guard were everywhere. A sol- 
dier, it was said, could not swing a rifle without danger of 
hitting an inspecting officer. While there may have appeared 
to be too many of these staff officers, the reason for their 
presence at the fort can be found in the wish of General Austin 
to give them as much instruction as possible. This is General 
Austin’s first year as commander of the Coast Artillery, and 
he thought it wise to acquaint as many of his staff as possible 
with practical field work. He believes their increased efficiency 
will be shown in their future work. It is said that the Regu- 
lar officers were not wholly pleased with the unsanitary condi- 
tion in which the 13th’s predecessor in camp had left certain 
company streets. 

The officers of the 13th Regiment, from Col. Charles O. Davis 
down, were much put out by the statements in a Brooklyn 
paper on their return about the poor commissary during the 
tour at Fort Wright. As a matter of fact, the regiment never 
subsisted better on any of its previous tours. The variety of 
their food astonished the Regular soldiers who saw their mess. 
Liberal as is the ration of the Regular soldiers, they had to 
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confess that the Brooklyn Guardsmen were fed better. This 
difference, on account of the increased cost of the Brooklyn 
ration, was but natural and did not reflect in any way upon 
the excellence of the Government ration. If the Government 
had spent as much upon the Regular soldiers as did the state 
organization, this difference, of course, would not have been 
discernible, Fisher’s Island being a summer resort, with all 
the attractions of bathing and feminine society, quite different 
from the isolated Plum Island, where the regiment had made a 
former tour, the men had many opportunities for amusement 
and voted the tour one of the most enjoyable they had ever 
taken part in as well as one of the most instructive. The fine 
work of the organization at the big guns, including the mortars, 
brought the Brooklyn regiment high praise from the Army 
officer in command of the post. One instance of the shooting 
ability of the Militiamen was that of the 1st Company, Capt. 
Frank Dean commanding, which scored seven hits out of twelve 
shots with the mortars, thus excelling many Regular companies. 
For some years the 1st Company has been the best mortar 
company in the New York Coast Artillery, and it lived up to 
its deservedly high reputation by its work at Fisher’s Island. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


The annual rifle and revolver competitions of the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania for the year 1912 were held upon the 
State Rifle Range at Mt. Gretna, Pa., beginning Aug. 3, under 
the direction of the general inspector of small-arms practice. 
The matches were successful in that all organizations entitled 
to compete were represented and the scores were satisfactory. 
The new surprise fire was given its first tryout, being substi- 
tuted for rapid fire in all cases. The only change made in the 
junior matches was the substitution of surprise fire for rapid 


fire. The changes in the senior matches were numerous and 
more radical. The 200-yard stage was eliminated entirely. 
The Regimental Match, formerly shot at 200 and 600 yards, 
was shot at surprise fire and 600 yards. The ‘‘Kaul’’ Match was 
changed from a Rapid Fire to a Surprise Fire Match. From 
the ‘*‘Bradley’’ Match was eliminated the 200-yard, adding 
in its place the 1,000-yard stage, so that in the future no regi- 
ment can hope to win this trophy which does not give con- 
sideration to all ranges and all kinds of fire. In this match 
the rapid fire stage gave way to surprise. In the ‘‘Dougherty’’ 
Match the 200-yard was eliminated and surprise fire was sub- 
stituted for rapid. The 200-yard stage was dropped from the 
Brigade Match and surprise fire was substituted. The Long 
Range Match, heretofore shot by teams of four men at 800 and 
1,000 yards, was so changed as to double the number of men in 
each team, and shot only at 1,000 yards. 

The long range was never before operated so easily. <A de- 
tail from the Signal Company installed buzzers in the long 
range pit and a complete system of field telephones service. 
Both worked perfectly and proved conclusively that the Signal 
Jompany can give better service than ever before. Buzzers 
and ’phones were kept in perfect working order by Sergeant 
Fitzgerald. 

The i0th Infantry repeated its performance of 1911 in car- 
rying off nearly all the trophies. Captain Cook has realized 
the truth insisted upon annually by Col. Frank K. Patterson, 
G.I. P., that the success of the senior team depends upon 
the amount of successful work done in developing juniors. The 
junior matches were instituted four years ago for the purpose 
of being a school for the shots who had not been reaching the 
senior competitions. 

By winning the Skirmish Match this year, the 8th Infantry 
secured a second leg on the trophy. The 1st and 8th Infantry 
teams can either of them own the trophy by winning it once 
more, The revolver matches were placed upon a more equita- 
ble basis than ever before, all scores being shot in one day and 
under the same weather conditions,

SUMMARY ACTION. 


The military authorities of the state of Oregon have a sum- 
mary and effective method of dealing with members of the 
National Guard who fail in their appreciation of the responsi- 
bilities of service. By unanimous vote the General Staff of 
the Oregon National Guard the other day ordered the disband- 
ing of the 2d Battalion, 3d Infantry, of the state’s Guard. 
This course was taken to punish the organization for disobedi- 
ence during the maneuver campaign in the state of Washington 
recently. ; : 

“On the concluding day of the campaign the battalion found 
itself, with all its equipment, at a point on the line of a rail- 
road, some miles distant from the point designated for it to 
entrain for home. Orders were issued by Brig. Gen. M. P. 
Maus, U.S.A., commanding the forces in the campaign, for the 
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battalion to return to its fixed place of entraining. In carrying 
out an orderly and expeditious general movement of the troops 
for home this was necessary. But, the battalion convinced 
itself, there was no good reason for it to return. Here was a 
railroad; the men were tired, so why not get aboard the cars 
at once? The fact that they were comparatively a .small ele- 
ment in the general movement apparently did not move them. 
They refused orders. Major R. O. Scott, Capts. Harry E. 
Williams and Walter E. Tooze, and Lieuts, Richard Deich and 
Harry C. Brumbaugh, of the battalion, were placed under 
arrest. Naturally the matter was put up to their superiors in 
the Oregon National Guard for action. The summary dismissal 
of the battalion from the Service was the result. 

However grave the offense of the battalion, the prompt and 
sweeping action of the Oregon General Staff removes from the 
National Guard of the state any stigma that might have at- 
tached through the refusal of a part of that Guard to obey 
orders. The old, easygoing days of lax discipline in_ the 
National Guard have passed. It is regrettable that in these 
modern days a whole battalion reverted to ancient and de- 
— ideas, but the fact that they received no sympathy, 

ut swift punishment instead, from their own superiors, indi- 
cates that the Oregon National Guard, as a whole, is not below 
standard. The incident is the only one of the kind reported 
in connection with the field operations of the year. The whole 
Service is benefited by the manner in which the Oregon 
General Staff met and dealt with the situation, arms and the 
men,

Will those who are on list of eligibles from last year be de- 
tailed ahead of the ones who are taking the course of instruc- 
tion now? (3) How many are on duty now with the Militia 
that were detailed in 1909? Answer: (1) Under the policy 
of the War Department sergeant instructors will be re ieved 
from duty with the Organized Militia at the completion of a 
detail of three years. (2) Details to fill vacancies are made 
from any eligibles as the bes* interests of the Service dictate.

L. B. GC. asks: Under what conditions could an enlisted man 
of the Navy with a good record become an officer (second 
lieutenant) in the Marine Corps or Army? What are the re- 
quirements for. taking the examination? _Is it compulsory for 
any man to go to Annapolis or West Point Academy in order 
to be a second lieutenant? Answer: Apply to the Navy De- 





partment and War Department, respectively, for circulars 
governing examinations of civilians for second lieutenancies. 
Academy graduation not a requisite. 


A CIVILIAN asks: (1) Why should a candidate, taking 
examination for second lieutenant in the mobile Army, be 
required to report at Fort Sheridan, if he lives in the vicinity 
of Philadelphia, Pa.? (2) What is the name of the command- 
ing officer at Fort Sheridan? Answer: (1) Convenience and 
best interests of the Service are factors in determining at 
which of the several examination places appointed the candi- 
date shall appear. (2) Col. Robert N. Getty, 27th Inf. 

RETIRED asks: Is an officer who has been placed on the 
retired list by reason of disability incurred in the line of duty 
permitted to accept a position in the U.S. Civil Service and 
still retain his place on the retired list with rank and pay? 
Answer: There is a restriction, Sec. 1763, Rev. Stats., that 
‘*no person who holds an office, the salary attached to which 
amounts to $2,500, shall receive compensation for discharging 
the duties of any other office, unless expressly authorized by 
law.’’ The Act of July 31, 1894, excepts retired officers of 
the Army or Navy whenever the President shall appoint them 
to office, by and with the advice of the Senate. 

Vv. J. W. asks: In a recent issue of your paper I read an 
article that dealt with the enlisted men of the Navy. If a 
man re-enlists (after serving his four-year term) for a period 
of one, two or three years is he entitied to the four months’ 
pay the same as a man who now re-enlists for four consecutive 
ears? Has this bill passed, or when does it become a 
aw or an act? Answer: The four months’ gratuity is to be 
payable at beginning of second enlistment if the man agrees 
to serve for four years; but if he merely extends his enlist- 
ment one, two or three years at a time, the gratuity is only 
payable when the extensions shall have totaled four years im- 
mediately following first enlistment of four years. This will 
become a law as part of the Naval Appropriation bill, as noted 
in our report of the bill on another page. 


J. H. W.—A deserter who remains within the United States 
for two years subsequent to the expiration of the term of en- 
listment during which he deserted is not subject to punishment 
for his desertion. Deserters’ releases are provided for in the 
Army but not in the Navy Regulations. 

J. L. M. asks: On May 11, 1908, I had five years nine 
months’ continuous service, and nine years, two months and 
twenty-four days’ service, all told, and was carried in my 
second enlistment; when I re-enlisted I was carried in my 
fourth enlistment, and carried so at present. Never received 
third enlistment period pay. Answer: As you were out over 
three months prior to the beginning of your continuous service 
as computed > 11, 1908, you could only be carried as of 
second period; after a 11, 1908, new periods are determined 
by discharge and re-enlistment. You should be in the third 
period. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) In taking a Federal Civil Service 
examination is an enlisted man of the Army required to reside 
for one year in the state from which he desires to take the 
examination, or is this requirement waved in the case of en- 
listed men? (2) To whom should I apply for information rela- 
tive to appointment in the Pennsylvania State Constabulary ? 


Answer: (1) Must have permission of Secretary of War; citizen 
of U.S. (2) Address the Commander-in-Chief at Harrisburg,

THE THOMAS HOMEWARD BOUND. 
U.S.A.T. Thomas, at Honolulu, H.T., Aug. 5, 1912. 

The transport Thomas arrived at Honolulu on Sunday, Aug. 
4, from the Philippine Islands. Capt. William P. Stinson, so 
long master of the troopship Logan, has been master in charge 
of the Thomas since it was rebuilt. The ship’s officers through- 
out are efficient and harmonious, making all feel comfortable 
and happy. Capt. A. J. Macnab, U.S.A., quartermaster, is 
kind and thoughtful of all aboard. 

Manila gave a parting smile to the departing passengers on 
July 15 for the long journey via Nagasaki and Honolulu to 
San Francisco. The battalion of the 9th Infantry, like the 
Arabs of old, quietly folded their tents at Camp Malecon and 
marched in full equipment to the wharf and aboard the Thomas. 
There was more than the usual good-by feeling, as the 9th 
Regiment is not one of the foot organizations that has been 
designated as a permanent unit of the ‘‘Colonial Army’’ for 
duty in the Philippines. Unless the enlisted men desire to 
serve in the Philippines, at any of their re-enlistments, they 
were leaving these Islands forever. 

; With the reorganization scheme of the Army in the Philip- 
pines one whole department of the former three has been 
obliterated. This went into effect on July 1. The Depart- 
ments of Luzon, of the Visayas, and of Mindanao, with head- 
quarters at Fort Santiago, Manila, have constituted the Philip- 
pines Division, With the doing away with the Department of 
the Visayas, only two are left. Formerly this department, 
with headquarters at Iloilo, Panay, embraced the islands south 
of the Department of Luzon, except Mindanao, Palawan and 
islands east of the straits of Surigao. The principal islands 
included were: Samar, Negros, Panay, Leyte, Cebu and Bohol, 
in the old Department of the Visayas. Under the new order 
all of the above islands become a part of the Department of 
Luzon. Palawan goes to the Mindanao department. Brig. 
Gen. Frederick Funston is in command of this enlarged De- 
partment of Luzon, with station at Manila. Brig. Gen. John 
J. Pershing is commanding the Department of Mindanao, head- 
ees at _ Zamboanga. Brig. Gen. George S. Anderson, 

|.S.A., who is a passenger on this trip of the Thomas, has the 

distinction of having been the last department commander of 
the Visayas. 
_ The Thomas passed Corregidor Island at six o’clock, while 
it was still light enough to see the handsome new post of the 
C.A.C., Fort ills. The large three-story barracks, of rein- 
forced concrete, presents a fine appearance, a model for health 
and sanitary equipment. This point is some thirty miles from 
Manila. Fair skies and smooth seas marked the progress of 
the Thomas until Saturday morning, July 20, when Nagasaki 
was reached. The Thomas was coaled, while its passengers 
rushed for the quartermasters’ launch and sampans by which 
to reach the shore. A long line of rickshaws were ready, for 
hire at twenty sen, ten cents, an hour, The Thomas was 
crowded in the upper cabins, aithough second cabin and troop 
quarters are not so congested. There are 156 first class pas- 
sengers, fifty-four being children, Sixteen extra saloon pas- 
sengers traveled from Manila to Nagasaki, disembarking at 
that port for sightseeing trips, anticipating meeting the U.S. 
A.T. Logan, scheduled to leave the Philippines this month. 
Lieut. Col. J. H. Beacom, I.G. Dept., who has completed his 
tour of duty in the Philippines, will, after visiting China and 
Japan, take the Trans-Siberian Railway. He reports at San 
Francisco in December, for duty, and has happily selected the 
long way around. Lieut. and Mrs. L. A. McClure, 16th Inf., 
and Lieut. G. A. Sanford, 15th Inf., intend traveling in the 
Vilowery Kingdom. Lieutenant Sanford will proceed to Tien- 
tsin, China, to join his regiment. 

The 3d Battalion, 9th Inf., aboard the Thomas, is com- 
manded by Capt. Alvin K. Baskette. This battalion was liter- 
ally crowded out of the transport which carried the 1st and 2d 
Battalions leaving Manila in June. Other officers with this 
battalion are Capt. H. L. Evans, Lieuts.

Prof. William H. Pickering, the distinguished 
astronomer, in a communication to the Scientific Amer- 
ican makes some computations that may be of great 
interest to navigators of warships in respect to the 
contention of J. Pruce Ismay, of the White Star Line, 
that the faster a ship goes through an ice field the less 
the danger is. Professor Pickering challenges this, and 
says the idea has grown up because high speed in getting 
through a fog is not inadvisable, but in the presence 
of ice the conditions are different. In a fog the danger 
is in being run down by other boats, but in the ice fields 
there is only the speed of the iceberg to consider, which 
is practically nil; consequently the element of time does 
rot enter into the caleulation of the factors of danger. 
The bergs may be considered only as so many islands, 
the danger depending upon the ship itself and not upon 
other ships. That is why he argues a false analogy has 
been drawn between fog and ice dangers.

Captains of German liners and merchantmen who 
belong to the reserve of the navy have been authorized 
to fly the iron cross flag with the commercial flag. At 
the present time, says the Army and Navy Gazette, a 
hundred captains possess this right. Of these sixty- 
three belong to Hamburg, including forty-three with the 
Hamburg-Amerika Line; twenty-seven to Bremen, in- 
cluding twenty-three with the Norddeutscher Lloyd; 
seven to the Baltic ports and three to other North Sea 
harbors. According to their naval rank the hundred 
officers include six lieutenants, 44 senior lieutenants and 
fifty commanders. Sixty-two of them belong to the 
Reserve and twenty-nine to the Seewehr, and nine are 
on the emergency list. Some of the officers who fly what 
is now known as the “Kreuzflagge’ have gone through 
later courses in the naval establishments or with the 
fleet.

It is said that 
the books of the American naval authority have given 
naval literature all over the world a new popularity and 
a new meaning. 





The biggest floating dock in the world was launched 
Aug. 14 from the Cammell and Laird’s yard at Birken- 
head. It has been constructed for the British Admiralty 
and is capable of lifting battleships having a displace- 
ment of 32,000 tons. It covers an area of two and a 
quarter acres and has three large workshops on board, 
besides accommodation for the dock master, petty officers 
and crew. It will be tested for the Admiralty by the 
largest vessel in the navy and then towed to Portsmouth.
